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ADDRESS 

OF 

HON.  FRED  E.  BRIGGS 

January  1,  1929 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

At  the  opening  of  each  municipal  year  it  is  customary  for  the  mayor 
to  present  to  the  legislative  body  some  review  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  city  affairs  and  to  offer  some  forecast  of  those  projects  and 
problems  that  yet  confront  us. 

The  occasion  also  furnished  an  opportunity  to  extend  a word  of  wel- 
come to  the  newly  elected  officials  of  the  city.  I am  confident  that  their 
participation  in  the  affairs  of  municipal  government  will  be  both  pleasant 
and  profitable.  Explanation  should  be  made  that  reports  of  numerous 
city  departments  are  not  now  to  be  reviewed  but  rather  that  mention  is 
to  be  made  of  some  of  those  matters  which  are  worthy  of  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  council  at  its  convenience. 

Inasmuch  as  this  is  the  third  annual  address  that  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  make  to  the  council,  it  must  deal  largely  with  subjects  previ- 
ously discussed. 

First  place  should  be  given,  I think,  to  the  subject  of  taxation.  In 
the  past  two  years  we  have  reduced  the  tax  rate  by  $3.70;  we  have  kept 
within  the  budget  limits  to  a remarkable  extent;  and  have  carefully  tested 
the  items  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  money.  That  effort  must  be  con- 
tinued and  strengthened  during  the  coming  year.  Appropriations  must  be 
decided  according  to  what  we  can  afford  and  not  merely  by  what  we 
want.  A determination  to  do  this  must  characterize  both  the  executive 
and  legislative  branches  of  the  government,  remembering  that  the  great- 
est good  to  the  largest  number  of  householders  and  industries  demands 
strict  economy,  careful  planning  and  a tax  level  that  makes  the  burden  as 
light  as  possible  and  places  it  fairly  where  it  belongs.  In  no  other  way 
can  the  tax-rate  be  stabilized  at  the  lower  level. 

In  dealing  with  this  matter  the  state  audit  of  the  city’s  books  now  go- 
ing on  may  prove  a useful  guide  for  some  of  our  operations.  Nothing  how- 
ever, can  take  the  place  of  undelayed,  patient  and  persistent  work  by  the 
council  which  always  has  the  final  word  on  the  reduction  of  the  budget. 
The  constant  aim  in  this  matter  must  be  to  provide  for  necessities  and 
for  such  proportion  of  the  permanent  work  as  belongs  to  the  current  year. 
If  we  are  to  keep  the  city  from  falling  behind  in  its  public  improvements, 
everyone  knows  that  we  cannot  delay  all  major  expenditures  until  some 
magic  year  when  our  tax-income  is  over-abundant,  or  some  golden  wind- 
fall arrives  from  unlikely  sources.  We  must  continue  to  make  some 
progress  annually. 

Our  new  water  supply  is  now  far  advanced  and,  naturally,  this  project 
ought  to  be  completed  promptly  so  that  its  benefits  may  become  availa- 
ble during  the  coming  summer  and  the  dry  season.  The  sale  of  water  to 
neighboring  comunities  should  receive  very  careful  investigation,  and 
likewise  the  extension  of  the  system  in  Read  street  and  Oak  Hill  avenue 

The  work  on  surface  drainage  should  proceed  and  perhaps  the  time 
is  at  hand  to  map  out  a long  term  program  for  permanent  street  work  in 
addition  to  our  regular  maintenance.  1 make  special  note  of  this  because 
it  may  well  be  regarded  as  the  most  important  topic  to  come  before  us 
this  year. 
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I have  only  praise  for  the  quality  of  work  being  done  by  our  city 
departments.  The  men  and  women  who  have  charge  of  them  give  un- 
sparingly of  their  time  and  effort,  and  the  results  obtained  justify  an 
ever  growing  pride  in  our  municipality.  There  is,  however,  no  depart- 
ment that  can  afford  to  rest  on  its  laurels  without  continuallly  striving 
to  profit  by  experience  and  attempting  to  better  its  record.  Since  the 
Mayor  is  in  direct  control  of  the  Police  Department  I feel  that  this  same 
policy  should  be  followed  there,  more  particularly  in  order  that  the  advice 
given  to  all  may  not  appear  to  be  ignored  by  some. 

This  leads  me  to  the  announcement  that  1 have  already  taken  some 
steps  which  I hope  will  bring  about  in  the  near  future  the  installation  of 
most  modern  methods  in  our  Police  Department.  The  practice  now  in 
effect  of  sending  a few  men  each  year  to  the  police  school  has  been  bene- 
ficial and  it  marks  the  starting  point  for  further  departmental  develop- 
ment. The  handling  of  routine  business; — the  keeping  of  records; — the 
preparation  of  cases; — the  planning  for  possible  emergencies; — the  sys- 
tem of  dicipline; — the  training  of  officers  and  men  for  advancement  and 
promotion; — all  these  subjects  will  be  discussed  here  by  an  expert  in 
friendly  co-operation  with  the  Chief  and  his  department.  I shall  be  glad 
to  take  up  these  matters  with  the  council  more  in  detail  at  a later  date 
so  that  I may  have  the  benefit  of  its  advice  and  assistance.  The  aim  in 
this  endeavor  is  impersonal  and  non  political.  Its  object  is  to  build  up 
the  department  along  modern  lines  to  modern  standards  so  that  it  may 
equal  the  best  in  the  entire  Commonwealth. 

Other  projects  are  pending. A site  for  a city  hall  has  heretofore 

been  provided  and  a building  therefor  may  well  be  studied  this  year  by 
a committee  to  be  named  for  that  purpose.  The  long  awaited  widening 
of  South  Main  Street  to  55  feet  has  at  last  been  nearly  completed  and  will 
be  entirely  finished  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  permit.  The  moving 
of  the  Soldiers’  Monument  to  Capron  Park  as  requested  by  the  G.  A.  R. 
and  the  dedication  of  the  forthcoming  memorial  to  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans, both  of  which  projects  have  been  provided  for,  are  welcome  patri- 
otic duties  that  await  us.  The  traffic  study  begun  last  year  must  be 
completed.  The  necessary  cleaning  up  after  the  N.  T.  & A.  and  the  solu- 
tion of  the  A.  B.  C.  Trolley  situation  should  receive  proper  attention.  The 
new  City  Home  and  problems  connected  with  the  fast  growing  South  At- 
tleboro section  await  action.  The  new  State  highway  in  South  Attleboro, 
on  which  six  fatalities  have  recently  occurred,  needs  close  consideration. 
We  must  do  what  we  can  to  make  this  important  State  highway  as  safe  as 
possible,  the  absence  of  signs  and  policing  by  the  State  having  made  this 
one  of  the  danger  spots  in  the  Commonwealth  and  an  evil  which  should 
be  ameliorated.  In  a lesser  degree,  perhaps,  the  absence  of  sufficient 
protection  for  pedestrians,  including  school  children,  at  the  Dodgeville 
Bridge  makes  it  advisable  that  we  should  keep  actively  determined  to  se- 
cure proper  safety  at  this  point. 

Even  this  partial  list  of  pending  projects  is  enough  to  show  that  the 
year  which  is  just  now  beginning  is  to  be  a very  important  one  for  the 
city. 

In  extending  my  thanks  to  all  the  department  heads  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  last  year,  I add  my  request  that  these  friendly  relations 
may  continue  this  year.  I hope  that  the  Council  will  continue  to  work 
in  harmony  with  the  Mayor  as  in  the  past.  The  municipality  will  be 
efficient  in  proportion  to  the  efficiency  of  each  one  of  those  who  are 
sworn  to  give  his  or  her  best  to  the  service.  The  period  now  past  jus- 
tifies a very  confident  look-forward  into  the  future  of  Attleboro,  the  city 
we  are  all  so  proud  to  serve.

History  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 

By  a generous  clause  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Winsor,  the  home- 
stead estate  of  her  father,  the  late  James  H,  Sturdy,  was  bequeathed  to 
the  Town  of  Attleborough  to  be  used  for  a general  hospital,  in  memory 
of  James  H.  and  Adah  S.  Sturdy.  In  addition  to  this  gracious  act,  Mrs. 
Winsor  placed  her  residuary  estate  in  a permanent  fund,  to  be  known 
as  the  Albert  W.  and  Ellen  A.  Winsor  Fund,  to  be  held  in  trust,  the 
income  only  thereof  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  said  hos- 
pital. The  original  gift  of  real  estate  known  as  the  Sturdy  Foundation, 
is  valued  at  $30,000  and  the  personal  property  left  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Win- 
sor, known  as  the  Wjnsor  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $33,000. 

The  location  for  such  an  institution  was  ideal,  but  to  prepare  the 
property  for  modern  hospital  work  required  the  expenditure  of  a larger 
sum  of  money  than  the  Town  officials  felt  warranted  at  this  time  in  ask- 
ing the  citizens  to  appropriate.  At  this  crisis  the  Attleborough  Hospital, 
a corporation  organized  under  Massachusetts  laws,  came  forward  and 
offered  to  take  the  property  in  trust,  reconstruct  the  home  house,  build 
new  additions,  erect  in  connection  therewith  a modern  operating  wing, 
equip  the  whole  plant,  and  open  the  institution  as  a general  hospital  to 
be  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Town  of  Attleborough  at  a special  meeting  held  May  14,  1912, 
accepted  the  offer  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  and  in  due  time  placed 
the  property  in  question  in  trust  with  said  corporation. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  building  was  commenced  in  July, 
1912,  and  on  April  14,  1913,  after  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $30,- 
000,  the  hospital  was  opened. 

Again  in  July,  1914,  another  addition  was  made,  known  as  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  with  provisions  also  for  maternity  cases,  thus  making  30  beds  as 
the  total  capacity  of  the,  hospital,  being  largely  possible  because  of  a 
gift  of  $10,000  from  the  late  Fannie  M.  Tappan.  The  total  cost  of  this 
addition  was  approximately  $18,000,  and  the  balance  was  provided  from 
income  from  trust  account  and  individual  gifts. 

In  1922  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  President  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital 
since  its  beginning,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a $125,000  fireproof  ad- 
dition to  be  known  as  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building, 
and  adding  21  beds  to  the  capacity  of  the  hospital.  This  addition  was 
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opened  June  4,  1923,  and  the  gift  included  a new  plant  and  boiler  house 
situated  at  the  rear  of  the  lot  back  of  the  present  Nurses’  Home,  provid- 
ing the  steam  and  heating  and  other  needs  of  the  whole  hospital. 

With  the  realization  that  its  facilities  were  being  taxed  to  the  limit 
and  the  needs  of  a substantial  addition  pressing,  the  Board  of  Managers, 
in  the  fall  of  1924,  voted  to  undertake  a campaign  for  additional  funds. 
With  an  enhtusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  and  workers  unpar- 
alleled in  the  history  of  our  community,  this  campaign  was  brought  to  a 
successful  conclusion  on  February  9,  1925,  with  total  pledges  of  over 
$392,000,  the  objective  having  been  $300,000. 

The  Sturdy  Homestead,  formerly  the  main  hospital,  was  located  in 
the  rear  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  giving  much  needed  additional  accommo- 
dation for  nurses,  and  a three  story,  sixty-five  room,  buff  - brick  and 
stone,  modern  hospital  building  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old 
hospital. 

The  new  unit  reached  such  a point  of  completion  as  to  permit  of  the 
registration  of  the  first  patient  therein  on  July  26,  1926.  On  September 
30th  the  building  was  thrown  open  for  inspection  by  the  public,  and 
while  no  formal  exercises  were  attempted,  in  the  evening  a dinner  was 
given  to  the  local  and  consulting  staffs,  with  an  especially  splendid  rep- 
resentation of  the  latter  who  were  exceedingly  generous  in  their  com- 
mendation of  the  entire  hospital  plant  and  its  equipment — highly  signi- 
ficant, coming  from  professional  men  who  have  frequent  contacts  with 
the  very  best  hospital  facilities  in  the  country. 

We  now  have  an  up-to-date  125  bed  hospital  with  a replacement 
value  for  the  plant  of  over  half  a million  dollars,  well  nigh  complete  in 
its  appointments,  with  well  equipped  and  competently  administered 
X-Ray,  Laboratory  and  Physiotherapy  departments. 

A capable  and  devoted  staff  of  physicians,  superintendent  and  nurses, 
a consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  wide  repute,  and  an 
interested  public,  largely  represented  through  the  effective  help  ren- 
dered by  the  women’s  organization  now  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial 
Hospital  Aid  Association,  have  resulted  in  the  development  of  one  of 
the  finest  hospitals  in  New  England,  with  a standard  of  efficiency  equiva- 
lent to  that  in  many  of  the  larger  and  well  known  hospitals. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

March  15,  1929 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  our  sixteenth  annual  report  as  Managers 
of  the  Attleborough  Hospital  operating  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 
for  the  City  of  Attleboro  together  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  with 
auditor’s  certificate  attached,  that  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital  Campaign  Fund,  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association,  all  of  which  were 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  on  January  14,  1929. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  in  1928  was  1,542  as  against 
1,506  in  1927,  with  a very  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  entering 
from  surrounding  towns — 693  compared  with  593  in  the  year  preceding 
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— striking  evidence  of  (lie  service  which  this  hospital  is  rendering  North 
Attleboro,  (327);  Mansfield,  (95);  Norton,  (80);  Plainville,  (59);  Wren- 
tham,  (13);  Seekonk,  (10);  Rehoboth,  (8),  and  Foxboro,  (8),  not  to 
mention  several  localities  from  which  we  received  93  patients  last  year 
in  addition  to  the  towns  above  mentioned. 

Our  financial  operations  showed  a deficit  of  a trifle  less  than  $3,- 
500.00,  somewhat  smaller  than  in  1927,  with  an  accumulated  deficit  since 
the  new  unit  was  opened  in  September,  1926,  of  $8,409.57.  Receipts  from 
patients  in  1928  were  near  y $9,500.00  more  than  in  1927  and  the  income 
from  invested  funds  about  $800.00  more,  while  expenses  increased  about 
$9,500.00 

We  have  a very  serious  financial  problem  confronting  us  in  the  ac- 
cumulation of  unpaid  bills,  particularly  for  private  accommodations,  and 
a surprising  lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  patients  admitted  to 
the  hospital  that  we  must  follow  the  rule  prevailing  in  all  hospitals,  of 
weekly  prepayment  in  order  to  take  care  of  our  current  obligations.  We 
are  dependent  upon  payment  from  those  who  are  able  to  afford  private 
rooms,  and  upon  liberal  contributions  from  benevolent  citizens,  in  order 
that  we  may  care  for  those  less  fortunate. 

We  fully  sense  our  obligations  to  do  everything  we  can  for  those 
sick  and  financially  unfortunate — we  care  for  a substantial  number  of 
free  cases  annually — and  are  mindful  of  those  in  moderate  circumstances 
in  fixing  our  ward  rate  at  $18.00  per  week,  which  is  below  the  prevail- 
ing rate  in  the  neighboring  hospitals  and  below  the  cost  of  the  service 
furnished,  which  figures  more  than  $25.00  per  week. 

We  renew  our  appeal  for  more  members  of  the  corporation,  either 
life  members  at  $50.00,  or  annual  members  at  $10.00,  for  annual  dona- 
tions for  free  beds  of  $150.00  or  permanent  endowment  of  same  for  $5,- 
000.00,  and  particularly  for  generous  remembrance  in  wills,  which  we 
are  happy  to  note  has  become  more  and  more  favorably  considered  by 
philanthropically  disposed  persons  throughout  the  district  which  we 
serve. 

Gateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  competent  and  devoted  serv- 
ice of  our  consulting  and  local  staffs,  superintendents  and  nurses,  as  well 
as  for  the  valued  aid  of  those  women  who  help  us  so  materially  through 
their  sewing  and  contributions  of  supplies.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Seventeen  pupil  nurses  were  admitted  for  training  in  1928,  making 
the  total  of  pupil  nurses  in  training  thirty-seven.  Eight  nurses  com- 
pleted their  course  and  received  their  diploma. 

Everything  has  been  running  smoothly  and  satisfactory  in  the  school 
during  the  past  year.  We  are  beginning  to  feel  the  need  of  more  room 
for  the  nurses.  The  two  buildings  at  present  giving  us  thirty-nine  rooms. 
They  are  divided  into  two  and  three  bed  rooms  with  the  exception  of 
those  occupied  by  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Su- 
pervisors, and  a few  others  used  by  the  senior  pupil  nurses.  Five  of 
these  thirty-nine  rooms  are  occupied  by  help,  eight  by  the  Superinten- 
dent, Assistant  Superintendent,  Supervisors,  Dietitian,  Technicians  and 
Housekeeper,  leaving  us  just  twenty-six  rooms  for  pupils.

This  is  something  for  consideration  and  we  are  getting  more  and 
more  applications  for  training  each  year  and  I feel  sure  that  we  will  get 
the  required  number  if  I can  accommodate  them. 

To  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  satisfactorily  and  to  give  the 
nurses  the  necessary  training  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Registra- 
tion we  ought  to  have  forty  five  pupil  nurses  in  training  all  the  time. 

A few  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons  very  kindly  assist  the  Train- 
ing School  work  by  giving  lectures  on  various  subjects  to  the  nurses. 
To  these  few  1 offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  help. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I make  mention  of  the  death  of  Dr. 
Wilfred  F.  Milot.  Dr.  Milot  was  one  of  the  first  seventeen  physicians 
appointed  to  the  hospital  staff  when  the  Hospital  was  opened  in  1913, 
and  was  always  a willing  and  co-operative  worker.

TREASURER’S  AND  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 
Campaign  Fund 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  fifth  and  last  call  in  connection  with 
the  drive  was  sent  out  in  March,  1927,  the  year  1928  has  nothing  to  rec- 
ord but  collections  and  some  minor  items  of  administrative  expense. 
Exhibit  D presents  a summary  of  cash  transactions  from  the  start  of 
the  Campaign  down  to  the  close  of  1928,  and  Exhibit  E furnishes  fur- 
ther statistics  of  interest. 
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On  December  31,  1927,  unpaid  subscriptions  totalled  $28,640.49,  which 
total  was  reduced  through  collections  to  $21,369.49  on  December  31,  1928. 
Further  collections  in  1929  will  reduce  the  uncollected  balance  to  a com- 
paratively small  percentage  of  the  total  of  original  pledges. 

Our  examination  of  the  Campaign  records  was  of  necessity  confined 
to  such  transactions  as  had  been  reduced  to  cash,  and  such  tests  of 
accuracy  as  it  was  feasible  for  us  to  attempt  satisfied  us  that  the  records 
had  been  very  well  kept  and  might  be  accepted  as  dependable.  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  the  deficit  of  $998.62,  which  existed  at  the  close  of  1927, 
remain  unchanged  throughout  1928. 

Although  distinct  Campaign  bank  accounts  are  still  conducted  as  a 
part  of  the  machinery  of  collection,  all  Campaign  cash  in  banks  consti- 
tutes a part  of  the  total  of  Trust  Fund  Cash  as  per  Exhibit  C.  (See 
footnote  on  Exhibit  D). 


Bonding  and  Insurance 

We  found  evidence  that  the  Treasurer’s  bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,- 
000.00  is  being  properly  continued,  and  that  buildings  and  contents  are 
insured  against  fire  in  the  total  sum  of  $307,700.00;  $261,200.00  on  build- 
ings and  $46,500.00  on  contents,  no  change  in  the  amount  of  coverage 
having  been  made  during  the  year  1928. 

WTe  also  found  that  the  corporation  is  properly  covered  as  regards 
Public  Liability  and  Workmen’s  Compensation  insurance. 

Certificate 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  qualification  as  to  the  audit  of  Campaign 
records,  we  hereby  certify  that  statements  presented  herewith  set  forth 
correctly  all  cash  transactions  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Attleborough  Hos- 
pital for  the  calendar  year  1928,  the  balance  of  cash  and  investments  on 
hand  December  31,  1928,  and  the  indebtedness  on  loans  December  31, 
1928.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  total  of  unpaid  Campaign  subscriptions 
as  given  in  the  summarizing  schedule  is  stated  with  substantial  accu- 
racy.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 
HOSPITAL  AID  ASSOCIATION 
October  1,  1927  to  October  1,  1928 

Three  regular  meetings  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Asso- 
ciation have  been  held  during  the  past  year  with  the  President,  Mrs. 
Arthur  C.  Conro,  presiding.  There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of 
eleven  members. 

The  work  of  the  organization  has  again  proceeded  in  the  same  man 
ner  as  outlined  when  the  Association  was  included  in  the  Chest,  namely 

the  support  of  three  free  beds,  and  the  purchase  of  sewing  material  and 

other  needed  articles  for  the  hospital — in  fact  so  far  as  the  sum  from 
the  Chest  permits.  The  purchasing  committee  working  with  the  hos- 
pital superintendent,  has  attended  to  the  buying  as  usual,  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  sewing  committee  has  handled  the  work  of  cutting,  distribut- 
ing and  returning  the  finished  work  to  the  hospital.  As  in  previous 
years  this  important  part  of  the  work  has  been  done  by  the  various 
church  organizations  and  interested  individuals. 

The  hospital  reports  that  eight  patients  have  used  the  free  beds 
during  the  past  year,  an  increase  of  four  over  the  previous  year. 

The  success  of  the  Donation  Day  held  last  October,  with  Mrs.  C.  F. 
Stone  as  chairman,  was  very  gratifying.  The  response  was  most  gen- 
erous, and  a large  amount  of  supplies  was  received  at  the  hospital. 
Good  advertising  and  publicity,  coupled  with  a thorough  canvass  of  the 
city,  was  largely  responsible  for  its  success.

REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1928 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  of  Attleboro: 
Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinance,  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  De 
cember  31st,  1928. 

The  number  of  people  aided  during  the  year  was  684,  representing 
161  families,  at  an  expense  of  $41,736.62.  The  net  cost  of  this  department, 
to  the  City  of  Attleboro  was  $29,598.50. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  this  department  to  keep  within  the  ap- 
propriation allowed,  and  at  the  same  time  take  care  of  all  worthy  ap- 
peals. By  the  practice  and  strict  economy  and  close  supervision,  we 
have  kept  within  our  appropriation  and  turned  back  a small  amount  into 
the  City  Treasury. 

Many  new  cases  were  added  during  the  year.  Although  19  more 
families  were  aided  than  the  previous  year,  the  cost  was  about  the  same 
as  in  1927.  Conditions  were  about  the  same  as  1927,  with  the  exception 
of  unemployment,  which  was  the  largest  for  several  years,  during  Jan- 
uary and  February.  Positions  were  very  difficult  to  obtain,  and  the  de- 
partment did  not  have  its  usual  success  in  securing  work  for  those  able 
to  labor,  but  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  unable  to  find  anyone  to  hire  them. 
Much  short  time  was  experienced  by  many  of  the  wage  earners,  and 
when  sickness  came  to  these  families,  they  were  forced  to  seek  aid,  and 
we  were  obliged  to  aid  them. 


CITY  INFIRMARY 

The  appropriation  of  $2,900.00  allowed  this  department  for  several 
major  repairs  to  the  City  Infirmary  was  not  expended.  Early  in  the 
year,  the  council  had  under  consideration,  the  extension  of  the  water 
main  to  the  Infirmary.  The  committee  on  water  supply,  who  investi- 
gated the  project,  reported  after  careful  survey,  that  the  heavy  expense 
involved,  because  of  the  many  expensive  repairs  needed  at  the  Infirmary, 
that  it  would  be  more  economical  for  the  city  to  erect  a new  Infirmary 
on  some  site  nearer  to  the  water  supply. 

A special  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  needs  and 
advisability  of  a new  Infirmary,  and  this  department  has  been  encour 
aged  regarding  a new  building.  Plans  and  estimates  were  requested, 
which  were  given  to  the  committee.  Under  these  circumstances  this 
department  did  not  feel  that  the  money  appropriated  for  permannet  re- 
pairs should  be  expended,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  improvements 
be  deferred,  until  such  time  as  the  recommendations  of  the  committee 
be  decided  upon. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  early  consideration  be  given  the  pro- 
ject of  a new  City"  Infirmary.  Because  of  the  encouragement  given  this 
department,  no  request  for  an  appropriation  for  major  repairs  at  the 
Infirmary,  has  been  made  for  1929.

Report  of  City  Physician 

The  year  1928  showed  an  increased  demand  for  the  City  Physician, 
there  being  850  calls  for  services  as  compared  with  804  in  1927.  These 
calls  ranged  from  one  to  fifty-four  per  individual  or  family.  The  distance 
traveled  on  house  calls  ranged  from  % of  a mile  to  12  miles  for  a 
round  trip. 

There  were  four  confinement  cases  during  1928;  two  were  cared  for 
at  home  and  two  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital.  Several  cases  have  required 
hospital  treatment,  some  at  Sturdy  Hospital  and  some  at  Tewksbury 
Infirmary. 

Every  possible  effort  has  been  made  to  see  that  proper  and  adequate 
treatment  was  given  in  each  case.

FIRE  PREVENTION 

It  has  been  our  endeavor  in  the  past  to  Inspect  Buildings  in  our  City 
as  frequently  as  our  limited  force  of  permanent  men  would  permit,  and 
we  have  hopes  that  some  future  day  our  Department  will  be  large  enough 
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to  establish  a regular  system  of  Inspections  without  crippling  the  regular 
fire  fighting  force. 

Fire  Prevention  is  recognized  as  a most  important  function  of  a paid 
Fire  Department,  but  until  the  time  arrives  when  we  can  have  more 
men  so  as  to  make  more  frequent  inspections,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
us  to  depend  upon  the  co  operation  of  our  citizens  to  help  in  every  way 
they  can  and,  if  possible,  to  observe  the  following  suggestions  which  we 
have  to  make.  If  these  suggestions  are  carried  out,  a great  many  fire 
hazards  will  be  eliminated. 

1 —  Don’t  fill  kerosene  oil  lamp  or  heater  while  lighted.  Fire  and  ex- 
plosion will  inveitably  follow  by  the  kerosene  vapors  becoming 
ignited. 

2 —  Don’t  look  for  gas  leaks  with  lighted  candle,  match  or  open  flame. 
Notify  the  gas  company;  let  them  find  the  leak. 

3 —  Don’t  go  into  dark  closets  or  storage  closets  with  lighted  match  or 
candle  to  light  your  way.  Use  a flash  light. 

4 —  Don’t  have  lace  curtains  in  close  proximity  to  gas  jets.  An  open  win- 
dow, a slight  breeze,  the  curtain  and  gas  jet  come  together,  and  a 
quick  spreading  fire  results. 

5 —  Don’t  put  hot  ashes  in  wooden  receptacles,  or  against  wooden  parti- 
tions or  dumb  waiters.  Hot  ashes  will  set  fires. 

6 —  Don’t  leave  lighted  cigarettes  or  cigars  around  on  table  or  in  re- 
ceptacles as  these  two  are  a great  menace  and  have  been  the  cause 
of  many  serious  fires. 

7 —  Don’t  have  open  fireplaces  unprotected.  Put  wire  screen  in  front 
of  fireplace,  as  sparks  are  likely  to  fly  out  and  set  fire  to  carpet  or 
clothing  of  person  sitting  nearby. 

8 —  Don’t  do  any  electric  wiring  that  is  connected  with  your  light  service 
as  this  is  a violation  of  a State  Law. 

9 —  If  you  blow  a fuse  in  your  light  system  be  safe  and  call  an  electrician 
as  the  fuse  serves  as  a safety  valve  and  indicates  that  something  is 
wrong  with  your  wiring  or  that  the  load  on  some  circuit  is  too  heavy. 

10 —  Don’t  leave  the  current  switched  on  in  an  electric  iron,  or  gas  turned 
on  in  gas  iron  when  not  in  use.  These  conditions  have  caused  dis- 
astrous fires  in  households. 

11—  Don’t  use  gasoline,  naphtha  or  benzine  in  a room  with  open  fire  or 
flame.  Their  use  under  such  conditions  will  cause  explosion  and 
fire.  If  they  must  be  used  use  them  in  the  open  air,  and  then  there 
is  danger. 

Use  Cargon  Tetrocliloride  in  place  of  gasoline,  and  use  it  out  of  doors. 

12 —  Don’t  have  storage  closets  under  strairways.  A fire  in  such  a closet 
would  prevent  your  using  stairway  as  a means  of  escape. 

13 —  Don’t  neglect  to  have  chimney  flue  cleaned  out  once  a year.  Soot 
accumulates  cause  fires  in  chimneys.  A chimney  fire  causes  thou- 
sands of  sparks  to  fly  over  the  neighborhood. 

14 —  Don’t  depend  on  the  landlord  to  keep  your  home  free  from  combus- 
tible rubbish  or  other  fire  hazards.  You  live  there  and  should  in- 
spect it  and  see  that  conditions  are  such  that  a preventible  fire 
cannot  occur. 

15—  Don’t  block  the  fire  escape  or  hallways  with  utensils  or  articles  that 
should  not  be  allowed  there.  This  is  a violation  of  the  law,  and 
besides  you  might  need  free  passageway  tonight  if  fire  occurs  in 
your  home. 

1G — Don’t  keep  matches  loosely  about  the  home  and  within  easy  access 
of  children.  They  should  be  kept  in  a metal  box  out  of  their  reach. 
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17 —  Don’t  allow  rubbish  to  collect  in  your  cellar.  A spark  from  a fur- 
nace or  match  may  ignite  it.  The  clanger  of  fire  from  spontaneous 
combustion  is  always  present  where  this  condition  exists.  Rubbish 
heads  the  list  of  causes  of  fire. 

18 —  Don’t  hang  clothes  to  dry  near  a stove.  They  may  catch  fire. 

19 —  Don’t  let  a furnace  or  stove  become  overheated.  A little  care  and 
attention  will  prevent  a bad  fire. 

20 —  If  you  should  discover  a fire  in  your  home,  shut  the  door  to  the  room 
or  rooms  if  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  thus  stopping  the  spread  of  the 
fire.  Ring  in  a Fire  Alarm  as  soon  as  you  possibly  can.  Do  not 
delay. 

21 —  Co-operate  with  your  fire  department.  You  can  do  so,  especially  in 
the  winter  time,  by  keeping  the  hydrant  in  front  of,  or  near  your 
premises,  clear  of  snow.  The  fire  department  may  need  to  use  it. 
WARNING!  When  in  a place  of  public  assembly,  such  as  a theatre, 

dance  hall,  boxing  club,  etc.,  note  the  nearest  exit  and  passageway  from 
your  seat.  In  case  of  FIRE  you  should  walk,  not  run,  and  prevail  upon 
people  near  you  to  keep  cool  and  follow  you  in  a quiet  manner  to  the 
nearest  exit  or  passageway. 

In  event  you  are  trapped  in  your  own  home  or  building  by  smoke, 
remember  that  smoke  always  rises,  and  that  there  is  usually  a layer  of 
fresh  air  just  above  the  floor  which  you  can  use  by  keeping  your  nose 
just  above  the  floor.  In  many  instances  people  have  saved  their  lives 
by  this  knowledge,  and  anyone  can  take  advantage  of  this  if  he  does 
not  get  excited  and  lose  his  head  at  a fire. 

LEARN  THE  LOCATION  OF  YOUR  NEAREST  FIRE  ALARM  BOX 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  recommend  that  two  permanent  men  be  added  to  the  depart- 
ment, to  be  placed  in  the  Union  Street  Station. 

We  again  recommend  that  three  more  Captains  be  appointed,  mak- 
ing six  Captains  and  two  Lieutenants.  This  recommendation  does  not 
increase  the  number  of  officers  as  the  Captains  would  be  taken  from 
the  present  list  of  Lieutenants. 

We  again  recommend  that  a drill  tower  be  erected  in  the  yard  of 
the  Union  Street  property,  so  that  the  men  can  be  trained  properly  in 
handling  equipment.  One  of  our  officers  is  a graduate  of  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  Drill  School  but  has  no  facilities  for  training  the  men 
properly. 

We  again  recommend  a car  for  the  Chief  of  the  Department  as  con 
ditions  are  now,  with  the  Chief  being  building  inspector,  he  is  out  a good 
part  of  each  day  which  leaves  the  Assistant  Chief  without  a car  to  an- 
swer alarms  while  the  Chief  is  away  from  the  Station  inspecting  build- 
ings. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  fifteen  hundred  feet  of  hose. 

We  recommend  that  the  Captains  and  Lieutenants  pay  be  increased 
twenty-five  cents  per  day. 

We  have  a great  number  of  oil  burning  heating  installations  in  the 
City  and  many  more  are  being  added  each  year. 

We  recommend  that  a Foam  Generator  for  oil  and  gasoline  fires  be 
purchased. 

We  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  purchase  of  a Hose  Wagon 
with  booster  pump  equipment,  to  replace  the  Kelly  Truck  now  in  service 
in  Union  Street  Station. 
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This  piece  of  Apparatus  was  built  for  commercial  purposes  and  not 
for  Fire  Apparatus  and  has  never  been  satisfactory  for  Fire  Department 
work.

To  the  Board  of  Engineers: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1928. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  is  in  as  good  work- 
ing order  as  can  be  expected  and  it  consists  of  the  following:  One  steam 

whistle  located  at  Pumping  Station  South  Attleboro,  one  Diaphone  Horn 
with  compressed  air  equipment,  one  Excelsior  Punch  Register  and  Peer- 
less Take  up  Reel  at  the  Central  Station,  South  Main  Street,  three  tower 
bells  and  Strikers,  one  at  Union  Street  Station,  one  at  Station  No.  1, 
South  Attleboro,  and  one  tower  bell  striker  at  the  Methodist  Church, 
Hebron ville.  One  tower  bell  striker  in  storage  at  the  Union  Street 
Station  and  bell  at  Station  No.  4,  South  Attleboro.  There  are  three  in- 
dicators as  follows:  One  in  the  Central  Station,  one  in  Hebronville  Sta- 

tion and  one  in  the  Union  Street  Station.  There  is  also  one  indicator 
in  storage  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office. 

There  are  30  Tappers  and  gongs  in  the  following  locations:  One  in 

the  Police  Station,  one  in  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
one  in  the  Water  Works  Barn  and  the  balance  in  the  residences  of  the 
members  of  the  Department  and  in  the  factories  and  shops  where  the 
call  men  are  employed. 

We  have  110  fire  alarm  boxes  connected  to  the  system,  105  of  these 
being  street  boxes  and  5 privately  owned  by  the  following  concerns: 
Interstate  Street  Railway  Company,  Bay  State  Optical  Company,  A.  B. 
Cummings  Company  and  the  Re-enforced  Paper  Company. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  is  located  in  the  Union  Street  Station 
and  contains  the  following:  One  twelve  circuit  storage  battery"  switch 

board,  one  twelve  circuit  protector  board,  one  ten  circuit  Repeater,  436 
cells  of  storage  battery  and  a one  K.  W.  Motor  Generator  set  for  charg- 
ing batteries,  one  Excelsior  Punch  Register  and  Peerless  Take-up  reel, 
one  Excelsior  Time  and  Date  Stamp,  and  one  6 circuit  storage  battery 
switch  board  and  6 circuit  protector  board  in  storage. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  about  100  miles  of  line  wire  in  the  sys- 
tem. During  the  past  year  the  following  improvements  have  been  made: 
The  old  bell  tower  on  Peck  Street  has  been  taken  down  and  the  bell 
and  striker  placed  in  storage.  The  installation  of  the  Diaphone  Horn 
making  the  use  of  the  bell  unnecessary.  Two  Excelsior  Punch  Registers 
were  installed,  one  in  the  Union  Street  Station  and  one  in  Station  No. 
4.  This  being  done  in  order  to  receive  special  signals  that  could  not  be 
received  on  indicators.  The  last  of  the  obsolete  type  boxes  was  replaced 
with  a Peerless-Non-Interfering-Successive  Type  Box  and  two  new  boxes 
were  added  to  the  system,  both  being  private  boxes,  one  on  the  plant 
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of  the  Re-enforced  Paper  Company  on  Starkey  Avenue  and  one  at  the 
City  Home  on  County  Street. 

I would  recommend  the  following  for  the  coming  year  of  1929  for 
your  consideration,  four  additional  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  and  lead  cable  for 
underground  use  in  the  center  of  the  city.  We  have  started  a plan  of 
purchasing  a small  amount  of  cable  every  year  so  that  all  of  the  Fire 
Alarm.  Wires  in  the  City  center  may  be  placed  underground,  thereby 
eliminating  the  danger  of  the  system  being  crippled  during  sleet  and 
wind  storms. 


1 wish  to  thank  the  Board  ot  Fire  Engineers  and  members  of  the 
Department  for  their  valuable  assistance  to  this  branch  of  the  Service 
during  the  past  year  of  1928.

ATTLEBORO,  Mass.,  Feb.  14,  1929. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1928.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  months  the  usual  scouting  for  gypsy  moth  egg  clusters 
was  carried  on  destroying  the  eggs  by  painting  with  creosote. 

Later  in  the  season  the  heavy  infested  territories  were  sprayed  with 
arsenate  of  lead  with  very  successful  results.  About  eleven  miles  of 
roadsides  were  sprayed. 

Brush  was  cut  on  all  the  country  roadsides,  special  attention  being 
given  to  curves  and  corners.  Large  amounts  of  dead  limbs  were  re- 
moved from  shade  trees  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

I recommend  that  a larger  appropriation  be  made  that  the  work 
may  be  carried  on  more  efficiently.

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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

Attleboro,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

The  Health  Department  presents  for  your  examination  and  approval 
its  fourteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928.  The 
usual  tables  of  statistical  data  are  appended  as  are  also  the  reports  of 
appointees  showing  in  detail  the  work  of  the  department.  Included  are 
recommendations  submitted  by  the  health  officer  and  a financial  report. 


ORGANIZATION 

Only  one  important  change  in  the  department  personnel  has  occurred 
during  the  year.  Mrs.  Mildred  Hewins  Shaw,  part-time  clerk,  tendered 
her  resignation  in  March.  Mrs.  Shaw  during  her  five  years  in  the  de- 
partment rendered  very  efficient  service.  Miss  Dorothy  McNerney  suc- 
ceeded Mrs.  Shaw  as  clerk. 

The  organization  as  a whole  has  functioned  satisfactorily  and  each 
member  has  apparently  had  a distinct  realization  of  the  importance  of 
his  or  her  duties  in  helping  to  safeguard  the  community  health. 

The  laboratory  work,  and  the  food,  dairy  and  milk  inspection,  still 
being  done  on  a part-time  basis  has  long  since  outgrown  in  its  demands 
the  attention  that  can  be  given  it  under  present  conditions.  This  im- 
portant branch  of  local  health  work  should  be  immediately  afforded  suf- 
ficient appropriation  of  funds  to  enable  the  health  officer  to  employ  a 
full  time  worker  with  previous  experience  in  such  duties.  There  is  no 
real  economy  in  restricting  to  the  limit  the  inspection  of  foodstuffs,  and 
the  inspection  of  the  milk  consumed  in  our  community. 

The  department  clinics  in  diphtheria  prevention,  and  tuberculosis 
work  have  had  a good  attendance  throughout  the  year.  The  efficient 
volunteer  services  of  Dr.  James  H.  Brewster,  and  of  Miss  Helen  Bullock 
in  the  diphtheria  prevention  clinic  have  been  of  much  value  in  this  grow- 
ing activity. 


COMMUNITY  HEALTH 

The  city  has  enjoyed  a satisfactory  public  health  record  throughout 
the  year.  The  death  rate  according  to  our  mortality  statistics  has  com- 
pared favorably  with  other  years.  Certain  of  the  common  contagious 
diseases  have  had  a rather  high  incidence  which  as  usual  has  been  con- 
trolled with  some  difficulty,  but  there  has  been  fortunately  a low  mor- 
tality among  these  communicable  cases.  The  occurrence  of  these  re- 
portable cases  has  in  no  instance  been  traced  to  our  food  supplies. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  properly  administer  the  business  of 
disease  prevention  for  the  community  under  a somewhat  decreased  bud- 
get, and  to  furnish  the  citizens  with  adequate  protection  against  prevent- 
able diseases  at  a per  capita  cost  of  approximately  sixty  cents. 

Any  properly  organized  health  department  equipped  with  definite 
plans  of  procedure  finds  its  work  increasing  each  year  because  of  the 
enactment  of  new  laws,  and  also  by  reason  of  increased  demands  from 
other  sources  that  are  made  upon  it.  It  is  desirable  to  adopt  newer 
methods  of  disease  control  from  time  to  time.  The  laws  of  hygiene  and 
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public  health  must  be  taught,  and  their  practical  application  must  be 
demonstrated.  Ideal  health  conditions  cannot  exist  in  any  city  falling 
short  of  such  a policy. 

When  the  appropriations  of  a health  department  are  limited  rather 
closely  then  plans  must  be  curtailed,  and  some  actually  needed  public 
health  activities  must  either  be  taken  over  temporarily  by  private  health 
agencies  or  left  out  of  the  program  altogether.  The  public  after  all  gets 
about  what  it  pays  for  in  health,  as  in  the  purchase  of  any  other  com- 
modity. 

Health  education  is  practicable.  It  constitutes  a major  portion  of 
all  health  department  work  today.  It  would  seem  that  the  people  need 
to  be  taught  more  what  ought  to  be  done  in  public  health  instead  of 
being  forced  to  carry  out  certain  necessary  measures  the  reasons  for 
which  are  beyond  their  comprehension.  Health  educational  work  has 
been  carried  on  during  the  past  year  by  the  department  in  various  ways. 
The  health  camp  for  boys  is  in  a sense  a school  where  health  habits  are 
taught  during  the  whole  camp  period.  A large  amount  of  literature  on 
diphtheria  prevention  has  been  distributed,  and  articles  on  this  and  other 
health  subjects  edited  by  the  health  officer  have  appeared  in  the  news- 
papers. An  instructive  film  of  work  at  the  health  camp  has  been  pre- 
pared and  this  has  been  used  in  talks  by  the  department  on  malnutrition 
in  children.  A larger  part  of  the  health  education  work  is  accomplished 
by  the  department  nurse  in  her  many  visits  to  the  homes — here  personal 
contact  with  the  householder  affords  an  opportunity  for  instruction  in 
the  proper  maintenance  of  quarantine,  and  demonstration  of  disease  pre- 
ventive methods. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a noticeable  decrease  in  the  inci- 
dence, and  mortality  of  tuberculosis  in  Attleboro  residents  during  the  last 
two  years.  There  were  74  cases  reported  during  1928  with  24  deaths. 
If  we  exclude  non-resident  cases  reported  from  the  Bristol  County  Hos- 
pital the  city  had  eight  cases  with  six  deaths.  In  1927  there  were  ten 
cases  reported  with  16  deaths.  During  the  four  years  prior  to  1927  we 
had  an  annual  average  of  nearly  16  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  Attleboro 
residents.  With  few  exceptions  all  our  cases  are  hospitalized  as  soon  as 
reported,  and  a careful  investigation  is  made  of  every  case,  and  its  con- 
tacts. This  work  is  accomplished  largely  through  our  tuberculosis  dis- 
pensary where  contact  and  discharged  cases  are  examined  in  the  weekly 
clinic. 


In  addition  to  the  clinic  work  in  tuberculosis  there  is  also  the  usual 
home  visitation,  and  follow  up  work  of  the  nurse. 

The  decrease  in  the  local  death  rate  from  this  disease  may  be  due 
in  part  at  least  to  the  continued  policy  of  prompt  investigation,  and  hos- 
pitalization of  all  cases  when  discovered,  and  to  the  undoubted  value  of 
measures  taken  toward  the  prevention  of  the  disease  in  children  through 
the  efforts  of  our  two  health  camps,  and  the  open  air  schoolroom. 

The  fight  against  tuberculosis  must  continue  here  as  elsewhere  with 
a very  definite  program.  Soon  more  and  more  attention  will  be  directed 
toward  the  prevention  of  the  disease  in  the  susceptible  child  population. 
In  this  connection  the  establishment  of  a preventorium  under  municipal 
supervision  should  be  thought  of  as  a possibility  in  the  near  future. 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  communicable  diseases  reported  during  1928  to- 
taled 464  against  327  in  1927  and  784  in  1926.  The  occurrence  of  150 
cases  of  mumps  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  increased  total  over  1927.  There  were  35  cases  of  mumps  re- 
ported in  1927  and  five  in  1926.  Scarlet  fever  was  reported  in  all  but 
the  hottest  months  of  the  year,  reaching  its  peak  in  November  and  De- 
cember. The  total  for  the  year  was  117  against  85  cases  reported  in 
1927.  There  was  one  death  from  this  disease.  Fortunately  most  of  the 
cases  were  of  a mild  type  with  few  complications.  This  disease  is 
always  more  prevalent  in  the  colder  months,  and  its  control  among  school 
children  is  most  difficult. 

All  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  visited  by  the  department  nurse,  and 
the  householders  were  given  instructions  by  her  to  aid  them  in  main- 
taining a proper  quarantine.  The  names  of  all  contacts  as  far  as  possible 
were  secured,  and  reported  to  the  school  department  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  these  children  be  excluded  from  school.  Exclusion  was 
also  suggested  of  children  living  in  the  same  house  where  quarantine  had 
been  established. 

Some  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  by  families  whose  children  had 
thus  been  prevented  from  attending  school,  but  in  most  instances  a co- 
operative spirit  was  manifested  among  householders  who  appreciated  at 
once  the  necessity  of  adopting  such  measures  for  the  protection  of  others 
in  the  community. 

Twenty  diphtheria  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  with  no 
deaths.  There  was  an  almost  entire  absence  of  whooping  cough  and 
measles,  both  of  which  are  dangerous  diseases  among  children.  Only  a 
few  scattering  cases  of  these  two  diseases  occurred  during  the  colder 
months. 

Typhoid  fever  was  an  unknown  disease  in  this  city  for  nearly  three 
years.  Two  cases  were  reported  to  the  department  in  the  fall  at  about 
the  same  time,  and  were  rigidly  investigated.  No  common  cause  was 
apparent,  and  neither  case  could  be  traced  to  unsanitary  conditions  of 
our  milk,  food  or  water  supply.  The  report  of  a third  case  of  typhoid 
near  the  end  of  the  year  has  suggested  that  the  presence  of  a carrier 
may  be  responsible  for  these  cases.  The  cause  is  being  investigated. 
Only  one  case  of  infantile  paralysis  was  reported. 


DIPHTHERIA  PREVENTION 

The  department  has  just  completed  the  sixth  year  of  its  campaign 
against  diphtheria.  This  important  work  has  continued  to  expand  each 
year,  and  a successful  local  clinic  is  now  an  established  fact. 

There  has  been  an  encouraging  response  on  the  part  of  parents 
toward  our  efforts  to  protect  the  children  of  the  city  from  this  unneces- 
sary and  preventable  disease.  The  diphtheria  prevention  clinic  con- 
ducted during  the  last  three  months  of  each  year  has  been  well  at- 
tended, and  there  has  been  some  difficulty  under  present  conditions  dur- 
ing the  last  year  in  caring  for  all  the  children  who  have  applied  for 
immunization. 

For  the  last  two  years  in  addition  to  the  clinic  work  at  the  hospital, 
immunization  has  also  been  done  in  the  schools  with  a traveling  clinic. 
The  department  has  co-operated  with  the  school  physician  and  nurse  in 
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this  work.  The  department  now  plans  to  limit  its  diphtheria  prevention 
work  to  pre-school  children  in  which  age  group  the  disease  is  more  com- 
mon and  more  serious.  It  is  believed  that  diphtheria  will  by  these 
methods  he  gradually  but  surely  controlled. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a larger  ratio  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria 
has  occurred  in  adults  during  the  last  twelve  months  than  in  previous 
years.  This  increasing  percentage  in  adults  over  that  in  children  is  due 
without  question  to  the  fact  that  a large  proportion  of  the  children  in 
the  city  have  been  protected  against  this  disease  which  now  selects  for 
its  victims,  non-immunized  children  and  adults. 

In  several  instances  locally  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  families  where 
some  or  all  of  the  children  have  been  made  immune  by  treatment.  In 
none  of  these  instances,  however,  has  it  affected  the  immune  children. 
Such  evidence  is  a most  convincing  argument,  if  indeed  at  this  time  any 
further  evidence  need  be  submitted  in  favor  of  immunization  against 
diphtheria. 

An  intensive  educational  campaign  in  diphtheria  prevention  was 
begun  early  in  October.  Over  3,000  large  envelopes  each  marked  “Is 
Your  Child  Safe?”  and  containing  appropriate  literature  were  distributed 
through  the  schools.  Use  was  also  made  of  posters,  paid  advertisements 
and  newspaper  articles  to  bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  parents. 

Valuable  assistance  in  the  work  was  contributed  by  the  nurses  on  the 
district  and  in  the  school  and  health  departments.  As  a result  of  this 
effort  during  October,  November  and  December,  1,170  children  were 
treated  in  the  schools,  and  in  the  diphtheria  prevention  clinic.  Below  is 
a tabulation  of  the  work  accomplished  in  prevention  and  also  a study  of 
the  incidence  and  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  the  city  over  a period  of 
12  years.

DUMPING 

AND 

GARBAGE 

Efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  prevent  the  promiscuous 
dumping  of  garbage  and  rubbish  in  certain  sections  of  the  city.  Such 
efforts  have  not  been  entirely  successful.  Signs  have  been  posted  in 
many  places  as  a warning  to  careless  individuals.  In  some  instances  this 
has  been  effective.  In  others  the  signs  have  been  torn  down  and  the 
warning  has  been  disregarded.  The  Police  Department  has  given  assist- 
ance, and  its  aid  will  be  sought  again  if  the  practice  continues.  Legal 
action  will  follow  if  any  person  is  found  in  the  act  of  dumping  such  ma- 
terial on  posted  land.  The  proper  place  for  the  disposal  of  such  material 
is  at  the  city  dump  on  Bishop  Street,  where  a man  is  employed  to  look 
after  the  work. 

For  those  persons  who  accumulate  a great  deal  of  rubbish  on  their 
premises,  who  can  afford  the  cost  of  installation,  the  department  sug- 
gests the  purchase  of  one  of  the  several  types  of  “home  incinerator” 
which  effectually  disposes  of  all  such  accumulation  including  kitchen 
garbage. 

The  garbage  collection  has  received  careful  attention  from  Walter 
H.  Follett,  who  works  under  contract  with  this  department,  and  few  com- 
plaints have  been  received  from  householders  during  the  year.

For  some  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Health  Department  to 
require  every  householder  abutting  on  new  extensions  of  the  municipal 
sewer  to  connect  his  house  with  the  sewer  within  a reasonable  time  after 
its  installation.  Notices  were  sent  to  every  house  owner  abutting  on 
the  above  extensions,  and  connection  has  been  promptly  made  in  every 
instance.  The  Public  Works  Department  has  co  operated  with  the  Health 
Department  in  this  important  health  measure.

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ATTLEBORO  HEALTH  CAMP 

The  camp  for  undernourished  boys  was  established  in  1923,  and  now 
ranks  as  one  of  the  city’s  major  health  projects.  The  work  of  selection 
of  the  hoys  started  early  in  February  and  when  camp  opened  a fairly 
representative  group  of  40  boys  ranging  from  7 to  14  years  of  age  and 
averaging  15.2  per  cent,  underweight  was  turned  over  to  the  camp  super- 
visor for  treatment. 

The  children  that  are  finally  chosen  as  suitable  for  treatment  at  the 
Atttleboro  Health  Camp  are  not  tuberculosis,  and  as  a rule  they  are  not 
contact  cases.  All  these  boys  are  mal-nourished,  however,  and  most  of 
them  are  noticeably  so.  This  type  of  child  which  we  feel  is  the  proper 
one  to  be  accepted  for  treatment  in  a summer  health  camp  lacks  many 
of  the  characteristics  found  in  the  well  nourished  normal  boy.  While 
malnutrition  is  a relative  term  and  the  children  vary  in  degree  most  of 
them  appear  thin  with  poor  color,  rough  skin,  coarse  dry  hair,  and  flabby 
and  poorly  developed  muscles.  The  undernourished  child  tires  easily,  is 
apt  to  be  called  lazy  in  school,  and  his  expression  is  lifeless  and  dull. 
In  disposition  he  is  inclined  to  be  irritable,  and  nervousness  and  fear  are 
common  symptoms.  There  is  an  entire  absence  of  that  concentration 
and  alertness  found  in  the  normal  child.  His  chest  may  be  flat,  and 
almost  without  exception  the  posture  is  poor.  He  is  restless,  sleeps 
poorly,  and  is  finicky  with  his  diet.  Every  such  child  is  a case  of  chronic 
fatigue,  and  shows  it  in  his  facial  expression,  his  mental  condition  and 
in  his  actions  and  posture. 

The  1928  camp  has  a wonderful  record  of  weight  gains  and  improve- 
ment in  general  nutrition  among  the  boys.  This  is  shown  in  the  indi- 
vidual photographs  taken  on  admission,  and  at  discharge.  Follow  up 
work  continues  each  Saturday  during  the  fall  and  winter  at  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  where  these  boys  are  instructed  in  a special  class. 

Miss  Brown  has  served  four  years  as  camp  supervisor.  Much  of  the 
camp’s  success  is  due  to  her  efforts.  Her  report  follows:

Dear  Sir: 

I herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  supervisor  of  the  At- 
tleboro Health  Camp: 

Camp  opened  July  5th  and  closed  August  16th,  a period  of  six  weeks. 
As  in  previous  years,  the  boys  were  a well  chosen,  underweight  group 
ranging  in  weight  from  8-22  per  cent,  below  normal  for  age  and  height. 
The  mediums  for  the  group  were  as  follows:  Age,  10  years;  height,  52  ^2 

inches;  weight,  55  pounds;  underweight,  15.6  per  cent.  Of  the  forty  boys 
admitted  to  camp  July  5th,  no  boy  left  or  was  discharged  before  the  end 
of  camp.  There  was  little  sickness  and  no  accidents  throughout  the 
camp  season.  On  the  whole,  the  boys,  who  represented  thirty-five  indi- 
vidual families,  proved  to  be  good  campers.  Owing  to  the  immaturity  of 
the  group,  it  was  difficult,  however,  to  develop  a camp  spirit  to  the  extent 
that  is  possible  with  older  boys. 

One  of  the  objectives  of  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp  is  to  develop 
the  boys  mentally  and  socially  as  well  as  physically.  To  this  end,  class- 
work  was  an  important  and  valuable  part  of  the  camp  program.  The 
boys  were  taught  basketry,  nature  study,  campcraft,  wood  carving,  toy 
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making,  archery  and  paper  construction.  In  addition,  classes  in  health 
and  dramatics  were  a part  of  the  daily  program.  Harry  W.  Gibson,  who 
has  had  years  of  experience  in  camp  work,  has  said  that  the  camp  is  the 
highest  form  of  social  organization  inasmuch  as  it  represents  the  most 
ideal  form  of  community  life.  I believe  this  is  true  and  know  of  no  place 
where  the  business  of  living  together  can  be  taught  more  effectively  than 
at  camp.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  note  the  development  of  many  worth- 
while habits  and  qualities  that  result  from  a six  weeks  stay  in  camp. 

While  the  standard  of  measuring  the  success  of  a health  camp  by 
the  gains  in  weights  has  been  questioned  as  to  its  value,  it  perhaps  still 
is  the  best  single  index  of  whether  the  program  designed  for  this  type 
of  camp  has  functioned  or  not.  Measured  by  this  standard,  the  season 
of  1928  might  be  considered  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
camp.  The  net  gain  this  year  was  308  pounds;  the  maximum  gain,  12% 
pounds;  the  minimum  gain,  5%  pounds;  and  the  average  gain,  7% 
pounds.  A record  of  the  weekly  gains  is  as  follows:

The  extremely  hot  weather  encountered  the  last  week  of  camp  ac 
counts  for  the  small  gain  the  sixth  week  and  is  responsible  for  a reduc 
tion  in  the  net  gain  for  the  season  as  many  of  the  boys  showed  a loss  that 
particular  week. 

Posture  work  was  again  an  important  feature  of  the  camp  pro- 
gram. Each  morning  the  boys  attended  special  posture  classes  where 
they  were  given  corrective  exercises.  As  improvement  was  made,  the 
boy  was  advanced  to  the  next  class.  A skimetograph  machine  would 
assist  greatly  in  the  posture  work. 

The  staff  this  year  consisted  of  Clarence  Gay,  who  served  in  the 
capacity  of  junior  counselor  two  years  ago;  Miss  Avis  Blanchard,  an 
Attleboro  girl,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Francis,  a graduate  of  Posse-Nissen, 
who  had  charge  of  the  physical  education  and  corrective  work.  In  order 
to  operate  the  camp  on  the  highest  level,  a fourth  counselor  is  desirable 
Ten  children  to  one  counselor  is  the  usual  unit  in  camp  work.  This 
number  is  about  all  one  person  can  handle  in  a camp  of  this  type  where 
the  program  is  so  complex.  An  additional  counselor  would  permit  a 
division  of  the  boys  into  groups  of  ten  with  a counselor  responsible  for 
each  group.  By  rearrangement  of  the  salary  schedule,  I feel  that  this 
could  be  taken  care  of  within  the  limits  of  the  budget.  Mrs.  Florence 
Richardson  and  Miss  Eva  Anderson  served  in  the  same  capacity  as  in 
previous  years. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  and 
through  you,  to  thank  Miss  McMahon  who  acted  in  the  capacity  of  su- 
pervisor during  the  week  that  I was  called  away  on  account  of  illness 
in  my  family.

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CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  acknowledgment  is  expressed  of  the  helpful  assistance 
given  the  department  during  the  year  by  the  press,  and  by  the  general 
public.  All  the  physicians  of  the  city  have  shown  unusual  interest  in 
the  public  health  in  their  prompt  reporting  of  contagion.  The  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  the  school  physician,  and  nurse  have  as  in  other 
years  made  our  work  more  effective  by  their  co  operation.  The  other 
city  departments  and  the  various  private  health  agencies  have  been 
generous  with  their  support  of  our  efforts.  The  members  of  this  depart- 
ment appreciate  also  the  work  of  many  volunteer  citizens  who  have  given 
freely  of  their  time  when  requested. 

The  function  of  a health  department  primarily  is  disease  prevention. 
With  this  thought  in  the  foreground  all  committed  appropriations  should 
be  expended  wisely  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health.  The  results 
obtained  may  be  far  from  ideal,  but  the  citizens  should  expect  and  receive 
a reasonable  protection  from  the  preventable  diseases. 

The  passing  and  enforcement  of  laws,  and  city  ordinances  will  not 
alone  serve  to  create  a community  health.  A desire  of  the  citizens  them- 
selves for  better  standards  of  health  must  be  awakened  and  promoted. 

A city  may  grow  careless  about  its  milk,  and  food  inspection  only 
to  be  aroused  as  other  cities  have  been  by  the  occurrence  of  an  epidemic 
of  typhoid  fever  or  septic  sore  throat  directly  traceable  to  its  milk  supply. 

The  hygiene  and  care  of  teeth  among  school,  and  pre-school  children 
may  receive  little  or  no  attention  until  it  has  been  demonstrated  clearly 
that  such  neglect  in  any  community  is  in  the  end  expensive,  as  well  as 
unhealthful  and  undesirable. 

The  tuberculous  were  formerly  cared  for  locally  in  their  homes.  A 
few  years  of  hospitalization,  and  strict  follow  up  of  these  cases  has 
proven  the  wisdom  of  furnishing  adequate  attention  to  such  persons,  for 
there  are  now  fewer  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  the  cost  of  such  care  has 
been  greatly  reduced.  The  same  results  might  easily  be  obtained  in  our 
incidence  rate,  and  costs  as  applied  to  other  communicable  diseases  if 
proper  isolation  of  cases  in  a hospital  were  afforded.  The  putting  into 
practice  of  other  public  health  advances  discovered  in  the  last  decade 
might  prove  to  be  of  much  worth  if  we  all  gave  some  thought  of  their 
value,  and  means  of  attainment. 

The  occurrence  of  sickness  and  disease  had  better  be  given  wide 
publicity  than  to  be  suppressed  and  ignored.  Much  disease  exists  today 
because  of  the  half  hearted  interest  of  the  public  in  its  prevention. 
Effective  public  health  efforts  must  be  stimulated  and  maintained  not 
by  the  health  department  alone  but  with  the  co-operaion  and  assistance 
of  our  private  and  public  health  agencies,  and  with  the  help  of  interested 
citizens  themselves. 

The  introduction  of  such  a policy  wisely  directed  will  result  in  the 
awakening  of  the  people  to  a real  conception  of  the  modern  meaning 
of  the  word  “Health.”

REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR  AND  AUTHORIZED  AGENT 

WILLIAM  O.  HEWITT,  M.  D.

Dear  Sir: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  and 
Authorized  Agent  of  the  Health  Department,  City  of  Attleboro,  from  Jan- 
uary 1,  1928  to  December  31,  1928. 

During  that  period,  I have  carried  on  the  work  with  the  same  high 
standards  as  those  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Edwin  M.  Knights.  Through 
you  and  the  assistance  of  your  department  I have  been  enabled  to  suc- 
cessfully solve  many  public  health  problems  which  confront  me  almost 
daily. 

It  being  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  and  Authorized  Agent  to 
safeguard  the  health  of  the  community,  I feel  that  I have  fulfilled  this 
obligation.  No  epidemics  occurred  this  year  that  were  attributed  directly 
to  Attleboro’s  milk  or  water  supply. 

I have  made  an  effort  during  the  past  year  to  gain  the  confidence 
and  co-operation  of  all  producers,  dealers  and  handlers  of  milk,  and  I 
find  that  I have  accomplished  much  through  this  co-operation.  I have 
tried  to  make  them  feel  that  our  department  is  willing  to  do  everything 
necessary  to  help  them.  The  dealers  and  producers  in  Attleboro  seem 
to  appreciate  this  service  and  show  their  appreciation  through  the  qual- 
ity and  cleanliness  of  their  product. 

It  has  been  my  desire  to  see  the  health  of  the  people  of  this  city 
safeguarded  by  a clean  milk  product,  and  this  can  be  accomplished  by 
“Pasteurization.”  There  is  much  opposition  to  pasteurization,  but  the 
people  are  more  rapidly  realizing  the  value  and  protection  gained.  It 
has  been  my  great  pleasure  to  have  two  new  Pasteurization  plants  put 
in  operation,  one  on  Read  Street  and  one  in  Norton,  whose  supply  is 
sold  in  Attleboro.  There  is  also  another  dairy,  which  by  the  first  of 
the  year  will  be  pasteurizing  its  milk  supply.  This  is  the  first  year  that 
pasteurized  milk  has  been  used  at  the  Health  Camp,  a raw  milk  from 
tuberculin  tested  cows  having  been  used  heretofore.  This  supply  was 
analyzed  by  the  department,  two  samples  taken  weekly;  the  fat  con- 
tent was  high  and  bacteria  very  low. 

Approximately  a mile  of  sewer  extensions  were  put  in  this  year. 
Practically  all  houses  have  been  connected  with  these  extensions  and 
this  work  has  taken  considerable  of  my  time. 
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I have  investigated  many  of  the  nuisances  brought  to  the  attention 
of  this  department,  such  as  cesspools,  garbage,  dumps,  etc.  I have  also 
investigated  many  public  building  toilet  accommodations.  Letters  were 
sent  out  calling  the  attention  of  these  matters  to  the  owners,  and  in  all 
cases  my  requests  were  complied  with. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  we  thought  it  advisable  to  change  or 
add  new  ordinances  pertaining  to  our  milk  laws.  Many  letters  were  sent 
to  various  cities  and  towns  asking  them  for  copies  of  their  rulings,  but 
with  all  other  work  it  was  impossible  to  make  any  change. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  all  fish  markets  and  dealers  in  fish 
were  investigated  and  names  of  all  wholesale  dealers  from  whom  mar- 
kets in  this  city  purchased  their  fish  supply  were  obtained  and  sent  to 
Dr.  Bigelow,  the  State  Health  Commissioner. 

All  restaurants,  lunch  carts  and  wayside  stands  have  been  inspected 
by  me  and  my  requests  and  suggestions  that  I have  made  were  abided  by.

In  closing,  I recommend  that  a full  time  inspector  be  considered  for 
this  position.  The  work  is  covering  such  an  enormous  field  that  it  will 
be  almost  impossible  for  a part  time  inspector  to  do  this  work  accurately. 
I would  add  that  our  entire  milk  supply  should  be  pasteurized  or 
Grade  “A.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE

Dear  Dr.  Hewitt: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Health  Department  Nurse 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928.  The  annual  report  gives  us  an 
opportunity  to  look  both  forward  and  backward  to  test  our  results  and. 
to  recreate  our  ideals. 

Tuberculosis  clinics  are  held  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  every  Wednes- 
day from  4 to  5 P.  M.  Examinations  are  made  of  active,  arrested,  sus- 
picious and  contact  cases.  Each  case  of  tuberculosis  when  reported  to 
this  department  is  visited  by  me  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the 
patient  to  have  hospital  care.  The  general  condition  of  each  tuberculosis 
patient  in  the  city  is  known  to  me  and  regular  and  frequent  home  visits 
are  made.  There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  tuberculosis 
cases  reported  during  the  ]ast  three  years. 

Diphtheria  prevention  clinics  were  held  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  every 
Saturday  at  10  A.  M.  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  De- 
cember. During  the  month  of  October,  diphtheria  prevention  clinics 
were  held  throughout  the  schools  of  the  city  two  days  each  week,  and 
the  children  who  were  immunized  last  year  were  Schick  tested  this  year 
and  a large  per  cent,  were  found  negative. 

The  Health  Camp  boys  have  been  under  my  supervision  and  house 
visits  have  been  made.  A great  deal  of  time  during  April,  May  and 
June  is  spent  selecting  the  most  underweight  and  undernourished  boys 
for  the  camp.  A careful  check-up  is  made  on  150  or  more  boys,  and 
forty  boys  are  finally  selected.  Before  the  boys  go  to  camp,  defective 
teeth  and  tonsils  are  corrected.  The  Lions  Club  provides  for  a year’s 
membership  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  where  posture  exercises,  lectures,  shower 
baths  and  regular  gymnasium  work  is  enjoyed  by  the  boys  each  Saturday 
morning. 

Contagious  disease  cases  have  been  visited  by  me  on  an  average  of 
five  times  a week.  Where  home  conditions  do  not  warrant  absolute 
quarantine  a daily  visit  is  made.  Patients  seriously  ill  with  a contag- 
ious disease  and  cannot  be  cared  for  at  home  are  sent  to  Providence  City 
Hospital. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  fine  inter-departmental 
co-operation  of  the  Lions  Club,  School  Physician,  School  Nurse,  District 
Nurses,  Family  Welfare  Association,  Public  Welfare,  Doctors’  Club  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1928. 

During  the  year  1928  a great  deal  of  new  work  of  permanent  nature 
was  accomplished,  in  fact  more  than  I should  have  undertaken  without 
a special  appropriation. 

'The  Memorial  Avenue  had  to  be  widened  on  both  sides  about  sixteen 
feet,  the  whole  length  of  the  avenue.  The  trees  having  made  such 
growth  that  the  fourteen  foot  strip  of  lawn  looked  too  narrow  for  the 
height  of  the  trees,  and  this  land  had  to  be  cleared  of  old  trees,  stumps 
and  stones,  loamed,  fertilized  and  seeded  to  a width  of  thirty  feet.  Dur- 
ing the  past  three  years  the  “Attleboro  Round  Table”  have  donated  forty 
Norway  Maples,  and  these  had  been  planted  amongst  the  old  oak  trees 
on  south  side  of  hill  where  the  New  Spanish  War  Memorial  Monument 
is  to  be  erected  in  1929,  and  in  order  to  give  the  new  trees  a living 
chance,  the  old  trees  had  to  come  out,  stumps  and  all,  and  the  whole 
side  hill  grubbed,  loamed,  fertilized  and  seeded. 

A new  deer  yard  was  built,  giving  the  animals  about  two  acres 
more  for  a run.  Buildings  were  all  given  a coat  of  paint.  This  ail  runs 
into  money,  but  is  necessary  in  a public  park.  Buildings  should  look 
clean  like  the  flowers  and  shrubbery. 

This  fall  we  started  the  stone  wall  around  the  pond  using  about  half 
of  the  money  the  late  Superintendent  of  Capron  Park,  Mr.  Solon  D. 
Bushee  left  in  his  will  for  this  purpose.  This  work  should  be  finished 
around  the  whole  pond  in  the  spring  and  a permanent  five  foot  fence 
erected.  It  is  impossible  to  take  care  of  the  ice  for  skating  without  a 
fence  around  the  pond. 

The  playground  season  for  the  children  ending  Labor  Day  was  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  Park,  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Ray  Cooney  and  Miss  Alma  Hillman,  Supervisors.  The  wading  pool  was 
well  patronized,  many  youngsters  taking  advantage  of  its  safety  as  to 
health  and  danger,  to  learn  to  swim.  There  wasn’t  an  accident  or  com- 
plaint about  the  pool  all  season,  and  this  was  partly  due  to  the  generos- 
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ity  of  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Sweet  in  the  gift  of  a six  feet  wire  fence  around 
the  pool  and  two  hundred  and  ten  lockers  for  the  children’s  clothes  in 
the  bath  rooms.  Due  to  this  fence  the  pool  can  be  kept  much  cleaner, 
and  the  children’s  clothes  will  remain  in  the  lockers  instead  of  falling 
from  the  hooks  onto  the  wet  floor  as  they  did  before. 

The  tennis  courts  were  also  well  patronized,  and  a great  many 
times  four  more  courts  would  have  been  needed  to  take  care  of  the 
waiting  list.  If  the  interest  in  tennis  continues  something  ought  to  be 
done  in  the  future  to  get  land  for  more  courts. 

Band  concerts  were  well  attended,  and  a great  many  people  took 
advantage  of  the  fine  concerts,  the  best  that  have  ever  been  rendered 
in  the  park,  probably  due  to  the  keen  competition.  The  concerts  in  Sep- 
tember were  not  so  well  attended  on  account  of  the  cool  evenings. 

The  Fourth  of  July  Fireworks  brought  the  biggest  crowd  of  people 
and  autos  in  the  park  ever.  The  display  of  fireworks  was  appreciated 
by  young  and  old  alike  and  voted  the  best  ever  seen  in  Capron  Paik. 
Police  and  autoists  deserve  a great  deal  of  credit  for  not  a single  acci- 
dent reported  in  getting  all  the  cars  in  and  out  of  the  Park. 

The  Park  Department  as  I recommended  last  year,  needs  a small 
dump  truck,  both  for  economy  and  efficiency. 

Extra  appropriations  for  grading  and  beautifying  the  grounds  around 
the  sites  of  the  Civil  and  Spanish  War  mounments,  and  also  for  the 
finishing  of  the  wall  around  pond.

To  the  Park  Commissioners: 

It  has  been  rightly  said  that  nothing  is  of  any  worth  in  the  world 
unless  it  can  be  of  some  service  to  humanity,  either  as  an  object  of 
beauty  or  fulfilling  some  utilitarian  need.  Then  surely  Capron  Park 
Playground  has  met  both  requirements  of  worth  for  it  not  only  is  an 
exceptional  Playground,  judged  from  the  standpoint  of  beauty,  but  it 
certainly  has  proved  its  usefulness  to  the  citizens  of  Attleboro,  whose 
beneficence  nave  made  it  possible. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  summer  shows  a market  improve- 
ment over  that  of  previous  years,  the  records  which  are  kept  both  morn- 
ing and  afternoon  showing  a total  of  15.2S0  children  being  present  during 
the  hours  from  9-12  and  from  2-5.  While  no  activities  are  planned  for 
adults  and  no  record  of  their  attendance  kept,  there  has  been  a notice- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  adults  coming  to  the  Park  as  a place  of 
enjoyment  for  themselves  and  as  spectators  to  the  activities  of  the 
children. 

The  place  which  was  the  most  popular  during  the  exceptionally  hot 
days  of  the  summer,  was  of  course  the  Hunton  Pool.  Through  the 
thoughtful  generosity  of  Mrs.  Harold  Sweet,  extensive  improvements 
were  made  this  year  around  the  pool  and  in  the  bath  houses.  Mr.  John 
Anderson,  Park  Superintendent,  too,  deserves  credit  for  his  untiring  ef- 
forts in  keeping  the  pool  in  such  splendid  condition.  Because  of  the  ex- 
cessive heat,  many  extra  hours  over  the  regular  schedule  were  given 
to  the  children  in  the  pool.  Open  swimming  periods  for  boys  and  girls 
were  given  in  the  afternoon  and  during  part  of  the  morning  swimming 
classes  for  beginners  were  held  under  the  direction  of  J.  Ray  Cooney, 
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Chairman  of  the  local  Red  Cross  First  Aid  and  Life  Saving  Committee, 
assisted  by  Miss  Alma  Hillman,  Girls  Supervisor.  One  hundred  and 
eighty  two  children  were  taught  to  swim.  Children  took  advantage  of 
these  classes,  successfully  passing  the  test  for  swimming  held  at  the 
end  of  the  season.  The  total  attendance  in  the  pool  was  7.552. 

The  chief  interest  of  the  boys  centered  around  the  baseball  leagues. 
A Junior  and  a Senior  Capron  Playground  League  was  formed  and 
games  were  played  on  each  morning  of  the  week.  At  the  end  of  the 
summer  the  winners  were  taken  to  Boston  as  guests  of  Mr.  Bob  Quinn, 
of  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  and  witnessed  the  Philadelphia-Boston  double- 
header  at  Fenway  Park.  Machines  to  transport  the  boys  were  furnisehd 
by  Mr.  Anderson  and  Mr.  Wolfenden.  Banners  were  awarded  the  win- 
ning teams  in  both  leagues. 

A new  feature  of  the  boys  program  was  the  formation  of  leather 
working  classes  and  many  useful  articles  were  completed  during  the 
season,  including  belts,  purses,  knife  and  axe  sheaths,  neckerchief  slides 
and  braided  lanyards. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library,  a number  of 
books  and  magazines  were  sent  to  the  playground.  These  were  used  for 
circulation  and  in  connection  with  the  Story  Hour. 

Another  very  popular  innovation  was  the  weekly  weinnie  roast  held 
in  the  grove.  These  proved  attractive  to  the  parents  also,  some  making 
it  a family  picnic  time. 

As  in  previous  years  the  regular  tennis  tournaments  have  been  held 
for  both  boys  and  girls.  The  Junior  tournament  for  those  up  to  twelve 
years,  and  the  Senior  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years.  These  are  held  one 
during  July  and  another  in  August,  with  the  winners  of  each  tournament 
meeting  each  other  in  the  finals  to  decide  the  City  Playground  Cham- 
pionship. A paddle  tennis  tournament  was  also  conducted.  This  game 
has  proved  very  popular  since  its  introduction  last  year. 

Another  new  game  which  pleased  the  boys  greatly  was  dart  baseball. 
This  usually  was  the  first  piece  of  apparatus  asked  for  at  the  beginning 
of  the  day  and  the  last  one  brought  in  the  afternoon. 

Other  activities  for  both  boys  and  girls  included  Basketball,  Valley 
Ball,  Captain  Ball  and  Tether  Ball.  Other  of  the  less  active  games, 
Folk  Dancing  for  the  girls,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Quoits  for  the  boys 
were  popular.  For  the  younger  children  there  were  the  supervised  hours 
in  the  sandboxes,  singing,  games  and  simple  dances.  The  above  were 
conducted  under  the  personal  direction  of  the  supervisors  besides  the 
free  play  on  the  apparatus  in  the  Grove. 

Handwork  classes  included  the  making  of  baskets,  trays  and  lamps 
from  reed,  weaving  with  reed  and  raffia,  sewing,  embroidery,  painting 
and  a new  class  was  introduced  this  season  in  leather  work. 

As  in  other  years  a Leaders  Corps  composed  of  five  boys  and  five 
girls  was  organized  to  aid  the  supervisors  and  again  they  proved  of  great 
assistance  during  the  season.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Moors  and 
Mr.  Frank  Carpenter,  these  leaders  enjoyed  a delightful  trip  to  Franklin 
Park  this  fall.  The  girls  chosen  were  Ethel  Perry,  Ruth  Swanson,  Helen 
Fisk,  Eileen  Flanagan  and  Elsie  Lightbown.  The  boys  were  Daniel  Gil- 
roy, Ralph  Clegg,  Clarence  Barton,  John  Qvarnstrom  and  Norman 
Shepard. 

At  the  end  of  August  a well  attended  Field  Day  was  held.  The  pro- 
gram included  baseball,  tennis,  sailboat  races  for  the  younger  children, 
wennie  roast,  doll  carriage  parade,  pet  show,  doll  show  and  swimming 
meet.  Sand  modeling  contests  for  the  younger  children  were  also  held. 
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No  report  of  the  seasons  activities  would  be  complete  without  a few 
words  of  gratitude  to  the  Park  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  whose 
ready  co-operation  at  all  times  have  proved  so  helpful  to  the  success  of 
the  playground  program.

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CRIME 

It  is  again  a pleasure  to  report  the  absence  of  serious  crime  in  our 
City  for  the  year  just  closed.  All  of  the  offenses  committed  have  been 
of  the  ordinary  kind  and  not  of  a serious  nature.  Several  petty  house 
breaks  were  perpetrated,  many  of  which  remain  unsolved,  but  the  amount 
of  loot  taken  was  small  and  no  person  suffered  any  considerable  loss  of 
property.  There  has  been  no  highway  robberies,  store  holdup’s,  safe 
blowing,  payroll  robberies,  nor  any  crimes  of  a kindred  nature  com- 
mitted during  the  year. 


TRAFFIC 

The  city  has  at  the  present  time  practically  no  ordinances  for  the 
regulation  of  traffic,  and  this  condition  of  affairs  has  existed  all  during 
the  past  year.  This  matter  should  be  given  serious  consideration  im- 
mediately and  a set  of  traffic  rules  drawn  up  and  adopted.  When  this 
is  done,  the  proper  signs  placed  at  convenient  places  so  the  motorist  can 
see  them,  and  the  streets  market  to  conform  with  the  ordinances,  the 
Police  Department  will  exercise  every  effort  within  its  power  to  see  that 
the  traffic  situation  is  properly  taken  care  of. 

Pedestrians  should  have  the  privilege  of  crossing  the  streets  at 
proper  places  without  being  subject  to  danger  of  physical  injury,  but 
they  should  also  realize  the  importance  of  crossing  at  the  deisgnated 
places  or  street  intersections. 

To  make  the  street  crossing  safer  for  pedestrians  white  lines  should 
be  painted  plainly  across  the  street  from  curb  to  curb. 

The  most  serious  problem  that  we  have  to  contend  with  in  the  hand 
ling  of  traffic  is  checking  the  speed  of  motorists  on  Washington  street. 
Since  the  new  street  was  opened  up  the  majority  of  motorists  passing 
over  it  seem  to  think  that  they  are  invited  to  step  on  the  gas.  Several 
fatal  accidents  have  occurred  on  this  street  during  the  year,  and  the  De- 
partment has  worked  speed  traps  there  successfully,  with  the  result 
that  a large  number  of  cases  of  overspeeding  have  been  brought  before 
the  local  Court. 


LIQUOR  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws  has  as  in  previous  years  received 
careful  attention.  Every  complaint  received  was  fthorougilily  inves- 
tigated, several  anonymous  letters  about  places  dispensing  liquor  were 
found  to  be  groundless,  while  others  were  genuine.  However,  in  each 
case  a watch  was  put  on  the  place  mentioned  until  either  a raid  was 
made,  or  the  department  was  satisfied  that  the  report  was  false.  Among 
the  several  raids  made  the  largest  one  was  at  the  Dumont  place  on  Peck- 
ham  Street,  a large  distilling  plant  was  found  and  dismantled,  the  liquor 
and  raw  products  confiscated,  and  the  owner  prosecuted  before  the 
Fourth  District  Court. 

During  the  summer  months  war  was  declared  on  automobiles  carry- 
ing liquor  through  the  city  to  other  places,  with  the  result  that  Attleboro 
was  declared  to  be  an  unhealthy  city  to  pass  through  with  contraband. 
I am  entirely  satisfied  that  at  the  present  time,  rum  running  and  the 
sale  of  liquor  in  the  city,  is  at  a minimum. 
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WELFARE  WORK 

Among  other  things  that  the  general  public  has  no  knowledge  of,  is 
the  amount  of  time  spent  in  the  correction  of  juvenile  delinquents. 
Scarcely  a week  passes  that  several  boys  and  girls  are  not  invited  to 
Police  Headquarters  for  a lecture  on  the  evils  of  wrong  doing.  In  all 
such  cases  the  parents  of  the  children  are  made  acquainted  with  facts, 
and  in  nearly  every  instance  a satisfactory  settlement  can  be  reached 
without  Court  procedure.  In  this  manner  the  child  is  saved  from  hav- 
ing a Court  record  unless  lie  or  she  is  incorrigible,  then  of  course 
sterner  methods  must  be  resorted  to.  The  Department  works  in  con 
junction  with  the  local  agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  the  amount  of  good  accomplished  is 
beyond  comprehension. 


EQUIPMENT 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  a Cadillac  Patrol  Wagon,  a Stude- 
baker  Sheriff  Model  Touring  Car,  three  Model  A Ford  Runabouts  and  a 
Harley-Davision  motorcycle. 

The  Patrol  Wagon  is  now  ten  years  old,  it  is  in  fairly  good  condition, 
however,  and  will  fill  the  requirements  for  another  year  at  least. 

The  Fords  used  on  the  Hebronville-Dodgeville  and  Pleasant  routes 
are  giving  good  service  and  will  not  need  to  be  replaced  by  others  this 
year. 

The  Ford  used  in  the  South  Attleboro  section  has  run  almost  twenty- 
five  thousand  miles,  I believe  it  would  be  sound  economy  to  turn  it  in 
for  a new  one  in  the  Spring. 

The  Studebaker  Touring  Car  and  Harley-Davison  motorcycle  will 
go  for  another  year,  as  both  are  in  perfect  running  order. 

The  equipment  carried  by  the  officers  is  of  the  most  modern  type, 
and  in  good  condition.  We  have  also  three  riot  guns  ready  for  use 
at  any  moment,  should  the  occasion  arise. 


THE  POLICE  FORCE 

The  Police  Department  at  the  present  time  is  in  the  best  condition 
it  has  even  been,  the  officers  perform  their  duties  faithfully  and  well, 
and  work  together  in  perfect  harmony.  Lack  of  harmony  is  a thing 
unknown  wihtin  the  ranks,  though  curbstone  politicians  would  like  to 
upset  the  morale  of  the  Department,  by  insisting  that  such  a thing 
exists. 

Each  Superior  Officer  during  his  hours  of  duty,  carried  out  the  in- 
structions given  him  to  the  letter,  and  the  rank  and  file  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  their  demeanour  towards  their  Superiors. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  the  first  place  I again  recommend  the  erection  of  a suitable  build- 
ing to  be  used  as  Police  Headquarters.  It  is  an  open  secret  that  the 
place  used  as  such  for  a number  of  years,  is  but  a poor  imitation  of 
what  is  needed.  Until  this  can  be  done  I would  recommend  that  an  ap- 
propriation be  made  to  paint  the  walls  and  wood  work  of  the  offices 
upstairs  and  the  cell  rooms  in  the  basement. 
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I recommend  the  installation  of  a modern  recall  Gamewell  system 
with  the  colored  lights  attached  on  the  outside.  This  system  would 
enable  the  Superior  officers  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Patrolmen  on  the 
street  in  a very  short  space  of  time  in  case  of  necessity. 

I recommend  the  appointment  of  two  additional  Patrolmen,  one  for 
the  Hebron ville-Dodgeville,  and  the  other  for  the  North  Main-Pleasant 
street  Ford  patrols.  Sending  a lone  police  officer  in  a motor  patrol  in 
the  outlying  districts  at  night,  is  to  my  mind  a dangerous  proposition, 
and  I find  that  my  opinion  is  concurred  with  by  leading  police  officials 
everywhere. 

I recommend  the  purchase  of  two  motorcycles  for  the  day  officers 
in  South  Attleboro  and  Hebronville.  The  territory  covered  by  these  of- 
ficers is  so  large  that  it  is  impossible  to  cover  it  properly  wihtout  some 
means  of  locomotion. 

I recommend  the  appointment  of  a clerk  at  Headquarters  to  take 
care  of  the  correspondence  and  make  out  reports.  This  work  has  here- 
tofore been  done  almost  exclusively  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  as  its 
volume  increases  it  takes  up  a lot  of  the  time  which  might  well  be  de- 
voted to  other  business. 

I recommend  that  your  Honorable  Board  consult  with  the  Trustees 
of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital,  to  devise  some  means  whereby  the 
Department  may  be  relieved  of  the  operation  of  the  Legion  Ambulance. 
We  have  many  out  of  town  calls  to  bring  patients  to  the  Hospital,  and  it 
is  found  necessary  on  most  occasions  to  take  a Patrolman  from  his 
route  to  assist  at  same. 


CONCLUSION 

I desire  at  this  time* to  thank  His  Honor,  Mayor  Fred  E.  Briggs  for 
his  efforts  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Department,  the  members 
of  the  Municipal  Council,  the  Justices  of  the  Fourth  District  Court  and 
Court  Officials,  Chief  Fred  E.  Clark  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
City  Hall  employees,  newspaper  men  and  all  others  who  in  any  way 
assisted  the  Department  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


January  29,  1929. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Attleboro: 

Gentlemen: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  respectfully  submit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  was  141,800  with  30,515  books  in 
the  library  at  the  end  of  the  year;  this  is  an  average  circulation  of  4.6 
times  for  each  book. 

Trustee  meetings  have  been  held  regularly  each  month  excepting 
July  and  August.  We  regret  exceedingly  our  President,  Joseph  L.  Sweet 
has  been  unable  to  attend  during  most  of  the  year  on  account  of  ill  health. 
Mr.  William  L.  King  has  presided  at  the  meetings. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lucile  Palmer  has  completed  her  first  year  as  our 
Librarian  in  a very  satisfactory  manner  to  the  Trustees;  she  has  dem- 
onstrated her  ability  as  the  past  year  has  been  hard  on  account  of  several 
unavoidable  changes  in  the  staff  and  also  a shortage  of  full  time  workers. 

We  hope  you  will  give  your  attention  to  the  charts,  A B and  C,  pre- 
pared by  the  Librarian,  and  included  in  her  report,  particularly  Chart  C, 
which  shows  the  rate  of  increase  in  circulation  and  appropriations  for 
the  years  1918  to  1928  inclusive.  You  will  see  at  once  the  very  small 
increase  in  appropriation  during  these  years  compared  with  the  increase 
in  circulation. 

Our  treasurer  has  submitted  the  budget  for  expenses  of  1929  amount- 
ing to  $19,832,  this  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $3,672.  This  increase 
is  mostly  due  to  the  fact  it  is  now  necessary  to  add  to  our  shelves  in 
the  stack-room  as  our  shelves  are  now  completely  filled. 

The  library  building  is  now  twenty-one  years  old  and  consequently 
unexpected  repairs  are  continually  appearing,  and  the  building  committee 
finds  it  more  difficult  each  year  to  plan  in  the  budget  for  these  repairs. 

The  librarian  has  mentioned  in  her  report  the  gifts  to  the  library 
last  year.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  those  who  have  made  these 
gifts  and  also  to  all  who  have  in  other  ways  assisted  the  library.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1928. 

In  the  conduct  of  every  business  and  institution  there  are  two  view 
points — the  business  as  manifest  by  its  public  relations  and  the  vieAv 
point  that  is  gained  only  by  those  most  intimately  connected  with  the 
mechanics  of  the  organization.  A report  should  embrace  each  phase. 

Doubtless  a public  appraisment  of  the  Public  Library  in  1928 
would  stress  the  scarcity  of  new  books,  the  slowness  with  which  requests 
were  filled  and  a seemingly  constantly  changing  personnel.  During  the 
year  the  Library  lost  the  services  of  two  full  time  assistants,  Miss  Laura 
Monnier,  Cataloger  and  Senior  Assistant,  and  Miss  Josephine  Converse, 
a Junior  Assistant.  It  was  with  sincere  regret  that  the  resignations  were 
accepted.  The  vacancies  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Dorothy 
Hannaford  and  Miss  Segrid  Lindbeck  as  Cataloger  and  Junior  Assistant, 
respectively.  Other  staff  changes  are  as  follows:  Miss  Elizabeth  Peck- 

ham  who  had  served  as  part  time  worker,  was  made  a regular  member 
of  the  staff.  In  November,  Mrs.  Leon  Robinson  gave  up  her  work  at 
the  South  Attleboro  Branch  and  at  the  Dodgeville  School,  and  Miss  Peck- 
ham  was  put  in  charge  of  these  stations.  The  work  at  Hebronville 
School  was  interrupted  early  in  1928  by  the  illness  of  the  teacher  in 
charge  of  the  book  collection.  In  the  spring  Mrs.  Poland,  who  had  acted 
as  substitute  was  obliged  to  give  up  the  work.  This  left  Hebronville 
without  library  service  until  the  opening  in  July,  of  the  new  room  on 
Knight  Avenue  when  Miss  Mary  Money  took  over  the  work. 

So  many  changes  have  naturally  made  for  a disrupted  service.  The 
work  with  children  in  particular,  has  suffered  from  the  want  of  an  as- 
sistant who  could  devote  her  full  time  to  the  Juvenile  Room.  A high 
quality  of  work  cannot  be  maintained  when  too  many  tasks  must  be  rele- 
gated to  part-time  workers,  who  have  had  scant  opportunity  to  “learn 
books.”  Without  a staff  composed  of  people  who  know  books  intimately, 
and  know  also  how  to  communicate  the  energy  and  knowledge  and  joy 
absorbed  from  contact  with  books,  a public  library  becomes  merely  a 
place  where  wood  pulp  done  up  in  packages  is  handed  over  a counter. 

Although  the  chief  task  of  librarianship  is  connecting  the  book  and 
the  reader,  it  cannot  be  overlooked  that  a library  is  also  a business  in- 
stitution. As  such  it  requires  a staff  that  is  adequate  to  handle  the 
many  business  and  technical  problems  which  are  as  much  a part  of  the 
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organization  as  the  circulation  of  books.  The  Attleboro  Library  has  been 
understaffed  for  some  years,  and  the  salary  schedules  have  been  too  low 
to  attract  recruits  of  requisite  education  and  training.  In  order  that  the 
Attleboro  Library  may  grow  in  usefulness  to  the  community,  it  is  im- 
perative that  provision  be  made  for  additional  staff  members  at  adequate 
salaries. 

The  outstanding  building  problems  for  the  year  have  been  the  in- 
stallation of  a much  needed  staff  room,  considerable  annoyance  and  ex- 
pense due  to  leaks  in  the  roof,  and  the  congested  condition  of  the  stack 
space  which  prevents  the  proper  care  and  shelving  of  the  book  collec- 
tion. Rather  extensive  repairs  were  necessary  to  fix  the  roof,  and  the 
lack  of  shelf  room  continues  to  be  a serious  handicap.  The  building  of 
a small  rest  room  in  one  corner  of  the  basement  is  an  improvement 
heartily  welcomed.  The  members  of  the  staff  have  greatly  appreciated 
this  room  where  they  can  rest  during  hours  off  duty  and  where  stormy- 
day  lunches  are  no  longer  associated  with  the  paste,  ammonia  and  shellac 
of  the  tiny  work  room. 

One  other  building  project  with  which  the  Library  has  been  asso- 
ciated is  the  Hebronville  Branch  Library.  Miss  Martha  Roberts,  prin- 
cipal of  the  Hebronville  School,  originated  a plan  whereby  a room  was 
remodeled  for  library  purpose,  in  a house  which  is  to  be  fitted  up  as  a 
community  center.  Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Roberts,  boys  and  girls 
of  the  Hebronville  School  refinished  a room  and  built  book  cases. 
Tables  and  chairs  were  borrowed  and  the  Public  Library  furnished  a 
collection  of  about  500  new  books  in  attractive  editions.  A stove  was 
purchased  with  money  earned  by  the  pupils.  Fuel  is  supplied  by  the 
Public  Library  and  the  school  department.  The  color  scheme  of  black 
floor,  buff  walls  with  jade  green  trimmings,  and  black  and  Vermillion 
book  shelves  gives  a very  gay  appearance  to  the  room.  This  branch  is 
open  six  hours  each  Tuesday,  with  Miss  Mary  Money  in  charge.  That 
library  service  fills  a real  place  in  this  locality  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  a total  of  6,293  books  were  circulated  from  this  branch.  It  is  of  in- 
terest to  note  that  of  this  number,  4,389  were  loaned  since  the  opening 
of  the  new  room  in  July. 

The  branch  service  is  growing,  and  is  worthy  of  as  much  support 
as  is  given  to  any  of  the  library  activities.  The  accompanying  chart 
(Chart  A)  shows  the  comparative  records  of  branch  circulation  for  the 
four-year  period,  1924-1928.  In  1924  the  total  branch  circulation  i.  e. 
Washington,  Dodgeville,  Hebronville,  South  Attleboro,  was  16,591,  while 
in  1928  it  was  25,549. 

Since  modern  ideas  of  study  and  teaching  are  tending  toward  the 
labratory  method,  there  is  a real  need  for  closer  relationship  with  the 
public  schools.  The  record  for  1928  shows  a greater  number  of  contacts 
made  with  individual  class  rooms.  Personal  visits  have  been  made  by 
the  librarian,  in  an  attempt  to  get  the  viewpoint  of  the  schools  and  to 
offer  co-operation  by  means  of  class  room  deposits,  if  desired.  These 
visits  have  been  most  pleasant. 

In  November,  classes  from  the  Continuation  School  came  to  the 
Library  for  “sight  seeing”  and  talks  on  how  to  use  the  library.  It  is 
hoped  that  other  groups  will  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  librarj' 
visiting. 

Another  point  of  co-operation  of  the  schools  and  the  Library  was 
the  celebration  of  Children’s  Book  Week.  Special  collections  of  books 
and  pictures  were  sent  as  exhibits  to  the  various  buildings,  primarily 
for  the  use  of  the  teachers.  On  one  evening  boys  and  girls  from  each 
school  dressed  in  costumes  representing  their  favorite  book  characters. 
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presented  an  informal  pageant  to  an  enthusiastic  audience  in  the  Library 
Hall.  Story  telling  was  a feature  of  this  program,  and  many  thanks 
are  due  to  Miss  Reatrice  Smith  of  the  High  School,  and  Mr.  Frank  Havey 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  the  manner  in  which  they  delighted  the  children 
who  surged  over  the  stage  and  filled  every  available  space  in  the  hall. 

An  experiment  in  extra  mural  exhibits  was  tried  during  Children’s 
Book  Week  and  found  highly  successful.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
E.  I.  Perry  and  of  Mr.  William  Brennan  of  Atherton’s  Furniture  Com- 
pany, the  library  was  given  the  use  of  show  windows,  during  the  week 
of  November  11-19.  The  display  at  Perry’s  consisted  of  books  of  interest 
to  the  older  boys  and  girls;  the  Atherton  window  emphasized  books  to 
be  read  by,  and  to,  younger  children. 

The  public  has  availed  itself  of  the  Library  Hall  as  a meeting  place 
for  civic  and  educational  organizations.  Two  exhibits  were  held  by  the 
Attleboro  Chapter,  American  Federation  of  Arts;  several  women’s  clubs 
have  held  their  public  meetings  in  the  lecture  hall,  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Education  has  conducted  courses  in  Automobile  re- 
pairing and  Mental  Hygiene. 

The  Library  has  been  unusually  fortunate  during  the  past  year  in 
being  the  recipient  of  many  gifts.  Mrs.  H.  E.  Sweet  has  continued  her 
gift  of  $300  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  children’s  room.  Mrs. 
Raymond  Horton  has  kindly  given  us  many  copies  of  current  fiction  to 
supplement  our  meager  collection,  and  Miss  Ruth  Whipple  has  presented 
us  with  several  much  needed  items  for  the  Music  Collection.  Through 
Miss  Harriet  Wilmarth,  the  library  has  received  an  excellent  collection 
of  operas  and  oratorios,  in  addition  to  other  music  and  a group  of  books 
in  French,  German,  Italian  and  Latin.  Much  of  the  personal  library  of 
Miss  Elizabeth  Wilmarth,  comprising  books  of  a geneological,  historical 
and  religious  nature,  have  also  been  received.  The  D.  A.  R.  Library 
Committee  has  brought  together  an  interesting  and  valuable  group  of 
out-of-print  items,  family  records  and  deeds,  wills,  etc.  The  Chaminade 
Club  contributed  $50  to  the  Music  Fund.  The  Attleboro  Sun  has  been 
generous  in  giving  space  to  items  of  Library  news  and  lists  of  books. 
Space  does  not  permit  the  listing  of  the  many  other  gifts  which  the 
Library  has  received.  Sincere  thanks  are  given  to  all  those  who  have 
contributed  toward  the  work  of  the  library.  It  is  this  personal  interest 
which  not  only  provides  items  which  would  not  otherwise  be  available, 
but  which  aids  in  making  the  Public  Library  more  truly  a community  in- 
stitution. 

Circulation  statistics  show  only  books  actually  taken  from  the  Li- 
brary, and  therefore  do  not  represent  the  full  use  of  the  book  collection. 
Nevertheless  figures  are  the  nearest  gauge  to  the  “turnover  of  stock” 
so  to  speak.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  on  December  31, 
1928,  was  30,515.  This  includes  books  of  a strictly  reference  nature, 
such  as  encyclopedias  and  dictionaries  and  also  those  books  which  be- 
cause of  size  or  rarity  may  be  used  only  in  the  building.  About  one-tenth 
of  the  entire  collection  falls  in  this  category.  The  total  circulation  of 
books  of  1928  was  141,800,  or  an  average  circulation  of  4.6  times  for  each 
book.  Of  this  number,  slightly  less  than  half  were  non-fiction,  a rather 
unusual  proportion.  The  classified  divisions  are  given  on  Chart  B. 
When  one  considers  that  only  1,822  new  books  were  added  by  purchase, 
it  may  be  readily  conceded  that  the  desire  for  reading  is  not  created 
wholly  by  enticing  press  notices  and  the  display  of  brightly  colored  book 
jackets. 

Chart  C shows  for  a ten-year  period  the  amount  of  money  appro- 
priated for  library  purposes  and  the  increasing  volume  of  work  that  the 
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library  is  doing.  That  the  ever-growing  demands  have  been  met  at  all 
has  been  due  to  the  loyalty  and  unstinting  efforts  of  the  entire  staff. 

In  order  to  bring  new  ideas  and  inspiration  to  the  library’s  problems, 
members  of  the  staff  have  availed  themselves  of  opportunities  for  pro- 
fessional growth.  Meetings  of  the  Round  Table  for  Children’s  Libra- 
rians, held  at  Boston,  have  been  attended  by  the  assistant  in  charge  of 
the  Children’s  room.  Another  assistant  attended  the  Library  Institute 
held  at  Hyannis  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries,  and 
also  gave  up  a portion  of  her  vacation  to  take  a summer  course  in  Ref- 
erence Work  at  Simmons  College.  Others  are  taking  extension  courses- 
in  technical  and  cultural  subjects.  The  librarian  attended  the  all-New 
England  Library  Conference  held  at  Portland,  in  June,  and  the  session 
of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Club  at  Amherst  in  October.  Regional! 
meetings  held  by  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club,  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Club  and  Rhode  Island  Library  Club  have  been  attended  by  the 
librarian  and  members  of  the  staff. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  personal  appreciation  of  the 
faithfulness  and  the  cheerful  performance  of  a multiplicity  of  duties  of 
the  entire  library  staff.  To  the  Board  of  Trustees  I am  deeply  grateful 
for  the  advice,  assistance  and  spirit  of  co-operation  which  has  been 
always  manifest.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 
Gentlemen: 

Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1928.  The  second  year  of  the  administration  of 
the  Honorable  Fred  E.  Briggs,  fourth  Mayor  of  Attleboro,  has  seen  his 
re-election  unopposed.  The  field  of  operations  of  the  Department  during 
the  year  has  been  extensive  and  when  results  are  considered,  the  unit 
prices  by  comparison  can  be  designated  as  very  low  for  all  of  the  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  work  which  the  Department  has  been  interested  in. 
This  includes  per  mile  cost  for  snow  removal,  per  linear  foot  cost  for 
sewer  construction  and  for  water  main  extensions,  and  per  square  yard 
cost  for  stone  highway  surface  improvement  as  well  as  the  general  costs 
on  the  A.  B.  C.  operations  and  the  remarkably  low  charges  placed  against 
sewer  maintenance. 

Practically  all  of  our  highways  within  the  City  limits,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, have  had  surface  bituminous  treatment  of  some  kind. 

A grave  situation  was  met  at  the  water  filter  beds  in  a manner 
most  satisfactory  considering  the  excellent  results  obtained  from  a 
temporary  and  economical  job.  A number  of  major  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  public  utility  situation  in  our  City,  as  for  instance;  the 
beginning  of  the  large  water  pipe  line  on  North  Main  Street  and  the 
placing  in  service  of  the  line  through  West  Street  from  Thacher  Street 
to  North  Main  Street,  the  thousands  of  feet  of  gas  extensions  in  several 
localities,  the  abandonment  of  the  N.  T.  A.  as  a railway  in  operation, 
and  the  succeeding  of  this  service  by  bus  lines.  These  changes,  con- 
nected with  those  of  a few  years  past,  are  indicative  of  positive  progress 
within  our  City. 

A number  of  drainage  problems  were  passed  upon  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  work  not  only  in  small  proposals  but  in  larger  co-ordi- 
nated ones  will  continue  to  be  a policy  of  our  government. 

Public  complaint  having  to  do  with  the  range  of  effort  covered  by 
this  department  has  been  indeed  very  slight  during  the  past  year.  This 
condition  is  reported  with  keen  satisfaction  not  only  to  the  Superinten- 
dent, but  to  all  of  the  interested  personnel.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the  de- 
partment will  be  allowed  to  maintain  the  consistently  widening  effort 
that  our  public  is  demanding  at  the  present  day. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  OFFICE 

The  force  engaged  in  handling  the  administration  detail  in  the  Public 
Works  Office  carried  out  their  assignment  in  a very  excellent  manner 
despite  the  handicap  of  serious  illnesses  contracted  by  some  of  those  em- 
ployed. The  force  is  to  be  complimented  for  their  co-operative  effort 
in  maintaining  the  high  standard  which  has  been  set  for  this  office  per- 
sonnel. 


ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Engineering 
Division.  The  business  of  this  office  consisting  of  preliminary  study, 
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definite  location  and  construction  details  has  been  maintained  under 
such  pressure  that  regular  time  off  has  been  sacrificed  for  this  period 
so  the  progress  of  the  work  might  not  suffer.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Superintendent  to  see  that  every  minute  of  this  time  is  made  up  to 
this  personnel.  The  range  of  effort  here  seems  to  be  constantly  in- 
creasing in  diversity  at  least.  Notice  of  this  tendency  is  reported  here- 
with so  that  interested  parties  will  have  knowledge  of  studies  covering 
this  division  being  made  by  the  Superintendent.  Sudden  expansion  in 
the  division  to  meet  exceptional  or  unusual  conditions  is  handicapped 
by  the  lack  of  trained  personnel  in  the  locality. 


SEWER  EXTENSIONS 

Outlined  in  1928  sewer  extensions  as  listed  below  were  constructed 
under  contract  with  Rocco  Germane. 

In  Dennis  Street  from  in  front  of  land  owned  by  Paul  Nerney  just 
northerly  from  Eldredge  Street  to  an  existing  manhole  at  the  head  of 
Jefferson  Street,  an  extension  was  put  in  to  accommodate  petitioners. 

In  Hebronville  in  response  to  a petition,  a sewerage  system  as  de- 
signed was  constructed  by  Germane  under  contract  with  an  extra  for 
extension  on  Bliss  Avenue  going  toward  South  Main  Street  voted  after 
the  rest  of  the  work  was  practically  completed.  The  unit  price  here 
was  indeed  remarkably  low.  This  work  started  from  an  existing  end  on 
Knight  Avenue  and  came  through  Church  Street,  across  South  Main 
Street,  through  Bourne  Avenue  to  a point  of  limit  of  accommodation 
for  property  within  Attleboro. 

From  Bourne  Avenue  it  branched  both  ways  to  Bliss  Avenue,  one 
way  to  Hebron  Avenue  and  the  other  to  a point  in  front  of  a house  oc- 
cupied by  Mr.  Messier.  At  Hebron  Avenue  it  branched  both  ways  as 
projected  on  the  plan,  one  side  going  toward  the  Seekonk  line  to  ac- 
commodate Attleboro  property  and  the  other  toward  South  Main  Street 
to  accommodate  the  remainder  of  the  property  on  Hebron  Avenue. 

In  Lamb  Street  a deep  extension  carrying  the  sewer  from  an  exist- 
ing manhole  back  to  Thatcher  Street  was  also  constructed  under  con- 
tract to  suit  petition. 

In  Sadler  Street,  a private  way,  the  City  forces  gave  a splendid  ef- 
fort in  timing  their  operations  to  obtain  a very  economical  job  satisfying 
petitioner. 


1927  SEWER  EXTENSIONS 

Under  the  1927  program  which  was  carried  over  into  1928,  North 
Avenue,  a rather  difficult  problem,  was  solved  at  a cost  slightly  in  ex- 
cess of  the  estimate,  the  work  being  done  by  contract.  Unusual  condi- 
tions appeared  in  the  ground  water  problem  and  in  the  fact  that  ledge 
outcrop  was  met  in  two  places.  This,  of  course,  could  not  be  foreseen 
and  accounts  for  the  slight  excess  in  cost  over  the  estimate. 

A few  charges  were  written  against  Robert  Street,  the  pipe  line  on 
which  had  already  been  put  in  service,  to  cover  minor  details  of  testing 
and  finishing. 

On  Starkey  Avenue  a job  to  accommodate  the  new  plant  of  the 
American  Re-enforced  Paper  Company  was  given  priority  and  was  rushed 
through  by  the  City  forces  so  that  no  inconvenience  or  delay  was  caused 
in  the  opening  of  this  plant,  thus  satisfying  petition. 
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In  Twelfth  Street  between  Robert  and  Mary  Streets,  a job  voted 
late  in  the  year  was  put  in  by  the  City  forces  during  the  fore  part  of 
1928  to  accommodate  properly  some  large  houses  having  a number  of 
tenants.  This  extension  was  in  response  to  petition. 

A small  charge  for  recording  easements  on  Clarence  Street  may 
also  be  noted. 

On  Park  Street  the  extension  as  voted  and  outlined  was  advertised 
but  the  price  desired  was  in  excess  of  that  which  the  Superintendent 
felt  could  be  allowed  for  this  work  and  therefore  picking  a favorable 
time  of  the  year,  the  City  forces  stepped  into  the  breach  and  overcame 
this  obstacle  of  price  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  making 
a water  pipe  crossing  which  had  not  been  adequately  located  at  the  time 
of  construction  several  years  ago.  This  work,  while  difficult  to  a con- 
siderable degree,  was  very  interesting  and  I believe  should  be  carried 
further  in  Park  Street  until  the  ultimate  development  for  that  section  of 
our  City  has  been  attained  as  far  as  sewer  service  is  concerned,  bearing 
in  mind  the  design  of  our  gravity  system.  This  allows  elimination  of 
conditions  complained  of  by  Health  Department. 


SEWERS,  OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE 

In  reporting  the  expenditures  under  this  heading  I am  requesting 
herewith  that  interested  parties  compare  the  gross  charges  to  charges 
prior  to  the  World  War  period.  In  making  this  comparison  please  bear 
in  mind  the  great  number  of  connections  which  have  been  added  since 
that  time,  the  very  definite  increase  in  the  amount  of  sewage  passing 
onto  the  beds  as  indicated  by  the  Weir  readings,  the  age,  and  use  to 
which  they  have  been  put,  of  the  limited  number  of  filter  beds,  and 
finally  the  essential  maintenance  charges  in  the  pipe  line  portion  of  the 
system,  with  a definite  understanding  controlling  the  extension  not  only 
in  connections  but  in  linear  feet  added  to  the  system  since  the  period 
of  comparison  began.  It  is  hardly  expected  that  the  super  excellence  of 
the  financial  report  for  our  sewer  operations  and  maintenance  can  be 
maintained  over  a period  of  years  in  the  future  because  a close  study 
of  the  conditions  to  be  faced  during  a wet  season  is  convincing  indeed 
of  the  necessity  for  extending  our  filtration  area  at  the  sewer  beds.  This 
should  be  looked  into  at  once. 


1925-27  STREET  WIDENING  LOAN 

Under  this  account  a few  dollars  were  spent  in  lining  up  a sidewalk 
on  Morey  Street  where  an  embankment  had  projected  within  the  new 
street  line. 

On  South  Main  Street  this  Department  expended  only  a very  small 
amount  of  $74.35  to  fill  and  grade  in  front  of  the  Briggs  property  between 
the  old  line  and  the  new  one. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  an  agreement  was  reached  by  other 
officers  of  the  City  with  the  Briggs  Hotel  owners  and  as  a result  the 
buildings  were  actually  brought  back  to  the  new  street  line  showing  the 
widening  as  projected.  The  record  of  detail  and  payment  for  this  portion 
of  the  work  was  not  handled  by  the  Public  Works  Department.  The 
Department  did,  however,  work  out  considerable  of  the  detail  on  pro- 
posals which  were  submitted  to  the  Briggs  Hotel  owners. 
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It  is  expected  that  within  the  coming  year  after  all  of  the  work  is 
complete  on  the  hotel  property,  this  Department  will  be  able  to  finish 
properly  the  work  which  will  be  required  in  reconstructing  catch  basins 
and  connections,  removing  present  curb  and  resetting  same  back  on  the 
sidewalk  line,  grading  off  and  building  such  portions  of  the  new  street 
as  will  be  required  and  arriving  at  a satisfactory  arrangement  with  the 
Fire  Department  covering  a proper  cement  apron  for  an  approach  from 
the  Central  Fire  Station  to  meet  the  new  gutter  line  grade.  In  addition 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Briggs  Hotel  owners  will  come  in  on  a grano- 
lithic sidewalk  proposition  so  that  we  will  have  in  reality  a widening  job 
worthy  of  the  name. 


OAK  STREET  DRAIN 

Settlement  along  the  trench  line  and  frost  action  which  followed 
same  warranted  placing  of  some  gravel  in  Oak  Street  between  Benefit 
Street  and  the  river. 


SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  DRAIN 

On  South  Main  Street  just  northerly  from  the  cemetery  switch  an 
ugly  drainage  condition  existed.  This  was  aggravated  by  the  closing 
up  of  a ditch  outlet  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  street  at  this  point  through 
the  demands  of  new  house  construction. 

The  problem,  after  being  studied,  was  solved  by  this  Department 
and  funds  were  obtained  as  recommended  by  making  transfers  to  ac- 
commodate the  estimated  cost  of  the  work.  Two  basins  with  necessary 
connections  and  a pipe  line  outlet  through  a properly  obtained  right-of- 
way  emptying  into  a swamp  completed  the  drainage  relief  as  outlined. 

The  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company,  a benefactor  to  some  degree 
from  this  proposition,  being  unable  to  contribute  money  to  help  its  con- 
summation allowed  the  use  of  some  of  their  labor  for  a few  days  in 
excavating  for  the  basins.  They  also  supplied  a tender  for  our  mason  in 
constructing  basins. 

Paved  gutter  approaches  to  the  basin  on  the  easterly  side  will  be 
set  probably  during  the  coming  year  and  if  an  agreement  can  be  reached 
with  abuttors,  a similar  improvement  will  be  made  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  street.  This,  with  a few  additional  lengths  of  pipe  into  the 
swamp,  will  complete  the  project  which  has  been  in  service  since  last 
summer. 


DRAINS  MAINTENANCE 

Under  this  account  an  initial  appropriation  was  granted  of  $2,000. 
This,  of  course,  was  for  straight  maintenance  work,  cleaning  and  repair- 
ing existing  catch  basins  and  pipe  lines.  As  the  year  progressed,  a num- 
ber of  small  improvements  on  drainage  conditions  within  the  City  were 
consolidated  and  submitted  to  the  proper  authorities  who  approved 
same  and  took  steps  to  supply  the  funds  for  their  construction. 

At  Allen  and  Bacon  Streets  in  South  Attleboro,  three  catch  basins 
and  proper  connections  were  constructed  to  handle  the  condition  which 
has  been  a constant  source  of  trouble,  that  is,  catching  water  from  con- 
siderable distance  on  Bacon  and  Allen  Streets  before  it  accumulated 
velocity  with  ensuing  destruction  which  heretofore  had  been  caused 
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by  its  progress  between  Allen  Street  and  the  cranberry'  pond  culvert. 
Mr.  Ross,  an  abutting  owner  residing  in  Pawtucket  gave  us  without 
charge,  upon  solicitation  of  the  Superintendent,  an  easement  allowing  the 
outfall  from  these  basins  to  be  handled  from  his  land  into  an  estuary 
of  the  cranberry  pond. 

A small  material  charge  was  placed  against  a drainage  proposition 
which,  when  constructed  later  on,  will  be  an  improvement  at  the  inter- 
section of  Brown  Street  with  Mendon  Road.  This  intersection  is  unsatis- 
factory at  present  and  it  is  important  to  improve  it  as  we  have  two 
descending  grades  intersecting. 

On  Charles  and  Walter  Streets  a nasty  condition,  a source  of  com- 
plaint, was  remedied  by  constructing  a basin  of  considerable  size  and 
relaying  an  outfall  connection  across  the  street  to  a point  which  marked 
the  original  pipe  line  at  this  location.  When  the  work  was  finished, 
complaint  ceased. 

On  Dennis  Street  over  the  culvert  between  Jefferson  and  Eldredge 
Streets  a pair  of  basins  ample  in  size  were  constructed  and  connected 
into  the  culvert  itself  so  that  a permanent  improvement  in  handling  sur- 
face water  on  this  street  between  the  limits  mentioned  is  recorded,  giv- 
ing considerable  satisfaction  to  residents  in  that  vicinity. 

A small  amount  of  material  has  been  allotted  to  Dunham  Street. 
Whatever  additional  material  is  needed  will  be  obtained  when  necessary 
to  complete  the  work. 

In  Falmouth  Street  at  the  bend  of  the  road  just  westerly  from 
Forest  Street,  basins  were  constructed  and  connections  put  in  to  hook 
these  up  with  Thatcher  Brook  which  is  covered  at  this  angle.  This  work 
includes  a basin  and  connection.  The  other  basin  replacing  a pipe  line 
connection  was  listed  under  Drains  and  Basin  Repairs.  Improvement 
here  is  noticeable  and  eliminated  complaints  from  mothers  in  the  locality 
who  feared  from  the  conditions  formerly  existing,  injury  to  their  children 
playing  in  the  streets. 

In  Holman  Street  an  old  small  basin  was  replaced  by  a proper  one 
and  the  old  connection  was  utilized  to  Thacher  Brook,  giving  satisfaction 
to  those  interested. 

At  Mendon  Road  between  Washington  Street  and  Robinson  Avenue, 
a drainage  scheme  to  handle  two  intersecting  down  grades,  Robinson 
Avenue  and  Mendon  Road,  was  started.  This  called  for  pipe  line  con- 
struction in  Mendon  Road  and  then  up  hill  to  the  intersection  of  Robinson 
Avenue  and  Mendon  Road  with  the  proper  basins  to  catch  surface  water 
on  the  hillside  gutters.  Disposition  of  the  surface  water  thus  accumu- 
lated was  handled  through  an  existing  pipe  line  in  Washington  Street. 
Permission  was  obtained,  of  course,  to  enter  this  pipe  line  from  the 
Commonwealth. 

At  Olive  and  Ellis  Streets  two  catch  basins  on  opposite  sides  of 
Ellis  Street  were  constructed  and  proper  connections  to  the  trunk  line 
drain  were  placed  and  connecting  circle  curb  was  set  at  each  corner 
so  that  the  gutter  line  for  surface  drainage  water  was  proper.  This 
eliminated  cause  for  complaint  and  cured  an  old  puddle  condition. 

At  West  Street  between  Water  and  Mechanics  Streets  a pipe  line 
was  set  after  an  easement  was  obtained  from  Mr.  Thompson.  This  pipe 
line  will  carry  off  water  intercepted  by  street  basins  which  will  be  con- 
structed later.  The  existing  street  intercepting  structures  while  doing 
the  job  for  the  moment  cannot  be  expected  to  last  much  longer  and  an 
improvement  may  be  looked  for  soon. 
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In  addition  to  this  work  as  outlined,  all  of  our  basins  were  cleaned 
at  least  twice  during  the  year  and  several  of  those  subjected  to  serious 
wash  were  cleaned  as  often  as  necessary,  sometimes  four  or  five  times. 
Men  doing  this  work  reported  conditions  which  needed  repair,  as  the 
cleaning  and  inspection  took  place.  There  were  several  instances  where 
basins  old  in  service  were  properly  reported  to  add  years  to  their  use- 
fulness. 


WATER  DIVISION 

The  policy  of  following  up  our  inspections  as  promptly  as  possible 
continues  to  show  as  an  investment,  as  the  number  on  our  complaint 
cards  will  testify.  For  all  purposes  1,448  calls  are  recorded.  It  is  no- 
ticeable that  the  number  of  hydrants  being  struck  by  motor  vehicles  is 
increasing.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Police  Department  we  have 
had  better  than  usual  good  fortune  in  recovering  the  cost  of  damage. 
There  are  instances,  however,  where  a hydrant  is  struck,  something  is 
broken,  and  yet  as  the  water  does  not  gush  the  responsible  person  ne- 
glects to  report  the  accident.  In  some  few  instances  our  inspections 
have  picked  up  evidence  confirming  my  belief  in  this  type  of  accident. 

Expenditures  in  the  maintenance  of  the  system,  bearing  in  mind 
the  continued  growth  of  same,  the  increase  in  consumption  and  the 
trouble  caused  by  other  public  utilities  digging  in  the  streets  and  ne- 
glecting our  services  and  fixtures,  have  been  kept  within  very  reasonable 
bounds.  At  this  time  it  is  well  to  mention  a definite  expense  placed 
upon  us  by  changing  over  services  on  West  Street  and  North  Main 
Street  where  the  new  water  supply  system  has  been  constructed.  In 
addition  to  these  charges  for  our  own  consumers,  co-operation  with  the 
contractor  for  purposes  of  test  and  other  reasons  as  they  came  up 
have  taken  time,  effort  and  money.  The  completion  of  the  new  source 
of  supply  and  the  placing  of  same  in  service  should  be  preceded,  in  my 
opinion,  by  a general  overhauling  of  the  standpipe  structure,  and  I so 
recommend. 

Our  consumption  has  gone  from  396,000,000  gallons  in  1927  to  416,- 
500,000  gallons  in  1928.  This  raises  the  daily  average  of  pumping  from 
12  hours  and  36  minutes  to  14  hours  and  7 minutes,  and  the  pumpage 
for  the  period  from  1,084,000  gallons  to  1,134,000  gallons.  Essential  fac- 
tors in  this  increase  are  the  ice  plant  put  in  operation  on  Pleasant  Street, 
the  new  hook-up  calling  for  twenty-four-hour  service  at  the  Apco-Moss- 
berg  plant,  and  the  unusually  heavy  industrial  drain  from  some  shops 
which  formerly  supplied  their  own  needs.  Further  expansion  of  con- 
sumption for  similar  reasons  may  be  expected.  This  is  a powerful  lever 
for  the  prompt  completion  of  the  new  water  supply  project. 

A new  Reo  truck  replaced  the  old  International  which  was  traded  in. 

Our  maintenance  of  buildings  and  main  line,  with  our  insurance 
charges,  incidentals  and  taxes  covering  this  division  were  kept  at  a very 
low  figure. 


SERVICES 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  new  services  were  installed  of  which  six 
wrere  6-inch  fire  services,  three  were  2-inch  and  six  were  l^-inch  serv- 
ices. The  remaining  98  were  the  usual  1-inch  services.  Details  covering 
this  work  can  be  found  on  an  accompanying  statistical  sheet. 
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The  fire  service  installations  which  are  financed  by  the  City  be- 
tween the  main  and  the  foundation  call  for  expenditures  in  excess  of 
what  has  been  usual  heretofore  and  note  should  he  taken  of  this  in  the 
budget.  If  this  service  continues  to-  he  extended,  I believe  that  a defi- 
nite pipe  system  to  accommodate  properties  within  the  first  fire  district, 
for  fire  services  only,  should  be  planned. 

Sixteen  1-inch,  two  l^-inch,  and  three  2 inch  services  were  replaced 
either  because  of  pipe  trouble  in  the  shell  or  filling  up  of  the  service 
orifice  due  to  age. 

Analysis  of  unit  charges  on  service  work  should  take  into  consid- 
eration the  position  of  the  water  main  and  the  location  of  the  property 
to  be  served  as  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  practically  cross  the  street 
with  the  water  service.  Another  important  factor  is  the  locality.  Some 
places  having  boulder  gravel,  others  large  boulders,  and  a few  having 
ledge,  as  compared  with  property  having  water  service  in  easy  digging, 
the  constant  cost  mounts.  Consideration  and  comparison  with  other 
cities  demonstrates  clearly  the  reasonable  figure  we  have  been  obtain- 
ing in  Attleboro  for  a long  period  of  years.  As  the  number  of  fire  serv- 
ices increases  within  the  annual  period,  it  is  well  to  note  that  the  unit 
lowers.  This  sort  of  work  must  be  figured  on  the  investment  basis  as 
the  charges  are  entirely  unusual  for  consideration  by  the  average  man 
in  the  street. 


MAIN  LINE 

In  1928,  5,765  linear  feet  of  main  line  extensions,  all  of  which  were 
six  inch,  were  laid  for  a sum  approximating  $10,192.16.  This  is  indeed  a 
remarkably  low  figure  for  the  work  obtained  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
several  of  these  extensions  were  in  streets  where  unfavorable  geological 
conditions  were  encountered.  The  market  price  on  cast  iron  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  a few  years  back  is  distinctly  favorable  to  the  mu- 
nicipal corporation. 

On  Carpenter  Street  between  South  Main  and  Pine  Streets,  an  8 
inch  grid  iron  leg  was  placed,  connecting  with  Union  Street  in  passing, 
and  made  up  into  Pine  Street  to  include  a replacement  of  a short  piece 
of  6-inch  by  8-inch  completing  the  Pine  Street  leg  of  the  grid-iron  of  8- 
inch  to  Carpenter  Street  from  a northerly  direction. 

On  Mendon  Road  easterly  from  Washington  Street  a very  small 
service  pipe  was  replaced  by  8-inch  pipe  for  a distance  to  a point  where 
6-inch  had  been  brought  around  from  Turner  Street.  This  is  indeed  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  fire  protection  afforded  an  extensive  area  in 
this  locality. 

Besides  this  work,  new  hydrant  positions  were  picked  out  on  Starkey 
Avenue,  where  a Mossberg  was  replaced,  and  at  James  and  School 
Streets,  where  a 4 inch  connection  on  School  Street  was  plugged  and  a 
new  connection  for  a larger  hydrant  was  made  off  of  the  8-inch  pipe  in 
James  Street  between  School  and  Pearl  Streets. 

A lV2-inch  line  was  run  in  Sadler  Street  to  accommodate  a special 
condition  in  a private  way. 

At  Thirteenth  Street  a needed  gate  was  cut  in. 

On  Washington  Street  opposite  the  Lincoln  School  a special  2-inch 
line  was  carried  fro  mRosewood  Avenue  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  street 
to  accommodate  a new  house.  This  was  because  of  inability  to  cross 
the  street  owing  to  a ledge  condition  below  the  cement  road. 
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The  usual  vote  received  by  this  Department  for  main  line  extensions 
starts  with  a proviso  mentioning  guarantees  and  easements  and  finishes 
with  “said  installation  to  be  made  within  the  current  financial  year.” 
I feel  that  at  this  time  the  inconsistency  of  this  form  which  fails  to  take 
into  consideration  the  calendar  or  the  action  of  those  required  to  file 
papers  should  he  called  to  the  attention  of  the  honorable  body  respon- 
sible so  that  improvement  in  eliminating  friction  can  be  obtained. 


PUMPING  STATION  DIVISION 

At  the  Pumping  Station  the  filtration  area,  as  has  been  previously 
reported,  under  concentrated  pressure  of  the  increased  demand  particu- 
larly for  our  industrial  consumers  required  emergency  attention.  A spec- 
ial job  calling  fo  particular  care  from  an  expert  shovel  runner  was 
handled  at  the  Station  in  such  fashion  as  to  give  almost  immediate  re- 
lief to  a situation  which  was  rapidly  becoming  perilous.  The  immediate 
and  satisfactory  result  is  recorded  herewith  because  of  the  prompt  co- 
operation of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council 
as  a body  in  supplying  the  funds  required. 

A favorable  soft  coal  market  showed  its  value  in  making  up  the 
pumpage  units. 

The  statistical  sheet  accompanying  this  report  is  worthy  of  study 
to  illustrate  in  some  degree  the  problem  which  has  been  solved  to  keep 
the  City  satisfied  for  1928,  years  after  the  design  of  the  water  system 
as  outlined  was  considered  adequate. 

The  co-operation  and  keen  interest  of  the  Chief  Engineer  at  the 
Station  should  not  be  underestimated. 


A.  B.  C.  STREET  RAILWAY 

The  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  has  been  maintained  and  operations 
continued  with  a rapidly  aging  car  at  a minimum  cost  conducive  to  pub- 
lic safety  and  the  best  interests  not  only  of  those  served  but  of  the 
City  Treasury. 

There  seems  to  be  a point  now  present  in  the  operating  charges 
where  expenses  consistently  run  behind  income  in  the  statements  re- 
ceived monthly  from  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company. 

The  Honorable  Municipal  Council  evidently  has  taken  cognizance  of 
this  state  of  affairs  by  mentioning  in  the  council  alternative  ideas  cov 
ering  transportation  service  for  our  residents  in  the  Briggs  Corner  Dis- 
trict. With  the  result  of  this  study  pending  a marking  time  period  is 
the  policy  of  this  Department. 

The  essential  work  on  track  and  car  maintenance  will  of  course  go 
on  unless  definite  orders  are  given  to  halt.  I do  believe,  however,  that 
definite  and  prompt  action  covering  the  problem  of  this  street  car  line 
should  be  taken. 


RIFLE  RANGE 

Under  this  account  the  usual  taxes,  target  charges,  and  so  forth  were 
taken  care  of.  The  few  remaining  dollars  were  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  local  officers  of  the  company  at  the  range.  I believe  that 
as  a matter  of  policy  this  is  most  satisfactory  for  all  of  the  interested 
parties. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  governing  authorities  will  see  their  way 
clear  to  increase  the  allotment  for  the  Rifle  Range  so  that  normal  im- 
provement and  maintenance  can  be  undertaken  as  part  of  a program 
to  revive  interest  locally  in  small  arms  practice  and  proficiency. 


NEWPORT  AVENUE 

Newport  Avenue  through  South  Attleboro  Village  needed  consider- 
able attention  to  maintain  it  ever  since  the  severe  treatment  accorded 
it  during  the  two  separate  construction  operations  of  the  Commonwealth 
on  Washington  Street  between  North  Attleboro  and  Pawtucket.  A prim- 
ary recommendation  for  improing  this  section  of  the  road  was  held  up 
with  the  expectation  that  something  definite  could  be  obtained  on  the 
likelihood  of  any  changes  in  the  Street  Railroad  line  and  also  the  sub- 
mission of  a tentative  plan  for  a sewer  control  to  take  care  of  the  village. 

The  conditions  finally  became  such  that  the  Department  felt  a posi- 
tive surface  improvement  should  be  started  on  the  highway.  It  was 
estimated  there  were  4,000  square  yards  between  the  Fire  Station  and 
Highland  Avenue,  calling  for  twenty-two  feet  width  of  improved  surface 
which  could  be  taken  hold  of,  for  about  $10,000.00  under  contract  and 
State  Highway  specifications,  to  give  the  public  a penetration  surface 
A recommendation  was  made  to  cover  this  plan  as  outlined  and  an  ap- 
propriation obtained  for  $10,000.00 

Meanwhile,  the  road  surface  in  the  other  end  of  the  village  showed 
rapid  deterioration.  With  this  pressure  on  the  Department  it  was  de- 
cided to  get  as  many  square  yards  as  possible  from  the  funds  available. 
Therefore,  the  work  was  undertaken  by  the  Department  personnel.  The 
case  as  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Public  Works  Board,  governing 
reasons  for  the  conditions  as  they  existed  on  this  road,  was  thrashed 
out  once  more  at  Boston,  and  with  the  aid  of  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  we 
obtained  the  use  of  a steamroller  from  the  Commonwealth.  Instead  of 
4,000  square  yards  the  City  is  going  to  benefit  by  having  5,857  square 
yards.  In  addition,  the  work  as  outlined  called  for  resetting  curb  in 
front  of  the  Roy  property,  constructing  improved  catch  basins  with  con- 
nections, and  replacing  an  old  and  unsatisfactory  stone  culvert  in  front 
of  Roy’s,  and  also  replacing  an  old  stone  culvert  and  catch  basins  at 
Station  No.  7 + 05. 

The  season  was  getting  late  when  this  work  was  started,  but  its 
importance  warranted  the  investigation  noted.  Work  as  outlined  above 
was  opened  to  traffic  in  two  parts  and  it  is  expected  it  can  be  called 
finished  after  a seal  coat  is  applied  in  the  coming  year. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  well  to  note  the  unusual  amount  of  work  car- 
ried by  this  job,  due  to  the  unbalanced  section  which  had  been  in  use 
from  the  car  track  southerly.  A small  piece  in  front  of  Coupe’s  Tan- 
nery comprising  204  square  yards  was  also  worked  in  so  that  a stone 
road  exists  from  Highland  Avenue  to  the  brook  at  Coupe’s  Tannery,  and 
from  Orr’s  Corner  curve  down  to  the  new  culvert;  6,061  square  yards 
of  this  being  new  work. 

Recommendations  for  relaying  and  completing  with  necessary  man- 
holes a drain  from  Coupe’s  Tannery  easterly  to  the  new  catch  basins 
have  been  adopted.  In  the  coming  year  this  work  will  be  done  promptly. 
Once  having  the  drainage  correct  for  this  small  remaining  piece,  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  ascertain  final  decision  covering  the  trolley  siding  in 
the  roadway.  If  possible,  this  should  be  removed  and  once  the  work 
as  it  exists  is  properly  brought  together  with  the  new  piece  and  is  sealed. 
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South  Attleboro  Village  will  have  a highway  condition  adequate  to  han- 
dle the  traffic  load  to  which  it  is  subjected.  No  material  was  wasted 
from  this  work.  The  excavation  was  classified  and  that  which  was  good 
for  road  purposes  was  used  on  Adamsdale  Road,  Orr  Street  and  lower 
Newport  Avenue.  Waste  was  utilized  for  hill  and  embankment  protec- 
tion. 


RESURFACING 

On  South  Main  Street  three  pieces  of  penetration  were  placed,  the 
first  improving  a bad  condition  from  Thatcher  Brook  northerly  to  a 
summit  where  the  road  section  was  badly  out  of  balance  and  the  founda- 
tion poor,  thus  causing  a high  maintenance  charge.  In  this  piece  there 
were  1,287  square  yards. 

In  Dodgeville  the  stone  road  was  carried  from  the  curve  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  village  through  to  a point  close  to  the  schoolhouse  at 
the  railroad  overpass  bridge. 

A short  piece  was  placed  southerly  from  the  bridge  to  Tiffany  Street. 
These  last  two  pieces  total  respectively  2,368  square  yards  and  558 
square  yards. 

The  excavated  material  from  the  first  piece  was  utilized  to  surface 
Riverside  Avenue,  while  the  material  excavated  at  Dodgeville  was  used 
on  portions  of  Tiffany  Street  and  County  Hill  to  good  advantage. 

This  work  was  greatly  needed  and  is  a continuation  of  the  policy  of 
obtaining  a stone  road  the  entire  length  of  this  easterly  route  to  Paw- 
tucket and  Providence. 

On  Peck  Street  950  square  yards  of  penetration  were  set  from  Pleas- 
ant Street  under  the  arch  to  Hope  Street  improving  a bad  condition  on 
a much-used  crosstown  road  taking  unusual  strain  because  of  the  gov- 
erning sag  and  curvature  under  the  stone  arch  bridge. 

On  Adamsdale  Road  a low  cost  improvement  was  made  between 
Highland  Avenue  and  the  line  with  material  excavated  from  the  New- 
port Avenue  work. 

On  Brown  Street  gravel  and  oil  were  utilized  to  raise  a sag  close  to 
Washington  Street  out  of  the  mud  and  to  improve  the  sag  between  the 
ponds  and  the  westerly  end. 

On  County  Street  considerable  improvement  was  made  to  the  long 
clay  hill  southerly  from  the  Poor  Farm  and  the  road  was  widened  by 
filling  in  the  slopes  at  two  stream  crossings.  Besides  this,  improve- 
ment was  made  on  the  lower  end  northerly  from  Read  Street  so  that 
an  excellent  light  travel  road  to  Pawtucket  was  obtained. 

On  Hawthorne  Street  the  sag  was  improved  with  some  of  the  ma- 
terial from  South  Main  Street  from  Thatcher  Brook  easterly. 

On  Highland  Avenue  steps  were  taken  to  maintain  the  hill  on  the 
Cumberland  end. 

In  Kendall  Avenue  gravelling  already  started  was  continued  and  oil 
treatments  were  used.  Similar  surface  was  given  on  the  westerly  end 
of  May  Street  and  on  the  northerly  end  of  Mendon  Road  from  Courtois’ 
bank  to  the  line. 

On  Orr  Street  an  excellent  gravel  road,  tar  treated,  was  put  in. 

On  Payson  Street  temporary  surface  improvement  was  handled  await- 
ing better  treatment  when  disposition  has  been  made  of  surface  water 
drainage. 

Pike  Avenue,  Slater  Street,  and  that  portion  of  Starkey  Avenue  from 
the  foot  of  the  hill  over  to  the  new  plant  of  the  American  Re-enforced 
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Paper  Company  were  worked  on  by  excavating  sub-soil  foundation  and 
placing  first  grade  road  gravel  which  was  surface  treated. 

Tiffany  Street,  Steere  Street,  Turner  Street,  Union  Road  and  West 
Street  from  the  cemetery  toward  Thatcher  Street  were  improved  in 
similar  fashion.  The  demand  for  this  work  on  West  Street  was  im- 
mediate because  of  the  pipe  line  trench  on  the  new  water  supply  project. 

In  addition  to  the  work  as  mentioned  there  are  several  smaller 
charges  listed  against  streets  enumerated  on  the  statistical  sheet,  said 
charges  being  warranted  by  normal  wear  and  tear  of  every  day  use. 


STREET  SWEEPING  AND  STREET  CLEANING 

The  usual  force,  doing  a good  job  economically,  was  maintained  to 
take  care  of  the  street  sweeping  in  the  center.  The  success  of  their  ef- 
forts is  judged  by  the  entire  lack  of  complaint  on  the  routes  outlined. 

The  Street  Cleaning  funds  allowed  in  the  budget  make-up  were  not 
adequate  to  do  all  of  the  work  expected  under  this  account  owing  to 
the  policy  of  widening  with  the  tractor  and  scraper  our  several  miles  of 
outside  roads.  Our  curbed  gutters  in  the  built-up  sections,  however, 
were  taken  care  of  in  a manner  satisfactory  to  all  interested. 


STREET  PATCHING 

Street  Patching  is  likely  to  warrant  the  expenditure  of  more  money 
than  is  allowed  us.  The  reasons  are  simple.  First,  material  improve- 
ment to  our  outside  roads  invites  more  traffic  than  has  utilized  these 
highways  heretofore.  Second,  the  extension  of  surface  treatment  on 
these  roads  calls  for  a more  expensive  patching  job  to  maintain  the  sur- 
face and  profile  than  was  formerly  the  case.  Third,  an  ever  increasing 
registration  locally  of  motor  vehicles  indicates  the  incessant  use  of  said 
highways,  while  observation  of  wear  and  tear  on  same  is  convincing 
that  in  addition  to  the  normal  light  traffic  we  now  have  large  trucks 
pounding  these  lightly  constructed  highways.  Detail  of  the  effort  under 
Street  Patching  accompanies  this  report. 


SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE 

This  account  includes  repair  and  care  of  our  sidewalks,  tar,  gravel 
and  cement.  Proportionate  to  the  mileage  included  the  charges  are  very 
low  and  can  be  properly  subjected  to  study.  In  my  opinion  a policy  of 
sidewalk  maintenance  should  be  established  in  co  ordination  with  a pro- 
gressive plan  for  extending  our  improved  sidewalk  and  curbing  endeavor. 
I believe  that  a program  to  cover  five  or  ten  years  should  be  laid  out 
by  the  governing  body  so  that  a service  worthy  of  the  community  can 
be  given  to  its  inhabitants. 


EQUIPMENT 

Normal  charges  show  in  the  report  for  maintaining  our  equipment 
Our  road  roller  charges  are  small  because  of  our  ability  to  distribute 
properly  some  of  the  roller  costs  against  accounts  where  the  machines 
have  been  used  and  to  which  funds  have  been  assigned,  as  for  instance, 
the  Newport  Avenue  work. 
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Under  Auto  Maintenance,  general  repairs,  overhaul  and  essential 
material  are  included,  while  operating  charges  are  distributed  against 
the  job  to  which  the  machines  have  been  assigned.  Special  charges  for 
snow  plow  work  are  taken  care  of  under  the  Snow  and  Ice  account. 

It  is  well  to  note  that  our  two  crushing  plants  were  carried  along 
in  service  doing  considerable  work  without  any  exorbitant  charges.  I 
should  mention  at  this  time  perhaps  that  these  units  include  motor, 
shelter  for  same,  loading  platform,  elevators,  crushers,  bin  equipment 
and  screen  rigging  at  each  plant. 


ROAD  OIL  AND  TAR 

Our  unit  prices  obtained  after  advertising  may  be  considered  low 
and  80,548  gallons  of  material  were  distributed  probably  covering  289,973 
square  yards  of  road  surface.  In  addition  to  this  amount,  about  60,000 
gallons  of  bituminous  material  were  utilized  on  the  highways  and  charged 
to  other  accounts.  In  some  instances  more  than  one  treatment  was  re- 
quired, but  the  extension  to  this  surface  treatment  seems  to  be  an  in- 
vestment appreciated  by  our  people.  Our  ambition  to  have  our  full  road 
mileage  black  is  about  realized  and  it  is  expected  will  be  completed  in 
the  coming  year. 

The  covering  material  for  the  bituminous  products  used  has  been  a 
screened  sand  during  the  period  of  this  report  and  is  satisfactory  to 
highway  users.  It  may  be  said,  however,  that  this  material  does  not  tie 
the  highway  surface  as  well  as  a material  of  coarser  grade  untreated. 


BRIDGES,  FENCES  AND  CULVERTS 

Traffic  conditions  call  for  more  constant  attention  to  our  guard 
fences,  continued  improvement  of  our  culverts  to  take  the  heavily  loaded 
trucks,  and  a double  decking  of  our  railroad  overpass  bridges  so  that  the 
convenience  of  our  citizens  living  both  sides  of  the  railroad  within  the 
City  Limits  can  be  satisfied,  has  been  our  policy. 

'At  Hebronville  the  railroad  renewed  a bay  of  stringers  and  this  De- 
partment working  in  conjunction  with  them  replaced  the  worn  lower  deck 
timber  and  placed  a new  wearing  surface. 

At  Lindsey  Street  a similar  job  was  done  where  for  the  first  time 
a double  deck  has  been  placed. 

This  was  also  true  at  Thurber  Avenue  on  the  overpass  so  that  at 
this  time  we  can  report  a double  decking  over  all  of  the  railroad  over- 
pass bridges  on  which  the  City  has  to  maintain  the  deck  surface. 

In  addition  to  this  work  as  outlined  the  Department  invites  inspec- 
tion of  the  accompanying  statistical  sheet  which  shows  the  great  breadth 
of  the  operations  chargeable  under  this  account. 

It  is  noted  that  a general  account  including  materials  and  labor  for 
repairs  to  cover  work  too  small  to  detail. 


TRAFFIC  PAINTING 

Under  this  account  very  little  was  spent  as  the  Department  awaits 
instructions  from  the  governing  body  covering  detail  of  its  desires.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  a plan  can  be  outlined  to  co-ordinate  with  the  wishes 
of  said  body. 
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SIGNS,  CLOCK  AND  NUMBERS 

Our  sign  account  does  not  seem  to  keep  pace  with  the  other  efforts 
in  the  City.  I believe  that  a definite  policy  covering  the  sub  division  of 
the  City  into  districts  calling  for  replacement  annually  over  a period  of 
years  be  worked  out  at  a small  annual  cost  in  a manner  much  more 
satisfactory  than  is  obtained  at  present  by  lumping  this  account  with 
the  City  clock  and  numbers. 

The  numbering  of  course  is  taken  care  of  by  our  Engineer  in  accord- 
ance with  information  he  obtains  to  satisfy  the  terms  of  the  ordinance. 

The  City  clock  is  handled  by  Mr.  Joselyn,  who  for  the  past  year  has 
allowed  no  unusual  expenditure. 


TEN  MILE  RIVER  AND  THACHER  BROOK 

The  Ten  Mile  River  and  Thacher  Brook  have  been  taken  care  of  as 
well  as  could  be  reasonably  expected.  The  responsibility  of  the  City  in 
caring  for  these  streams  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  definitely  fixed  within 
positive  limitations.  It  is  the  desire  of  this  Department  to  do  its  full 
duty  with  the  funds  available  in  looking  after  any  just  responsibility 
which  belongs  to  it.  Several  abuttors  along  these  streams  seem  to  mis- 
understand this  departmental  responsibility  in  expending  public  funds 
under  this  account.  I recommend  that  a Council  committee  in  conjunc- 
tion with  adequate  legal  authority,  after  due  study,  enlighten  this  De- 
partment covering  its  responsibilities  in  care  and  control  of  streams, 
within  the  geographical  limits  of  the  City,  especially  the  Ten  Mile  River 
and  Thacher  Brook. 


INSURANCE  AND  INCIDENTALS 

Our  Insurance  and  Incidental  accounts  are  detailed  statistically.  The 
Insurance,  of  course,  includes  fire  on  some  of  our  buildings  and  equip- 
ment with  the  exception  of  motor  vehicles  which  are  handled  under  a 
fleet  fire  policy  not  within  the  Department,  and  liability  and  compensa- 
tion. 

The  other  sizeable  account,  Vacations,  is  for  payment  of  our  highway 
men  for  that  time  off  which  is  properly  due  them  under  the  ordinance. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Under  New  Equipment  it  will  be  noted  that  a new  Mack  truck  was 
purchased  for  $5,571.50  and  also  a snow  plow  rigging  to  go  with  same. 


SNOW  AND  ICE 

Our  Snow  and  Ice  account  including  practically  the  entire  City  mile- 
age for  snow  plowing  on  highways  and  also  sidewalks  indicates  a very 
low  per  mile  cost  for  the  full  season  using  100  miles  of  highway  to  obtain 
the  unit. 

I believe  that  full  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  personnel  of 
this  Department  in  keeping  the  unit  at  a minimum  should  be  expressed 
formally  by  the  governing  body.  The  multitude  of  detail  applicable 
under  the  account  can  only  be  appreciated  after  a reasonable  study.  I 
am  taking  this  opportunity,  therefore,  of  conveying  to  all  of  those  em- 
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ployees  of  this  Department  engaged  in  snow  and  ice  operations  for  the 
year  1928  my  sincere  appreciation  for  work  splendidly  done. 


SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

A sizable  program  was  outlined  under  the  Sidewalks  and  Curbing 
account  to  improve  conditions  in  accordance  with  the  desires  of  different 
large  groups  of  people.  The  Department  was  glad  to  recommend  a 
curbing  and  sidewalk  improvement  at  the  Washington  School  in  South 
Attleboro.  It  was  indeed  badly  needed.  This  Department  was  further 
glad  to  recommend  a similar  improvement  on  Barrows  and  Washington 
Streets  at  the  Lincoln  School.  The  results  in  these  cases  are  well  worth 
while. 

On  School  Street  a real  improvement  was  obtained  through  the  work 
of  the  Street  Committee. 

On  Maple  Street  in  the  block  between  Pine  and  South  Main  Streets 
the  City  showed  a splendid  spirit  in  desiring  to  keep  pace  with  other  im- 
provements in  that  locality. 

On  other  streets  listed,  work  as  outlined  was  taken  care  of.  The 
gross  expenditures  under  the  account  are  much  larger  than  is  usual 
for  a year,  and  I believe  that  the  pace  set  should  be  maintained  as  there 
is  no  other  improvement  that  I know  of  which  is  so  conducive  to  public 
safety  under  existing  conditions  on  our  highways  as  an  excellent  cement 
sidewalk  properly  protected  with  granite  wheel-guard  curb.  May  I urge 
upon  the  interested  members  of  the  governing  body  the  need  for  exten- 
sive improvements  both  in  curbing  and  in  permanent  sidewalk  surface. 


MAPLE  STREET  BRIDGE 

On  Maple  Street  a new  cement  bridge  was  voted  to  replace  an  old 
wooden  structure  that  was  in  an  unsafe  condition.  The  work  was  ad- 
vertised and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  low  bidder. 

In  addition  to  the  actual  bridge  structure  which  was  under  contract 
at  the  turn  of  the  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  some  pipe  crossing 
changes,  set  some  curb  and  round  corners,  construct  catch  basins  on 
each  side  of  the  structure  for  surface  water  drainage  which  will  ulti- 
mately be  extended  on  Maple  Street  both  ways  from  the  brook  and 
proper  walls  to  retain  the  brook  embankment  upstream  and  downstream 
from  the  structure  itself.  This  work,  of  course,  will  be  finished  in  the 
coming  year. 


REMOVING  N-T-A  RAILS  ON  PLEASANT  STREET 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  funds 
were  appropriated  to  be  used  in  removing  such  rails  of  the  N-T-A  in 
Pleasant  Street  as  appeared  dangerous  in  the  use  of  the  highway.  The 
progress  made  has  eliminated  those  conditions  on  which  the  most  com- 
plaint had  been  received.  Unquestionably  in  the  coming  year  this  work 
will  be  continued  so  that  ultimately  the  road  width  can  be  carried  out 
to  replace  that  space  now  occupied  by  the  rails.  It  is  likely  that  the 
time  feature  in  this  operation  will  be  controlled  by  the  legal  proceedings 
in  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  defunct  N-T-A. 
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1927  HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 

Under  the  accounts  of  Highway  Maintenance  and  Operation  carried 
over  from  1927  proper  authority  having  been  obtained  a major  improve- 
ment was  worked  out  beginning  very  early  in  the  year  on  Newport  Ave- 
nue from  Orr  Street  southerly  to  the  foot  of  the  slope  approaching  the 
railroad  bridge.  Something  over  10,000  linear  feet  of  highway  was  im- 
proved its  full  width,  the  sub-grade  being  worked  out  to  a proper  profile 
and  such  drainage  as  was  required  taken  care  of  properly 

Fills  and  cuts  under  this  account  were  rather  heavy  and  this  grading 
work  was  taken  care  of  by  Joseph  McCormick  of  East  Providence,  under 
a unit  price  for  shovel  contract  work. 

Some  of  the  waste  from  the  job  was  spoiled  as  sidewalk  fill  on 
Washington  Street  between  Barrows  Street  and  the  first  house  some 
distance  away  in  a northerly  direction  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Pike. 
This  amounted  to  several  hundred  cubic  yards.  In  addition,  further 
material  was  spoiled  to  widen  a deep  and  dangerous  slope  on  the  east 
erly-  side  of  the  Pike  opposite  Allen  Avenue.  While  this  valuable  result 
was  obtained  from  the  Newport  Avenue  operations,  no  charges  for  the 
benefit  derived  are  shown  against  it. 

After  the  sub-grading  of  the  highway  as  projected  was  completed,  a 
heavy  layer  of  gravel  from  the  Pumping  Station  bank  was  worked  onto 
this  road,  a considerable  portion  of  it  being  placed  by  McCormick  with 
shovel  and  trucks,  and  the  balance  of  it  making  an  excellent  late  winter 
job  for  our  own  forces. 

After  this  material  had  been  packed,  scraped  and  dragged  several 
coats  of  asphaltic  oil  were  p aced  on  the  wheelway  lines,  giving  a serv- 
iceable highway  and  an  extraordinary  improvement  over  what  had  here- 
tofore been  a mean,  overgrown,  sandy  road  condition. 

It  is  indeed  a great  satisfaction  to  report  this  improvement  as  the 
highway  is  now  ready  for  underground  structures-  before  permanent  sur- 
face improvement  is  undertaken. 

The  drain  replacement  for  East  Street,  carried  over  from  1927,  was 
taken  up  and  the  pipe  material  for  the  work  purchased  early  in  the 
year.  The  idea  in  keeping  this  double  strength  pipe  on  hand  was  to  be 
prepared  for  any  emergency  that  might  arise. 

At  a favorable  time  of  the  year  the  work  was  advertised,  but  the 
bids  received  were  not  satisfactory  and  so  after  an  interval,  the  work 
was  re-advertised  and  these  bids  were  under  consideration  at  the  turn 
of  the  year. 

On  Pearl  and  School  Streets  the  drains  which  were  in  service,  having 
been  constructed  in  the  previous  year,  were  looked  after  particularly  as 
to  sidewalk  replacement  and  street  returns  so  that  a maximum  benefit 
could  be  obtained  from  the  underground  structures  which  have  been  of 
such  great  protection  to  numerous  factory  employees  during  stormy 
weather. 

A few  miscellaneous  charges  under  these  carried  over  accounts  will 
be  noted  for  small  amounts  due  to  the  distribution  under  the  work  out- 
lined above. 

The  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  problem  should  be  met  fairly,  bearing 
in  mind  the  record,  financial  and  otherwise,  of  the  municipal  ownership 
and  operation  so  that  final  disposition  can  be  made  of  the  problem  as  it 
exists.  Evasion  of  the  issues  developed  represents  an  investment  to  no- 
body. Proper  settlement  of  these  issues  will  completely  cover  all  of 
the  features  involved  and  result  in  a sound  investment  for  everybody. 
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Adequate  and  proper  sewerage  relief  for  the  south  end  of  the  City 
should  be  delayed  no  longer.  Other  normal  expansion  of  our  sewer 
system  should  be  planned  and  constructed  promptly  as  the  benefits  de- 
rived are  primary  and  universal  to  the  welfare  of  the  community. 

The  placing  in  operation  of  the  new  water  supply  during  192 (s 
should  be  hastened  and  the  standpipe  improvements  which  are  desirable 
for  a system  supplied  as  this  one  will  be  necessary  without  delay. 

Besides  normal  main  line  extension,  a continuation  of  the  grid-iron 
policy  of  improving  the  supply  in  gallons  per  minute  at  given  control 
points  should  be  maintained.  Elimination  of  dead  ends  as  a permanent 
policy  should  not  slacken.  Accurate  measurements  of  all  outlets  on  the 
system  should  be  made  compulsory  to  adequately  protect  the  investment 
of  the  municipal  corporation. 

On  the  highways,  courage  in  planning  for  the  future  should  be  ex- 
hibited and  should  include  bridge  and  culvert  construction.  Courage 
tempered  with  experience  and  judgment  will  lead,  I believe,  to  a change 
upward  in  the  minimum  width  of  streets  for  lay-out  under  the  ordinances. 
Full  recognition  of  the  twelve  months’  problem  of  highway  maintenance 
and  operation  in  this  latitude  should  convince  the  governing  body  that  a 
consolidation,  spoken  of  by  Municipal  Councils  in  the  past,  hooking  to- 
gether our  bases  of  operation  in  this  Department  is  overdue.  Many 
features  of  this  problem  need  prompt  attention.  That  of  properly  con- 
structing and  equipping  the  buildings  needed  would  make  an  excellent 
starting  point  in  progress  toward  a satisfactory  final  result.

The  portable  building  at  the  Richardson  School  is  not  used  and 
should  be  removed,  as  it  takes  up  valuable  play  ground  space. 

In  my  report  in  1920,  I recommended  the  building  of  an  addition  to 
the  Hebronville  School.  It  was  finally  decided  that  instead  of  an  addition 
to  the  present  building,  a new  building  should  be  erected.  An  architect 
was  secured,  plans  were  drawn,  bids  were  received,  and  the  committee 
was  ready  to  award  the  contract  when  it  was  rumored  that  the  Hebron 
Mill  was  in  financial  difficulty  and  might  close.  Not  knowing  what 
might  happen  to  the  school  population  of  the  village,  and  not  wishing  to 
build  a building  if  the  number  of  pupils  was  to  be  greatly  reduced,  the 
Committee  on  November  1,  1921,  decided  to  postpone  action  on  erecting 
the  building.  That  was  seven  years  ago.  The  enrollment  figures  of  the 
school  for  the  month  of  October  for  the  last  ten  years  show  that  the 
school  has  held  very  close  to  the  enrollment  that  it  had  in  1920  when 
my  first  recommendation  was  made.

Since  1920  the  enrollment  has  been  practically  constant,  averaging 
210  pupils.  These  pupils  are  housed  in  an  old  five-room  building  erected 
in  1884  and  in  two  portables  bought  in  1920  and  1923.  There  are  three 
hot  air  furnaces  in  the  main  building  and  one  in  each  portable.  While 
there  are  seats  enough  for  all  the  pupils,  I consider  the  school  inade- 
quately housed.  The  portable  buildings  have  no  drinking  water  or  toilets, 
the  children  being  obliged  to  go  to  the  main  building.  The  toilets  in 
the  main  building  were  never  intended  for  so  large  a number  of  pupils, 
and  the  stairs  to  the  basement  are  narrow,  and  the  toilet  rooms  small. 
The  hallway  in  the  building  is  very  small,  and  there  are  poor  accommo- 
dations for  the  pupils’  clothing.  The  portable  school  buildings  were  in- 
tended for  only  temporary  use,  but  one  has  been  in  use  eight  years  and 
the  other  five.  It  was  never  planned  to  use  these  permanently.  So  long 
as  the  number  of  children  seems  to  be  fairly  constant,  and  is  nearly  the 
same  as  it  was  when  the  first  recommendation  was  made,  I recommend 
that  the  original  plan  be  now  carried  out  and  that  a new  building,  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  be  erected  at  Hebronville. 

At  the  Washington  School  where  two  portable  buildings  are  also  in 
use,  5 rooms  now  have  an  enrollment  of  41  or  more.  The  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  were  transferred  from  this  school  to  the  Lincoln  School  in 
September,  1926,  when  the  Lincoln  School  was  opened.  In  October,  1925, 
the  enrollment  was  380.  In  October,  1926,  after  transfers  had  been  made 
to  the  Lincoln  School,  the  enrollment  was  349.  In  October,  1927,  the 
enrollment  was  353,  and  this  year  it  is  363  and  is  still  growing.  The 
Washington  School  is  now  the  third  largest  school  in  the  city  below 
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the  High  School,  ranking  next  to  the  Bliss  and  Richardson  Schools.  It 
is  evident  from  these  figures  that  further  action  to  take  care  of  this  sec- 
tion will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future.  I give  the  enrollment  for  the 
month  of  October  since  1909:

The  Dodgeville  School,  a four-room  building  with  an  enrollment  in 
November  of  147  pupils,  shows  a gain  of  28  over  the  same  month  last 
year.  Three  of  the  rooms  have  two  grades  each,  and  with  thirty-eight 
or  forty  pupils  to  a room,  it  is  difficult  to  keep  the  school  to  a high 
standard.  The  playground  at  this  school  is  very  small  and  allows  very 
little  play  space  for  the  children.  In  these  days  when  large  playgrounds 
are  being  advocated  and  so  much  is  being  done  to  interest  pupils  in 
games  and  sports,  any  action  that  can  be  taken  to  increase  the  size  of 
the  school  grounds  would  be  of  great  educational  benefit. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  of  playgrounds,  I would  like  to  rec- 
ommend that  the  large  playground  at  Hebronville  given  to  the  City  by 
Mr.  Finberg  in  1926,  be  graded  and  a fence  placed  on  the  South  Main 
Street  side  of  the  lot. 

In  the  center  of  the  city  there  is  no  actual  crowding  at  present.  The 
High  School  has  an  enrollment  at  present  of  less  than  700  and  I doubt 
if  the  enrollment  next  September  will  be  any  larger  than  it  was  this  year. 
When  it  is  necessary  to  build  a building  to  relieve  the  High  School,  I 
hope  it  will  take  the  form  of  a junior  high  school  and  thus  take  the  pupils 
out  of  the  Bank  Street  School  at  the  same  time. 

School  environment  has  so  much  to  do  with  the  education  of  the 
pupils,  their  attitude  toward  school  and  their  like  or  dislike  for  school, 
that  it  seems  a pity  that  in  several  of  our  schools  the  children  never  see  a 
good  building  till  they  get  to  High  School.  This  is  especially  true  in 
Dodgeville.  Hebronville  and  Sanford  Street  Schools.  If  the  children  in 
these  sections  could  get  their  education  in  modern,  up  to  date  buildings 
like  the  newer  buildings  in  the  city,  I believe  the  schools  would  be  better 
and  the  pupils  do  better  work.  It  is  hard  for  teachers  or  pupils  to  take 
pride  in  their  work  when  there  is  nothing  uplifting  in  their  surroundings. 


Educational  Progress 

The  most  important  item  of  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  schools 
has  been  in  the  subject  of  reading.  In  January,  Miss  Caroline  J.  Trom- 
mel’ of  Boston  Teachers’  College  addressed  the  teachers  on  “The  De- 
veloping Importance  of  Silent  Reading  in  the  School  Curriculum.” 
Teachers  from  North  Attleboro  and  Norton  united  with  Attleboro  teach- 
ers for  this  meeting.  Following  this  meeting  a class  for  the  study  of 
reading  was  organized  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Division  of  Uni- 
versity Extension.  The  class  was  conducted  by  Miss  Trommer  and  more 
than  fifty  Attleboro  teachers  toGk  the  course  of  six  lessons,  with  twelve 
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to  fifteen  teachers  from  North  Attleboro  and  Norton.  This  course  gave 
the  teachers  very  detailed  directions  for  improving  their  work  and  the 
teachers  began  at  once  to  put  into  practice  in  their  class  rooms  the  sug- 
gestions made.  As  a result  the  subject  of  reading  has  received  a great 
deal  of  attention  during  the  year  in  all  grades.  The  Newson  Readers 
have  been  placed  in  all  first  grades,  Standard  Test  Lessons  in  Reading 
by  McCall  & Crabbs  have  been  supplied  in  many  classes,  readers  for  de- 
veloping silent  reading  are  being  used,  and  the  study  of  literature  rather 
than  a continuation  of  oral  and  silent  reading  is  being  emphasized  in 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

Beginning  the  year  with  instructions  by  Miss  Trommel’  the  year 
closed  with  a teachers’  meeting  held  December  13,  1928,  for  primary 
grades,  addressed  by  Miss  Una  Elliot,  instructor  in  the  use  of  the  New- 
son Readers.  This  meeting  was  attended  by  fifteen  teachers  from  North 
Attleboro.  Miss  Elliot  visited  several  primary  grades  during  the  day, 
observed  the  work  of  the  teachers  and  was  thus  able  to  make  definite 
recommendations  regarding  the  manner  in  which  the  work  could  be 
improved.  Miss  Elliot  found  many  things  in  the  schools  to  praise,  and 
she  gave  the  teachers  a new  impulse  for  getting  better  results  in  reading. 

The  course  of  study  in  reading  for  the  grades  is  now  very  definite. 
Newson  Readers  and  Stone’s  Silent  Readers  in  Grades  I,  II  and  III;  sup- 
plementary oral  and  silent  readers  in  Grades  IV,  V and  VI;  literature  in 
Grades  VII  and  VIII;  supplemented  with  Standard  Test  Lessons  in  Read- 
ing in  grades  above  the  second,  and  the  Stanford  Tests  in  Reading  in 
Grades  VII  and  VIII.  Reading  material  is  being  supplied  to  the  schools 
as  fast  as  possible  to  put  this  course  into  effect. 

In  geography,  also,  advancement  has  been  made.  On  January  11, 
1928,  the  teachers  were  addressed  by  Miss  Louise  G.  Ramsdell  of  Fram- 
ingham Normal  School  on  “Methods  of  Teaching  Geography.”  This  meet- 
ing included  teachers  from  North  Attleboro  and  Norton.  Miss  Ramsdell’s 
address  was  helpful  because  it  was  in  line  with  the  new  outline  in  geo- 
graphy prepared  last  year  and  put  into  effect  this  fall.  By  this  new  out- 
line the  study  of  political  geography  ends  with  the  seventh  grade.  The 
eighth  grade  takes  up  the  study  of  Modern  Business  Geography  in  four 
main  divisions:  Primary  production,  transportation,  manufacturing  and 

consumption.  Thus  the  topics  food,  clothing,  shelter  and  commerce  taken 
up  in  an  elementary  way  in  the  fifth  grade,  and  used  more  or  less  as  a 
basis  for  study  in  Grades  VI  and  VII,  are  extended  and  developed  more 
fully  in  Grade  VIII,  and  pupils  are  given  a much  more  intelligent  idea 
of  the  world  and  the  inter-relation  of  the  people  than  could  possibly  be 
secured  from  the  old  study  of  political  geography. 

In  May,  Attleboro  took  part  for  the  third  time  in  a State  wide  contest 
in  Arithmetic.  This  contest  has  been  conducted  by  Boston  University  in 
an  attempt  to  improve  the  results  in  accuracy  in  the  fundamental  pro- 
cesses in  the  elementary  grades.  Attleboro  has  stood  well  in  each  of 
the  preceding  tests.  The  results  of  the  third  test  have  just  been  received. 
The  sixth  grade  is  just  at  the  State  average,  the  fifth  grade  is  a little 
below,  and  the  seventh  grade  is  a little  above.  We  are  satisfied  to  equal 
the  State  average  or  exceed  it,  but  we  do  not  like  to  be  below  it.  Ef- 
forts will  be  made  at  once  to  improve  the  work  of  the  fifth  grade.  Diag- 
nostic tests  are  already  being  used  in  some  schools  and  the  work  will 
be  extended  to  all  schools  as  soon  as  possible.  These  tests  will  be 
used  to  determine  why  pupils  make  mistakes  in  addition,  subtraction, 
multiplication  cr  division,  and  then  drills  will  be  used  to  correct  the  er- 
rors found  to  be  common. 
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Attleboro  has  no  junior  high  school.  Lacking  that,  an  attempt  is 
being  made  this  year  to  include  in  the  work  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  some  of  the  distinctive  features  of  the  junior  high  school.  The 
limitations  are  many.  Scattered  as  the  grades  are  in  seven  buildings, 
it  is  obviously  impossible  to  offer  any  choice  of  subjects  like  the  study 
of  a foreign  language,  French  or  commercial  work,  typewriting  or  book- 
keeping. We  are  trying,  however,  to  organize  clubs,  to  have  rooms  or- 
ganized for  work  as  units  with  presiding  officers,  secretaries  and  com- 
mittees, to  have  assembly  periods  where  the  pupils  provide  the  program, 
to  teach  the  use  of  the  library,  to  give  some  instruction  in  guidance 
which  includes  how  to  study  and  the  educational  opportunities  in  Attle- 
boro in  the  seventh  grade  and  elementary  vocational  guidance  in  the 
eighth  grade,  and  more  time  for  health  work  in  the  form  of  physical 
exercises  and  health  instruction.  To  put  this  program  into  effect  has 
meant  a re-arranging  of  the  time  schedule  for  these  grades  and  a recon- 
struction of  the  teachers’  programs.  This  has  been  accomplished,  how- 
ever, and  the  new  plan  is  now  being  tried  out.  I shall  be  glad  to  report 
later  the  results  of  this  experiment. 

Last  year  I reported  on  the  equipment  in  the  schools  for  visualizing 
education  in  geography  and  history,  consisting  of  stereopticons,  lantern 
slides,  stereoscopes  and  stereographs  and  motion  picture  projectors. 
This  year  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  have  provided  a 
motion  picture  projector  for  the  Bliss  School,  so  that  now  three  schools, 
the  High,  Bliss  and  Lincoln  schools  can  have  motion  pictures  at  any 
time  to  supplement  the  instructions  of  the  teachers.  There  is  also  a 
portable  projector  for  use  in  the  smaller  buildings.  These  motion  pic- 
ture machines  have  proved  very  valuable  already  in  the  teaching  of  his- 
tory. We  are  having  again  this  year  the  complete  set  of  photoplays 
produced  by  Yale  University,  based  on  the  Chronicles  of  American  His- 
tory, for  use  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  These  pictures  give  the  pupils 
a very  vivid  presentation  of  the  early  events  in  American  History,  be- 
ginning with  its  discovery  by  Columbus  and  extending  through  the  period 
of  colonization  and  settlement,  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  government.  Pupils  who  see  these  pictures  can- 
not fail  to  have  a clearer  comprehension  of  early  American  History  than 
is  possible  with  simply  the  use  of  books  and  the  Attleboro  schools  are 
fortunate  in  having  these  pictures  and  the  facilities  for  showing  them. 
Attleboro  has  the  name  of  being  progressive  in  education  and  it  is  such 
equipment  as  this  that  makes  part  of  our  progress  possible. 

The  needs  of  the  schools  are  many.  Changes  in  the  curriculum  are 
constantly  being  made.  The  old  subjects  of  instruction  still  remain. 
Reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  are  still  fundamental  subjects  and  form 
the  backbone  of  all  school  work.  So  many  subjects  have  been  added, 
however,  and  the  time  and  energy  of  the  teachers  are  expended  in  so 
many  different  lines  of  endeavor  that  it  is  a wonder  that  the  schools 
accomplish  as  much  as  they  do.  So  many  special  weeks  demand  at- 
tention, like  education  week  and  book  week  and  better  English  week 
and  fire  prevention  week  and  safety  week,  and  so  many  special  days 
have  to  be  observed,  like  health  day  and  the  holidays,  which  are  in- 
creasing in  number  and  require  special  exercises,  and  the  subjects  of 
study  required  by  law  have  so  increased  in  number  in  the  last  few  years, 
that  the  schools  do  well  to  maintain  an  acceptable  standard  in  the  fun- 
damental subjects.  All  of  these  changes,  however,  are  in  response  to 
the  demand  of  public  opinion,  and  the  schools  are  simply  trying  to  meet 
this  demand. 
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To  the  traditional  subjects  of  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  spelling, 
geography,  history  and  English  language  and  grammar,  have  been  added 
in  recent  years  drawing,  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  duties 
of  citizenship,  good  behavior,  indoor  and  outdoor  games  and  athletic  exer- 
cises and  safety  instruction.  It  is  obvious  that  as  the  subjects  to  be 
taught  increase  with  the  school  day  remaining  the  same,  five  hours, 
that  the  time  allowed  the  old  subjects  must  be  shortened  and  the  con- 
tent i educed.  Only  by  setting  up  a definite  minimum  requirement  and 
then  trying  to  have  the  pupils  meet  that  requirement  can  any  satisfactory 
results  be  secured. 

Last  year,  in  an  attempt  to  satisfy  the  increasing  demands  made 
upon  the  schools  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law,  request  was 
made  for  an  appropriation  large  enough  to  provide  three  additional 
teachers:  A primary  supervisor,  a teacher  of  drawing  for  Grades  VII 

and  VIII,  and  a teacher  for  an  ungraded  class  at  the  Lincoln  School. 
These  teachers  were  very  much  needed  but  none  of  them  could  be  hired 
on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds.  These  teachers  are  still  needed.  The 
supervisor  of  drawing  now  spends  four  days  at  the  High  School.  A 
teacher  is  needed  there  for  five  days.  An  additional  teacher  in  draw- 
ing should  be  provided  to  take  the  work  in  Grades  VII  and  VIII.  The 
results  in  drawing  would  be  greatly  improved  and  we  should  be  giving 
the  pupils  much  better  instruction  in  these  grades  than  they  now  re- 
ceive. The  regular  teachers,  who  now  teach  the  drawing,  are  not  spec- 
ialists in  drawing.  They  teach  several  other  subjects.  A special  draw- 
ing teacher  for  these  grades  would  give  drawing  the  standing  it  ought 
to  have  in  a jewelry  city  like  Attleboro  and  would  send  the  pupils  to 
the  High  School  with  a much  better  preparation  for  the  work  to  be  done 
there  than  they  now  have. 

The  law  requires  a special  class  for  pupils  three  years  or  more 
retarded.  We  have  one  such  class  at  the  Richardson  School.  Another 
class  is  recommended  for  the  Lincoln  School.  There  are  enough  pupils 
in  that  section  to  form  such  a class.  Only  the  money  to  hire  the  teacher 
is  lacking. 

In  music,  also,  there  is  need  of  an  additional  instructor.  Mr.  Gibb 
is  now  at  the  High  School  to  conduct  the  orchestra  for  opening  exer- 
cises three  mornings  a week,  and  for  orchestra  practice  three  afternoons 
a week,  for  the  glee  club  one  afternoon  a week.  He  is  able  to  visit 
the  grade  rooms  only  once  a month.  An  assistant  to  take  care  of  the 
lower  grades  leaving  Mr.  Gibb  more  time  to  devote  to  the  upper  grades 
and  the  High  School  would  produce  better  results  in  music. 

Two  important  members  of  any  school  department  at  the  present 
time  are  the  school  physician  and  the  school  nurse.  The  law  requires 
that  every  pupil  in  the  public  schools  be  given  a physical  examination 
once  a year  and  that  the  records  be  kept  on  blanks  furnished  by  the 
State.  The  examinations  for  sight  and  hearing  are  made  by  the  teach- 
ers. These  physical  examinations,  however,  are  a small  part  of  the 
work  of  the  school  physician  and  the  nurse.  The  nurse  visits  each 
school  regularly  to  inspect  any  children  who  may  have  symptoms  of  any 
contagious  disease.  Any  suspicious  cases  are  referred  to  the  school 
physician.  Pupils  who  have  been  absent  for  a week  or  two  for  an  un- 
known cause  are  visited  in  their  houses.  In  case  of  an  outbreak  of  a 
contagious  disease  like  scarlet  fever  we  have  been  having  this  fall 
in  the  Richardson  School,  the  school  physician  and  the  school  nurse 
examine  all  the  pupils  in  the  school  two  or  three  times  a week  and 
many  home  visits  are  made  to  determine  the  cause  of  the  pupils’  ab- 
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sence.  There  are  3,300  pupils  in  the  schools  below  the  High  School. 
To  visit  the  schools  regularly  to  make  inspections,  make  the  home  visits 
required,  make  special  visits  to  schools  where  there  may  be  suspicious 
cases  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  help  the  school  physician  in  taking 
cultures  or  in  making  special  examinations  of  the  pupils,  prepare  the 
histories  of  those  pupils  three  years  retarded  for  their  examination  by 
Dr.  Patterson,  to  recommend  pupils  for  the  open  air  room,  to  select 
pupils  for  the  health  camp  at  Briggs  Corner  and  to  get  the  consent  of 
the  parents  that  the  pupils  may  attend,  to  assist  the  health  officer  in 
selecting  boys  for  the  Lions’  Health  Camp,  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
work  of  the  teacher  regarding  the  monthly  weighing  of  the  underweights 
and  the  gain  or  loss  shown  by  the  charts,  and  to  give  the  time  necessary 
to  help  individual  pupils  who  need  to  have  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed, 
or  be  fitted  with  glasses,  or  to  be  taken  to  a hospital  for  an  operation — 
to  do  all  this  is  almost  more  than  one  person  can  do.  The  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  a second  school  nurse  should  be  provided.

Repairs 

The  amount  expended  for  repairs  each  year  is  inadequate  to  keep 
the  buildings  and  grounds  in  good  condition.  The  newer  buildings  are, 
of  course,  in  good  condition  and  should  be  kept  so.  The  High  School 
and  the  Lincoln,  Bliss,  Richardson,  Tiffany  and  Washington  Schools,  are 
brick  buildings  and  do  not  require  money  for  shingling  and  painting  as 
the  wooden  buildings  do.  The  High  School  building,  however,  has  been 
in  use  nearly  fifteen  years,  and  each  year  the  inside  of  the  building 
grows  a little  shabbier  looking.  The  hall  was  redecorated  last  summer, 
but  many  of  the  walls  need  painting  and  calcimining,  and  the  desks  re- 
finishing to  keep  the  building  up  as  it  should  be.  Of  the  wooden  build- 
ings the  small  schools  like  Farmers,  Capron,  Carpenter  Street,  Pleasant 
Street,  Briggs  Corner  and  the  Plat  are  in  fair  condition.  The  other  build- 
ings, Bank  Street,  Sanford  Street,  Dodgeville,  Hebronville  and  South 
Attleboro  are  old  and  have  not  for  years  had  sufficient  money  spent  on 
them.  The  grounds  and  walks  at  the  older  buildings  add  nothing  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  schools  and  many  of  the  walks  need  to  be  replaced. 
The  amount  available  each  year  has  been  insufficient  to  do  all  that 
should  be  done  to  preserve  the  property  as  it  should  be,  and  the  build- 
ings and  grounds  show  it.  The  school  property  is  valued  at  $1,250,000 
and  the  amount  spent  for  repairs  is  about  $12,000.  This  takes  care  of 
repairs  absolutely  necessary,  but  is  not  enough  to  keep  the  buildings  in 
a condition  that  the  city  would  be  proud  of.  A special  appropriation  of 
$3,000  for  five  years  to  replace  old  boilers  and  furnaces,  lay  cement 
walks,  improve  the  grounds  and  varnish  and  calcimine  some  of  the  older 
buildings  would  not  only  improve  the  property  but  react  on  the  education 
of  the  children  by  providing  the  proper  environment  for  the  pupils. 
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Accomplishments 

In  carrying  out  the  recommendations  of  last  year,  the  following  are 
some  of  the  things  that  have  been  accomplished: 

1.  New  geographies  for  Grades  VI  and  VII  have  been  placed  in  most 
of  the  schools.  A beginning  has  been  made  in  Grades  IV  and  V. 

2.  New  textbooks  in  language  have  been  bought  for  Grade  VII  and 
a few  sets  for  Grades  V and  VI. 

3.  New  duplicators  have  been  supplied  for  three  schools. 

4.  A new  self-feeding  mimeograph  has  been  placed  in  the  superin 
tendent’s  office,  and  the  old  one  moved  to  the  High  School. 

5.  Sidewalks  have  been  built  at  the  Lincoln  and  Washington 
Schools. 

6.  A wire  fence  has  been  built  on  the  Washington  Street  side  of 
the  Lincoln  School  Playground. 

7.  The  “No  School  Signal”  has  been  changed  as  recommended. 

Recommendations 

On  the  following  recommendations,  made  last  year,  nothing  has  been 
done,  and  I repeat  them  here. 

1.  Continue  to  buy  new  maps. 

2.  Purchase  sets  of  Health  Books  for  Grades  V,  VI  and  VII. 

3.  Urge  the  city  to  build  cement  walks  the  entire  length  of  Wash- 
ington Street. 

4.  Petition  the  city  to  accept  Rex  Avenue  and  build  a driveway  into 
the  yard  of  the  Washington  School. 

5.  Build  a wire  fence  along  the  South  Main  Street  side  of  the  lot 
at  Hebronville  and  grade  the  lot.  Total  cost  not  over  $500. 

6.  Install  a new  boiler  at  the  Bank  Street  School. 

7.  Rebuild  the  walks  at  several  of  the  old  schools. 

8.  Purchase  50  chairs  for  the  Bank  Street  School. 

9.  Give  the  principals  better  office  equipment. 

To  the  above  I would  like  to  add  the  following  new  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  Build  a new  building  at  Hebronville. 

2.  Study  the  needs  of  the  Washington  School  section. 

3.  Provide  an  assistant  to  the  supervisor  of  music. 

4.  Consider  the  need  of  an  additional  school  nurse. 

5.  Improve  the  looks  of  the  school  grounds  by  replacing  hedges  and 
regrading. 

6.  Remove  the  portable  school  building  at  Richardson  School. 

The  last  three  years  have  seen  many  forward  steps  taken  in  the 
school  department.  Much  progress  has  been  made  in  many  lines.  All 
standard  tests  given  indicate  that  the  work  of  the  schools  is  good.  We 
have  many  progressive  teachers  who  are  ambitious  for  their  schools. 
They  in  turn  inspire  others  and  thus  the  whole  teaching  force  is  enthused. 
To  the  earnest  sincere  efforts  of  the  teachers  is  due  whatever  of  success 
the  schools  have  attained.

Curricula  Changes 

The  following  changes  are  recommended  in  order  that  the  High 
School  Curriculum  may  more  closely  coincide  with  that  outlined  by  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 


Algebra 

Freshman  Algebra,  Elementary  Algebra  (Part  I)  represents  one 
year’s  work  in  Algebra.  The  course  we  give  at  the  present  time  fulfills 
the  requirements — 5 credits. 

Junior  Algebra,  Elementary  Algebra  (Part  II)  represents  the  second 
full  year’s  work  in  Algebra.  I wish  to  substitute  Intermediate  Algebra 
which  is  taught  for  one  half  year  for  Elementary  Algebra  (Part  II) — 5 
credits. 

Senior  Algebra,  Advanced  Algebra  is  taught  at  the  present  time,  the 
second  semester  of  the  Junior  year.  I wish  to  place  this  subject  in  the 
Senior  year  as  a year  subject  coming  twice  a week — 2 credits. 

Review  Mathematics.  This  subject  to  be  taught  the  senior  year  and 
given  three  times  a week  for  the  school  year — iy2  credits. 


Spelling 

I wish  to  recommend  that  pupils  receiving  a grade  of  A during  the 
work  of  the  first  semester  be  admitted  to  a final  examination  in  January. 
Pupils  receiving  a grade  of  A in  the  final  examination  to  be  excused 
from  further  work  in  Spelling  and  given  full  credit  for  their  work. 

Penmanship 

I wish  to  recommend  that  pupils  who  have  received  all  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  Awards  for  Penmanship  either  in  the  Grammar  School  or 
High  School,  have  completed  one  semester’s  work  in  the  High  School, 
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and  have  been  awarded  the  High  School  Certificate  in  Penmanship  be 
excused  from  further  work  in  this  subject  and  given  full  credit  for  their 
work. 


A Financial  Budget  for  the  High  School 

This  would  call  for  certain  sums  of  money  placed  in  the  school  bud- 
get, with  definite  amounts  credited  to  the  different  departments  of  the 
High  School,  and  subject  only  to  the  requisitions  of  the  High  School 
Principal,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

This  budget  would  be  made  out  of  the  High  School  Principal,  checked 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  then  presented  to  the  School 
Committee. 


Health 

One  of  the  rooms  in  the  manual  training  department  is  20’x32’  and 
contains  a band-saw,  lathe,  circular-saw,  jointer-surfacer  and  grinder. 

When  these  machines  are  in  operation,  the  air  in  the  room  is  sat- 
urated with  very  fine  dust,  a very  unhealthy  condition  for  the  pupils  who 
work  in  this  room.  This  condition  should  be  corrected  by  placing  blow- 
ers on  each  machine. 


Manual  Training  Projects 

The  work  in  this  department  should  be  organized  so  that  the  ad- 
vanced pupils  will  spend  a certain  number  of  hours  each  month  on  prac- 
tical projects  for  the  School  Department.  This  should  consist  of  minor 
repairs  in  the  High  School,  as  well  as  equipment  for  other  schools.  Some 
means  of  compensation  for  these  pupils  should  be  devised,  who  work 
extra  time  in  this  department. 


Filing  System 

The  Library  Bureau  Divisions  have  placed  on  the  market  the  fol- 
lowing indexing  and  filing  system. 

1.  Seventy-five  Pieces  of  Correspondence  for  Practice. 

2.  Cards  and  Card  Guides. 

3.  Direct  Alphabetical  Correspondence  File. 

4.  Trays  for  Files. 

5.  Trays  for  Correspondence  Filing. 

6.  Cross  Reference  Sheets. 

Each  pupil  could  have  the  above  equipment  at  a cost  of  $5.75.  This 
work  should  be  connected  with  Typewriting  III. 


Gymnasium 

Every  pupil  in  the  High  School,  unless  excused  by  a physician,  must 
take  physical  training  two  hours  a week. 

This  means  a population  of  about  2,800  pupils  on  the  floor  of  the 
gymnasium  each  week. 

Detaining  a group  of  pupils  for  one  hour  twice  a week  on  a bare  floor 
does  not  register  in  that  pupil’s  mind  the  real  value  of  this  work. 

Pupils  like  to  note  their  own  improvement  and  take  pride  in  their 
physical  efficiency. 
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I think  that  this  course  can  be  placed  on  a plane  interesting  enough 
so  that  they  will  want  to  continue  this  work  after  leaving  High  School 
and  not  wait  until  they  are  past  forty  when  they  are  often  forced  to 
take  exercise. 

The  school  should  have  at  the  present  time,  two  horses,  two  bucks, 
and  one  parallel  bar.  Other  equipment  could  be  made  by  the  manual 
training  department. 


Crowded  Condition  in  the  High  School 

The  High  School  at  the  present  time  has  720  pupils  and  662  home 
desks.  About  60  pupils  must  use  movable  desks  and  chairs  in  rooms 
not  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used.  Not  counting  the 
laboratory  courses,  we  have  116  recitations  each  day  which  contain  study 
pupils.  The  recitations  that  do  not  contain  study  pupils  are  located 
in  rooms  not  adapted  to  either  study  or  recitations.  Study  rooms  free 
from  recitations  are  practically  eliminated  from  the  school. 

A very  careful  study  of  this  situation  should  be  made  at  an  early 
date.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Director  of  the  Attleboro 
Continuation  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

In  my  previous  reports  I have  treated  of  the  purpose  and  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  school,  and  of  the  apparent  results  of  the  work  done. 
The  outline  of  instruction  and  the  many  activities  that  are  carried  on 
in  the  school  have  also  .been  considered  in  previous  reports.  As  it  would 
be  mere  repetition  to  consider  these  points,  and  tedious  to  deal  with  the 
routine  work,  which  has  gone  on  as  usual,  it  might  be  advantageous  for 
me  to  point  out  some  of  the  features  of  our  work  which  are  but  little 
known,  but  of  which  a knowledge  is  requisite  to  an  understanding  of  the 
work  of  the  school. 

One  phase  of  our  work  which  is  not  generally  khown  is  that  which 
is  required  by  the  State  Department  in  the  form  of  a survey  for  individual 
enrollment,  analysis  and  assignment.  To  obtain  the  information  that  is 
desired  it  is  necessary  to  have  a conference  with  the  minor,  his  parents 
and  his  employer.  A portion  of  the  data  that  is  called  for  on  the  blank 
is  as  follows:

As  is  evident  from  a perusal  of  this  questionnaire  the  information 
obtained  helps  the  school  to  co-operate  with  the  pupil  and  bring  out  in 
him  his  best,  so  that  he  may  be  of  the  greatest  possible  service  to  him- 
self and  others.  While  the  compilation  of  this  information  is  a con- 
siderable task,  yet  we  feel  that  the  advantages  gained  repay  us  for  the 
efforts  made. 

Another  part  of  our  work  which  requires  considerable  expenditure 
of  time  and  labor  is  our  accounting  of  the  cost  and  market  value  of  all 
manual  productivity  of  the  pupils.  We  keep  a record  of  all  such  work 
whether  it  is  the  soldering  of  a teakettle  or  the  construction  of  a book- 
case, whether  the  serving  of  a meal  or  the  making  of  a dress.  This  cost 
does  not  include  overhead  or  instruction,  but  just  the  cost  of  labor  and 
the  value  of  materials.  Detailed  productivity  reports  are  required  by 
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the  State  Department  in  June. 

The  Continuation  School  law  is  not  yet  thoroughly  understood.  The 
law  clearly  states  that  no  one  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  shall  be 
employed  without  a working  certificate.  The  law  also  states  that  the 
employer  shall  return  to  the  Superintendent’s  office  the  employment  cer- 
tificate within  two  days  after  the  minor  has  left  his  employment.  Yet 
scarcely  a week  passes  without  some  violation  of  this  law.  There  have 
been  comparatively  few  cases  where  minors  have  been  employed  more 
hours  than  is  legal,  or  on  dangerous  machinery,  or  in  places  forbidden 
by  the  law.  It  has  been  our  purpose  to  interpret  the  law  to  those  who 
do  not  understand  it  and  to  see  that  they  comply  with  its  requirements. 
By  a new  ruling  made  at  the  State  Office  during  the  last  year  minors 
employed  as  domestics  or  in  farm  positions  must  attend  Continuation 
School. 

The  matter  of  attendance  by  the  pupils  at  the  Continuation  School 
is  one  that  requires  special  attention.  WJe  have  given  this  so  much  time, 
and  the  employers  have  been  so  helpful,  that  at  the  present  time  a very 
large  percentage  of  the  pupils  are  never  absent.  There  are  a few  who 
have  left  the  regular  school  because  they  did  not  like  it  who  will  attend 
the  Continuation  School  when  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  upon  them. 
Since  school  opened  last  September,  121  pupils  out  of  a total  enrollment 
of  179  have  not  lost  a day’s  attendance.  I consider  this  an  unusual 
record. 

I wish  in  this  public  way  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  deep 
appreciation  to  you  and  to  all  others  who  have  helped  to  make  my  work 
effective  and  pleasant.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  AMERICANIZATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This,  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Americanization  foi 
Attleboro,  covers  the  period  from  December  1st,  1927  to  December  1st, 
1928. 

There  has  been  this  year  a much  greater  interest  in  securing  citizen 
ship  papers  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  This  was  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  enthusiasm  created  by  the  Presidential  campaign 
and  the  desire  of  many  non-citizens  to  secure  the  right  to  vote  in  the 
Presidential  election.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  under  ordinary  con- 
ditions so  many  of  our  citizens  are  indifferent  to  their  civic  duties  and 
obligations,  for  Presidential  elections,  important  as  they  are,  do  not 
affect  as  closely  and  as  vitally  the  daily  life  of  each  of  us,  as  does  the 
municipal  or  State  election;  yet  often  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
registered  voters,  vote  in  municipal  or  State  elections.

In  addition  to  these  services,  many  which  it  is  impossible  to  classify 
have  been  rendered.  Among  these  the  following  seem  worthy  of  men- 
tion because  of  some  unusual  feature  connected  with  them.  Many  per- 
sons from  North  Attleboro,  some  from  Mansfield,  one  from  Franklin 
and  one  from  Foxboro  have  sought  assistance  relative  to  citizenship 
matters.  One  man  now  residing  in  New  Hampshire  and  one  now  in 
Kentucky  wrote  to  relatives  or  friends  here  asking  information.  These 
communications  were  referred  to  me  and  the  desired  information  was 
given. 

Inquiries  concerning  birth  certificates,  passports,  requirements  for 
admission  of  Canadians,  affidavits  showing  residence  in  other  states,  re- 
quirements for  admission  of  an  English  nurse  desiring  to  study  in  the 
United  States,  ballots  for  absentee  voters,  status  of  women  married  to 
aliens,  dates  for  registration  of  voters  and  many  other  questions  relating 
to  citizenship  have  been  answered  as  fully  and  completely  as  possible. 
In  some  cases  considerable  time  had  to  be  spent  in  securing  the  infor- 
mation desired  and  then  communicating  it  to  the  persons  seeking.  It 
is  always  a double  pleasure  to  me  to  do  this  since  it  not  only  helps  an- 
other, but  also  adds  to  my  own  information  and  assists  me  in  answering 
similar  future  inquiries. 

Through  the  assistance  of  ladies  in  some  of  the  womens’  clubs,  the 
street  assessors  lists  were  checked  against  the  voting  lists  and  in  this 
manner  the  names  and  addresses  of  many  non  citizens  were  found.  By 
the  help  of  pupils  in  all  the  schools,  letters  were  sent  to  about  two  thou- 
sand such  persons,  inviting  them  to  register  as  voters,  if  qualified,  or  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  and  advantages  of  the  evening  school 
classes.  It  is  difficult  to  say  how  much  influence  this  may  have  had  in 
securing  new  voters  or  new  members  for  the  evening  school,  but  coming 
as  it  did  so  shortly  before  election,  it  served  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
many  people  their  responsibility  as  citizens  or  citizens  to  be.  Many  who 
had  delayed  securing  final  citizenship  papersi  too  long,  were  disappointed 
in  being  unable  to  vote,  but  they  immediately  took  steps  to  complete  the 
process  and  be  ready  for  the  next  State  election.  From  present  indica- 
tions there  will  be  a large  number  of  petitioners  at  the  March  session 
of  the  court  at  Taunton.  In  September  a large  number  were  admitted 
to  citizenship,  nearly  every  one  of  whom  had  in  some  measure  been  as- 
sisted through  my  office. 

The  trip  to  Plymouth  and  Duxbury  was  a part  of  my  teaching  plan, 
by  means  of  which  it  is  my  purpose  to  attempt  to  show  our  new  Amer- 
icans at  what  a sacrifice  this  nation  was  founded.  Those  of  us  who  stood 
on  the  bleak,  snow  covered  hill  sides  of  Plymouth  in  February,  did  not 
find  it  hard  to  visualize  the  hardships  endured  by  the  first  settlers,  and 
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the  visit  later  in  the  day  to  Duxbury  and  John  Alden’s  house  gave  a won- 
derful opportunity  to  compare  living  conditions  then  with  those  of  today. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  future  citizens  who  made  the  trip  have  a 
deeper  appreciation  of  American  citizenship  because  of  it.  It  is  my  con- 
stant endeavor  in  this  class  to  so  present  the  history  and  traditions  of 
America,  that  a deeper  love  and  reverence  for  her  will  result,  and  these 
new  Americans  will  become  in  deed  and  in  truth,  true  and  loyal  citizens. 

The  motion  pictures,  made  possible  to  the  grades  through  the  Rich- 
ardson School  Fund  were  used  with  good  effect  in  the  citizenship  class 
in  presenting  the  history  of  America.  These  pictures  were  much  en- 
joyed and  appreciated. 

The  classes  at  Tiffany  School  were  discontinued  because  of  lack  of 
interest.  A very  few  progressive  people  in  that  locality  desire  an  evening 
school,  but  the  attendance  did  not  warrant  the  expense  of  continuance 
nor  the  reopening  this  fall.

It  has  been  my  feeling  that  the  attendance  at  evening  school  could 
be  much  increased  by  holding  classes  in  various  sections  of  the  city, 
where  the  people  who  would  benefit  by  it,  could  easily  reach  the  school. 
I realize  that  this  would  greatly  increase  the  expense,  but  I believe  the 
increased  attendance  and  subsequent  benefit  to  the  city,  of  a more  en- 
lightened populace  would  more  than  offset  the  added  expense.  People 
take  a natural  pride  in  what  they  feel  is  their  own,  and  a school  for 
them,  in  their  own  neighborhood  would  have  more  appeal  than  one  in  a 
distant  locality.  Then  too,  after  a day’s  work,  at  tiring  labor,  one  does 
not  feel  like  travelling  a distance  to  study. 

I hope  the  time  may  come  when  evening  classes  can  be  held  not 
only  at  the  High  School,  but  in  several  other  centers,  perhaps  at  the 
Bliss,  the  Richardson,  the  Lincoln  and  the  Washington  Schools. 

More  and  more  the  opportunities  of  the  evening  schools  should  be 
extended,  so  that  not  only  aliens  who  seek  citizenship,  but  any  one  who 
desires  further  mental  improvement  may  find  it  in  the  evening  schools.

The  activities  for  adults  are  held  from  October  1 to  January  1,  and 
from  March  1 to  June  1,  they  are  omitted  during  January  and  February 
because  of  the  inclement  weather  conditions  and  the  resulting  impaired 
car  service.  The  “Community  Cottage,”  the  twelve-room  house  which 
is  being  repaired,  remodeled  and  made  ready  for  community  and  extra- 
curricula use  for  the  school,  is  our  most  ambitious  extra  activity. 

Last  year  we  did  much  tearing  out,  laid  a new  floor,  replastered  and 
painted  two  rooms.  The  studio  for  the  use  of  gifted  students  in  the 
second  story  is  nearly  finished.  A greater  part  of  our  time  this  fall  has 
been  spent  tearing  apart,  resawing  and  making  over  an  abandoned  old- 
fashioned  fence  which  formerly  stood  on  the  line  between  the  school 
yard  and  the  new  playground.  The  boys  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades 
have  had  as  a manual  training  project  the  building  of  250  feet  of  this 
fence.  They  dug  the  postholes,  set  the  posts  and  stringers  and  sawed, 
pointed  and  nailed  on  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  pickets.  This  work 
has  been  done  during  the  first  twelve  weeks  of  school  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Gagner,  our  janitor. 

The  Branch  of  the  Public  Library  has  been  installed  in  the  Cottage 
since  July  1st  of  this  year. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  term  we  are  planning  to  have  the  boys 
construct  early  Colonial  tables  and  benches  for  use  in  the  library. 

The  room  for  use  as  “A  Community  Health  Centre”  is  ready  and  we 
plan  to  move  the  Child  Welfare  Conference  there  the  first  of  the  year. 
We  hope  sometime  to  have  an  out-patient  department  there.  We  still 
have  before  us  the  remodeling  and  furnishing  of  the  south  side  of  the 
cottage  as  a model  tenement,  where  we  may  teach  in  a practical  way  the 
domestic  arts.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Primary  Grades 

The  music  work  of  the  lower  grades  continues  to  be  a source  of 
great  joy  and  pleasure  to  the  pupils  in  our  schools.  It  consists  primarily 
in  teaching  the  pupils  to  sing  in  tune  and  in  time  with  each  other,  beau- 
tiful songs  of  varied  interest.  Songs  of  the  seasons,  patriotic,  sacred, 
health,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  songs,  all  are  used  to  assist  in  the 
development  of  the  life  of  the  young  pupil. 

If  we  find  a pupil  who  cannot  sing  in  tune  with  the  others,  special 
exercises  are  given  which  develop  the  ear  and  the  voice  until  he  is 
enabled  to  take  his  proper  place  in  the  singing  class. 

Grammar  Grades 

Quality  singing  continues  to  be  emphasized  in  the  grammar  grades, 
and  in  addition  we  teach  the  rudiment  of  music  necessary  to  read  the 
songs  which  the  pupil  sings.  Singing  in  two  and  three  parts  is  prac- 
tised and  every  effort  is  made  to  bring  the  joy  of  music  through  singing 
into  the  life  of  every  pupil  in  our  schools. 

Eighth  Grade 

It  is  very  evident  that  in  spite  of  the  many  interests  an  eighth  grade 
pupil  has  that  the  singing  period  is  one  of  great  pleasure  and  profit  to 
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him.  It  is  expected  that  when  a pupil  reaches  the  eighth  grade  his  sing- 
ing voice  should  he  at  its  best.  With  the  exception  of  the  boys  who  at 
this  period  of  their  lives  grow  rather  fast  this  is  true,  and  I have  no 
hestitation  in  saying  that  the  singing  of  the  pupils  in  the  eighth  grade 
is  very  commendable  and  speaks  well  for  the  attitude  of  the  regular 
teachers  toward  music. 


General  Remarks 

The  introduction  of  the  new  song  book  “The  Progressive  Series” 
has  added  a new  stimulus  to  singing  wherever  it  has  been  introduced. 
The  enlarged  type  has  made  it  more  easy  for  the  pupils  to  read  and  a 
general  improvement  has  been  noted  in  classes  where  this  book  has  been 
in  use. 

The  music  club  at  the  Lincoln  School  is  one  of  the  new  developments 
that  is  proving  of  intense  interest.  Those  who  play  various  instruments 
have  formed  ah  orchestra  and  the  life  and  works  of  Master  Musicians 
are  studied  and  discussed  with  great  profit  to  the  club  members  and  to 
the  entire  school. 

An  orchestra  has  been  organized  at  the  Bliss  School  and  is  proving  of 
great  value  to  the  growing  number  of  pupils  interested  in  instruments  of 
the  band  and  orchestra. 

There  is  no  regular  orchestra  at  the  Bank  Street  School  this  year, 
but  it  is  always  possible  to  get  enough  players  together  to  form  an 
orchestra  whenever  music  is  needed  for  any  special  program. 

There  is  still  a great  interest  among  the  grammar  school  pupils  in 
band  and  orchestral  instruments  and  because  I think  is  worthy  of  en- 
couragement I make  every  effort  to  help  them.  These  they  are  studying 
in  order  to  better  prepare  themselves  for  membership  later  on  in  the 
High  School  Orchestra. 


High  School  Singing 

The  High  School  regular  singing  class  is  back  on  the  old  schedule 
of  one  period  of  singing  each  week  and  is  proving  highly  satisfactory. 


Glee  Club 

The  High  School  Glee  Club  meets  after  school  once  a week  and  is 
growing  in  number  and  in  quality  of  singing.  The  Glee  Club  sings  on 
special  occasions  and  apparently  is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  school. 
At  the  annual  school  concert  this  year  the  Glee  Club  sang  “The  Village 
Blacksmith,”  a cantata  by  W.  Noyes  in  a very  commendable  manner. 


Theory  Class 

The  Theory  Class  which  was  started  last  year  is  continued  this  year 
with  no  increase  in  membership.  As  this  course  is  open  to  all  four 
classes  and  there  is  only  one  period  a week  it  has  been  difficult  for 
many  who  would  like  to  attend  this  class  to  arrange  their  program  in 
order  to  do  so. 

Band 

The  experiment  of  last  year  in  the  effort  to  form  a band  did  not 
work  out  very  satisfactorily.  This  was  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  the 
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boys  who  played  the  bass  instruments  necessary  in  a band  did  not  stay 
in  High  School,  but  went  to  work  instead.  This  left  us  without  suffi- 
cient instrumentation  to  carry  on.  Another  reason  why  I did  not  think 
it  w ell  to  continue  the  band  was  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  orchestra 
began  to  show  the  effects  of  one  less  period  for  rehearsal.  This  period, 
as  you  know,  was  taken  from  the  orchestra  and  given  to  the  band.  The 
result  was  that  the  orchestra  did  not  improve,  and  the  band  was  rather 
poor.  Consequently,  beginning  in  September  we  went  back  to  the  old 
program  of  admitting  all  players  to  the  orchestra  three  periods  each 
week.  This  has  so  far  proved  entirely  satisfactory  and  whenever  a band 
■was  needed  we  used  the  Boys’  Club  Band  and  as  many  of  the  High  School 
Orchestra  players  as  wished  to  play  were  invited  to  do  so.  The  band 
played  at  three  football  games  and  added  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  spec- 
tators. 


High  School  Orchestra 

The  orchestra  concert  of  this  year  was  a great  tribute  to  the  popu- 
larity of  this  organization.  Two  thirds  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
hall  was  reserved  for  the  first  time  and  all  seats  were  sold.  The  concert 
was  good  and  many  compliments  were  received.  The  orchestra  num- 
bers 70  members  this  year  and  is  developing  as  well,  if  not  better,  than 
in  previous  years.  We  are  fortunate  in  getting  a considerable  number 
of  unusual  instruments  such  as  clarinets,  flutes  and  horns  into  our  or- 
chestra this  year.  This  is  due  to  the  work  of  the  boys’  band  sponsored 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg.  The  High  School  Orchestra  is  beginning  to  ben- 
efit from  that  far  sighted  and  kindly  act  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in 
the  years  to  come. 

The  High  School  Orchestra  is  fortunate  in  having  among  its  friends 
some  who  have  given  musical  selections  that  have  added  greatly  to  the 
interest  and  enjoyment  of  the  members.  We  note  the  following:  Judge 

Ralph  C.  Estes,  Dr.  R.  P.  Kent,  Mr.  James  Wlggmore,  Dr.  Walter  E. 
Briggs,  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Stone,  Mr.  Frank  Ryder  and  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg. 

The  most  enjoyable  feature  of  the  entire  year  was  the  playing  of  the 
orchestra  at  the  great  musical  contest  in  Mechanics  Hall,  Boston.  We 
were  in  competition  with  orchestras  from  Brockton,  Fall  River,  Revere, 
Lawrence  and  other  larger  cities,  and  though  we  did  not  win  a prize  we 
did  receive  honorable  mention  for  instrumentation.  Ten  members  of 
our  orchestra  were  selected  to  play  in  the  All  New  England  High  School 
Orchestra  Concert  and  spent  three  days  in  Boston  rehearsing  under  the 
best  directors  of  music  in  America.  This  concert  was  broadcast  over 
the  radio  as  was  the  announcement  that  Attleboro  was  first  in  instru- 
mentation, all  of  which  was  good  advertising  for  our  High  School. 

The  expense  of  this  visit  to  Boston  was  met  by  contributions  from 
the  High  School  Orchestra  Fund,  the  Lion’s  Club  and  prominent  men  of 
our  city.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  trend  in  art  education  as  I feel  it  at  art  conventions  and  from 
reading  art  publications,  is  toward  training  the  boys  and  girls  to  know 
and  appreciate  art  in  the  things  of  everyday  life. 

As  in  other  years,  our  projects  touch  home  and  civic  life,  and  we  are 
endeavoring  to  show  the  children  objects  that  are  fine  in  line  and  design, 
and  color  combinations  that  are  harmonious.  We  are  at  work  on  a plan 
whereby  the  room  teacher  will  carry  out  the  work  suggested  in  our  out- 
lines, and  the  assistant  and  myself  will  give  our  time  to  teaching  ap- 
preciation by  showing  art  products  and  encouraging  the  children  to  find 
examples  of  the  principles  we  emphasize. 

In  art  education  the  tendency  also  seems  to  be  for  more  creative 
work  by  the  children.  We  have  creative  work  in  design  and  in  free  ex- 
pression, but  not  so  much  of  this  work  as  I would  like  to  see.  Some  of 
the  room  teachers  are  becoming  more  interested  in  this  type  of  work  and 
believe  we  are  going  to  have  more  and  better  work  of  this  kind. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  trying  departmental  work  in  the  upper 
grades,  and  it  is  more  satisfactory  than  last  year. 

The  principals  have  been  very  helpful  in  planning  their  schedules 
so  that  when  I am  at  their  building  I can  have  two  lessons  going  on  at 
the  same  time,  and  at  the  end  of  two  periods  I have  often  seen  four 
classes  at  work.  Having  but  one  day  a week  in  the  grades,  I can  do  but 
little  teaching,  but  am  pleased  with  much  of  the  work  I see  done. 

We  have  had  a successful  year  in  the  High  School  work.  The 
classes  have  double  periods  and  results  have  been  much  more  satisfactory 
with  this  arrangement. 

The  students  seem  to  enjoy  the  work  and  if  they  can  gain  some 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  art  principles,  our  work  is  very  much 
worth  while. 

This  year  I have  only  freshman  and  sophomore  classes,  but  they  take 
four  days  a week.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  entire  course  in  sewing,  we  keep  in  view  a double  pur- 
pose. Not  only  do  we  teach  the  girls  to  be  able  to  make  their  own  cloth- 
ing but  we  also  endeavor  to  give  them  a moral  training  in  thrift,  obser- 
vation, exactness,  neatness  and  economy.  The  lessons  in  sewing  also 
make  for  quietness  and  concentration. 

The  outline  of  the  work  is  as  follows: 

Grade  V.  The  beginners  learn  basting,  running  and  overhanding 
and  then  apply  the  stitches  to  making  a needle  book.  Neat  backstitching 
is  learned  and  used  in  making  a pincushion.  Hemming  and  overcasting 
complete  the  work  in  stitches  and  these  are  applied  to  making  a work 
bag.  A dish  towel  is  hemmed  and  then  comes  the  main  project  of  the 
year,  an  apron.

This  is  made  wholly  by  hand  and  a style  is  chosen  that  involves  a 
review  of  all  the  stitches. 

If  any  child  has  extra  time  she  may  choose  what  she  would  like  to 
make. 

Grade  VI.  Here  we  begin  the  sample  work  for  the  Scout  Book.  This 
includes  the  various  seams  and  hems,  gathering,  tucking,  darning  and 
binding  for  trimming.  This  requires  about  fifteen  lessons  and  then  a 
pillow  case  is  made  followed  by  a simple  kimona  dress  with  bloomers. 
These,  when  worn,  are  a source  of  justifiable  pride. 

Grade  VII.  In  this  grade  we  finish  the  more  advanced  Scout  models 
such  as  patching  in  three  diffent  ways,  sewing  on  hooks,  eyes  and  tape 
and  making  button  holes.  The  work  from  January  on  is  a cooking  apron 
with  a choice  of  night  dress  or  pajamas  for  supplementary  work. 

Grade  VIII.  The  girls  in  this  grade  have  twenty  lessons  only,  so  our 
first  project  is  a slip  as  it  takes  but  a little  time  to  get  the  cutting  done 
and  the  girls  at  work.  During  the  first  lesson,  including  four  classes,  we 
superintended  the  cutting  of  fifty-nine  slips  and  several  were  basted  to- 
gether and  stitched  at  the  end  of  the  period. 

While  the  slip  is  being  made,  we  cut  the  more  complicated  garments 
to  be  ready  when  needed. 

Each  girl  is  taught  measurements,  laying  on  the  pattern  with  neces- 
sary alterations,  and  cutting. 

The  chief  points  in  this  grade  are  care  of  machine,  suitability  of 
material  and  pattern,  economy  and  confidence  in  cutting  and  finishing 
neatly. 

The  projects  for  the  half  year  are  slips,  kimonas,  dresses,  pajamas 
and  coolie  coats.  The  pupil  has  her  choice  and  may  make  as  many  gar- 
ments as  time  and  ability  permits. 

It  is  very  rarely  we  find  a girl  who  does  not  enjoy  the  work  in  sew- 
ing and  I feel  we  are  well  repaid  for  our-  ceaseless  effort  when  the  girls 
exhibit  a pretty  dress,  made  at  home,  and  tell  us  they  made  it  without 
help. 

Very  often,  too,  some  small  girl  tells  us  her  clothing  is  made  wholly 
by  an  older  sister  who  has  graduated  from  our  classes.  The  interest 
shown  by  the  girls  makes  the  work  a pleasure. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  grade  teachers  for  their  cordial  co-operation 
and  courtesy.

REPORT  OF  VACATION  SCHOOLS 

The  24th  season  of  the  Dodgeville-Hebronville  Vacation  Schools 
closed  August  24,  after  a session  of  six  weeks.  Three  hundred  and  sixty- 
nir.e  different  children  attended  these  two  schools,  of  these  90  registered 
in  the  hand  work  and  weaving  classes;  47  registered  in  the  sewing  class- 
es and  26  in  the  basketry  classes. 

The  registration  in  the  basketry  classes  would  be  much  larger  if 
there  was  a teacher  in  this  subject  for  each  school,  but  as  Mrs.  Tennant 
divides  her  time  between  the  two  schools  she  cannot  take  care  of  a 
larger  number. 

The  classes  were  held  each  morning  and  the  playground  was  kept 
open  each  afternoon  with  an  attendant. 
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Several  hundred  articles  were  completed  such  as  Colonial  mats, 
raphia  mats,  doll’s  hammocks,  stocking  caps,  Tam-O-Shanters,  fans, 
dresses,  slips,  aprons,  bloomers,  under-arm  purses,  bags,  floor,  table  and 
boudoir  lamps  and  shades,  refreshment  trays,  coasters,  shopping  bags, 
window-boxes,  tea-tiles,  pencil  trays  and  many  other  baskets  for  gen- 
eral purposes. 

A new  piece  of  playground  apparatus  was  added  this  year  at  Hebron- 
ville.  It  is  a simple  type  of  merry-go-round  operated  by  hand,  called  a 
“swing  around.” 

The  playground  at  Hebronvilie  would  be  of  much  more  service  if  we 
could  use  the  new  lot  donated  by  Mr.  Finberg.  This  lot  cannot  be  used 
however,  as  it  has  a long  frontage  on  South  Main  Street  unfenced. 

I should  like  to  recommend  again  this  year  as  I did  last  that  a class 
for  adults  in  some  type  of  handwork  be  formed  among  the  parents  of 
our  children  for  the  afternoon  session  of  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  its  broad  conception,  physical  education  includes,  hygiene  instruc- 
tion and  inspection  for  physical  defects,  marching  tactics,  formal  free 
hand  exercises  with  or  without  the  use  of  hand  apparatus,  dancing,  ex- 
ercises in  gymnastics  and  popular  athletics  and  games. 

The  objectives  of  physical  education  are  to  inculcate  health  habits, 
to  develop  the  body  harmoniously  through  a general  systematic  exercise 
procedure,  to  give  a fund  of  exercise  material  for  use  in  after  school 
days,  to  give  opportunities  for  the  development  and  guidance  of  play 
spirit,  to  provide  situations  which  will  arouse  and  increase  the  physical 
qualities  of  courage,  fair  play,  self  sacrifice  and  loyalty  and  to  give 
positive  instruction  in  citizenship  through  leadership  and  response  to 
commands. 

The  system  of  physical  education  now  used  in  our  public  schools 
accomplishes  these  purposes.  Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  pos- 
ture instruction.  The  posture  program  is  being  broadened  out  at  the 
present  time  and  will  be  a major  part  of  the  program  for  1929.  Much 
valuable  work  has  already  been  accomplished  in  this  field.  Principals 
and  teachers  have  co-operated  splendidly  both  in  organized  outdoor  play 
periods  and  in  classroom  activities.  The  physical  education  leaders  have 
done  their  work  well.  I am  very  much  pleased  with  pupil  leadership 
under  teacher  supervision. 

Athletics  in  general  are  forces  for  great  good  if  properly  supervised 
and  sanely  applied.  They  provide  opportunities  for  the  development  of 
the  qualities  of  leadership,  courage,  presence  of  mind,  loyalty,  self  sacri- 
fice and  stick-to-itiveness,  all  so  worth  while  in  life.  They  create  an 
interest  in  school  life,  welding  as  they  do  the  many  units  of  the  school 
group  into  a loyal  student  body.  They  provide  an  outlet  for  the  physical 
“plus”  boy  or  girl.  They  teach  team  and  individual  play  essentials. 
Athletics  should  be  kept  a part  of  the  educational  and  life  program  of 
the  pupils.  They  should  not  be  neglected  and  neither  should  they  over- 
shadow the  other  worthwhile  things  in  life.  They  should  do  their  part 
in  fitting  the  pupil  for  his  life  in  the  school  and  community.  Athletic 
competition  presupposes  a thorough  medical  examination,  a carefully  fol- 
lowed out  training  program,  and  a limited  number  of  contests.  Our 
athletic  program  consists  of  a limited  number  of  contests  in  basketball, 
baseball,  soccer  and  track  for  the  eighth  grade  boys.  Football  is  barred. 
The  sixth  and  seventh  grade  girls  have  a basketball  series.  Eighth 
grade  girls  receive  practice  in  basketball,  but  do  not  have  outside  com- 
petition. They  play  invitation  games  with  other  local  schools.  The 
Lincoln  and  Washington  School  boys  and  girls  have  a purely  intramural 
program  in  basketball  at  the  new  Lincoln  School  Gymnasium.  All  of 
these  activities  are  personally  supervised  by  the  director  of  physical 
education  and  the  school  principals. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the 
past  year: 

1.  Each  pupil  has  been  given  thirty  minutes  per  day  physical  edu- 
cation divided  as  follows:  Ten  minutes  physical  education  period  con- 
sisting of  either  organized  games  or  postural  exercises,  and  two  ten 
minute  free  play  recess  periods,  morning  and  afternoon.  In  addition 
each  pupil  receives  approximately  one  hour  of  hygiene  instruction  weekly. 
Three  hundred  leaders  have  been  trained  for  this  work. 

2.  Posture  campaigns  have  been  started  in  each  school. 
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3.  Special  posture  corrective  exercises  have  been  given  to  over  one 
hundred  pupils. 

4.  Leagues  organized  in  basketball,  baseball,  soccer  football  and 
track. 

5.  Over  four  hundred  pupils  have  used  the  High  School  gymnasium 
for  basketball  weekly. 

6.  Eighth  grade  boys  have  received  coaching  in  basketball,  baseball, 
track  and  football  fundamentals.  Outside  games  were  played  with  sev- 
eral schools  in  this  vicinity. 

7.  Gymnasium  classes  were  started  at  the  new  Lincoln  School  gym- 
nasium with  each  pupil  receiving  instruction  in  tactics.  Washington 
School  also  used  this  gymnasium  for  basketball  practice. 

8.  Hiking,  skating  and  skiing  parties  have  been  conducted. 

9.  May  Day  programs  have  been  held  in  all  schools. 

All  of  these  activities  have  been  under  my  personal  supervision. 

I have  several  recommendations  which  I wish  to  offer  for  your  con 
sideration. 

1.  That  each  room  in  the  city  be  kept  furnished,  yearly,  with  a ball 
suitable  for  physical  education  outdoor  organized  play  periods. 

2.  That  the  portable  at  the  Richardson  School  be  removed,  as  play 
space  is  cramped  by  it. 

3.  That  the  lunch  room  at  Lincoln  School  be  removed  from  the  gym- 
nasium. There  is  a large  space  between  the  gymnasium  wall  and  the 
outside  of  the  building  which  would  make  an  ideal  lunch  room.  I would 
ask  that  this  matter  be  investigated. 

4.  That  a board  floor  be  laid  at  the  Lincoln  School  gymnasium  and 
if  possible  a few  shower  baths  be  installed  in  the  building. 

5.  That  a fence  be  placed  on  the  Starkey  Avenue  side  of  the  Pleas- 
ant Street  School  as  a safeguard  for  the  pupils  at  play. 

6.  That  an  old  section  of  fence  at  the  rear  of  Farmers  School  be  re- 
moved as  it  cramps  the  play  space. 

7.  That  physical  education  receive  a mark  on  the  report  cards. 

8.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  a running  track  at  Capron 
Park,  suitable  for  the  schoolboys  and  citizens  of  the  city. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  you  and  the  committee  for  continued  co- 
operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit,  herewith,  my  report  as  School  Physician  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  1,  1928. 

In  reviewing  the  health  program  as  conducted  in  the  schools  during 
the  past  year,  we  may  rest  assured  that  the  health  of  our  school  children 
has  been  given  deserved  attention.  Methods  of  promoting  child  health 
have  not  differed  greatly  from  those  of  the  past  few  years,  but  I feel  that 
the  public  at  large  has  become  more  vigilant  as  regards  the  well  being 
of  their  children. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  physical  examination  of  the  pupils,  two 
important  factors  were  noted:  The  increasing  number  of  teeth  defects 

and  the  decreasing  number  of  diseased  tonsils.  The  importance  of  early 
removal  of  diseased  teeth  on  the  child’s  health  cannot  be  too  strongly 
stressed.  In  many  instances  where  dental  work  had  been  begun,  the 
closing  of  the  clinic  provided  by  the  city  resulted  in  rapid  deterioration  of 
the  child’s  teeth.  Over  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  had  do- 
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fective  teeth.  This  is  a serious  indictment  of  the  failure  to  provide  prop- 
er dental  care  to  future  generations.  Some  arrangement  to  alleviate  this 
condition  should  be  introduced  at  once. 

The  cases  of  mumps,  scarlet  fever  and  chicken  pox  were  quite  num- 
erous during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  an  unusual  number  of  scarlet 
fever  cases  have  occurred  this  fall.  These  were  of  very  mild  severity, 
which  made  their  control  difficult,  many  being  overlooked  by  both  par- 
ents and  teachers. 

Effective  quarantine  methods  tax  the  efforts  of  both  the  local  health 
and  school  authorities.  A further  study  of  quarantine  requirements  is 
deemed  advisable  and  there  will  probably  be  some  revision.  Meanwhile, 
the  supervision  of  suspicious  cases  by  both  parents  and  teachers,  and 
frequent  examination  by  the  school  nurse  and  physician  remain  the  most 
effective  instruments  of  control. 

Mentally  retarded  children  were  examined  at  a clinic  held  by  Dr. 
Patterson  of  the  Wrentham  State  School.  The  value  of  these  annual 
examinations  becomes  more  evident  each  year. 

In  April,  physicians  representing  the  State  Department  of  Health 
re-examined  a special  group  of  children  as  a part  of  the  ten-year  program 
inaugurated  by  the  State.  The  object  of  these  repeated  examinations  is 
the  early  detection  and  elimination  of  tuberculosis.  Records  of  the  gain 
that  these  children  make  are  carefully  noted,  and  definite  recommenda- 
tions for  special  care  of  these  children  are  made.  The  group  of  children 
chosen  for  the  open-air  room  at  the  Richardson  School  are  selected  on 
recommendations  made  at  this  clinic. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  open-air  room  have  justified  its 
existence.  The  area  that  it  serves  is  limited,  but  it  is  a vital  unit  in 
the  general  health  program.  Not  only  underweight  children  are  enrolled 
there  but  also  those  handicapped  by  other  physical  defects,  such  as  heart 
and  chest  cases. 

The  annual  Child  Health  Day  was  observed  by  appropriate  exercises 
at  the  various  schools  throughout  the  city  during  the  month  of  June. 
Health  plays,  parades  and  games  were  enjoyed  by  both  pupils  and  par- 
ents alike.  In  many  instances  the  programs  were  very  elaborate. 

The  nutrition  work  started  several  years  ago  lias  been  generally 
carried  on  during  the  year.  Lunches  and  milk  are  served  in  many 
schools  and  the  children  are  weighed  and  measured  at  regular  intervals. 
Proper  posture  is  stressed  in  some  of  the  schools  with  the  formation  of 
posture  classes. 

Many  children  were  enrolled  in  the  summer  health  camps.  The  Lions’ 
camp  for  boys  took  care  of  a goodly  number.  Twenty-six  boys  and  girls 
were  selected  for  the  camp  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bristol 
County  Health  Association.  Funds  for  the  support  of  this  camp  were 
supplied  through  the  purchase  of  Christmas  seals. 

This  fall  a campaign  was  carried  on  by  the  Health  Department  for 
the  extension  of  the  diphtheria  prevention  in  the  city.  Several  hundred 
children  from  all  of  the  lower  grades  were  given  the  Schick  Test,  and 
those  found  susceptible  to  diphtheria  were  given  toxin-antitoxin.  Chil- 
dren of  the  first  grade  were  given  special  attention.  It  will  be  a perma- 
nent public  health  policy  to  see  that  all  children  entering  the  first  grade 
be  given  the  opportunity  of  being  immunized  against  this  disease,  thus 
gradually  rendering  the  school  population  immune. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  emphasize  the  need  for  a dental  clinic  and  also 
to  call  to  your  attention  the  ever  increasing  demands  made  upon  the 
school  nurse  for  home  work,  which  she  is  unable  to  do  together  with  her 
other  duties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  year  marks  the  completion  of  the  school  nurse’s  seventh  year. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year  there  was  an  epidemic  of  mumps,  the 
Bliss  School  having  the  largest  number.  There  were  also  twenty-four 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  many  cases  of  chicken  pox  throughout  the  city. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  schools  this  fall  there  have  been  twenty- 
five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  five  diphtheria  cases.  Epidemics  of  this 
kind  require  the  closest  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  school  nurse  in 
the  way  of  home  visits  and  follow-up  work  on  children  who  have  been 
reported  ill. 

In  assisting  the  school  physician  with  the  medical  inspection  some 
effort  was  made  on  the  part  of  the  school  nurse  to  tabulate  the  number 
of  children  needing  dental  care.  In  the  ten  schools  which  have  had  such 
inspection  the  nurse  has  found  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  need  more 
or  less  attention  to  the  teeth.  This  indicates  the  great  need  of  a dental 
clinic  for  school  children. 

Pupils  who  are  three  years  or  more  retarded  in  their  school  work 
were  given  special  psychiatric  tests  by  Dr.  Patterson  of  the  Whentham 
State  School  with  a view  to  giving  them  greater  opportunities  in  special 
classes. 

In  April  the  State  Clinic  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  re-examined  about  fifty  cases,  which  have 
been  under  observation  for  the  past  three  years.  The  State  reported 
favorably  in  a number  of  these  cases  which  the  school  nurse  had  fol- 
lowed since  the  previous  examination. 

The  annual  observance  of  Health  Day  was  held  in  all  the  schools 
early  in  June.  The  programs  consisted  of  plays,  drills,  parades,  etc., 
on  the  theme  of  Health.  The  results  were  a glowing  tribute  to  the  in- 
terest of  the  teachers  in  the  health  work  in  the  schools. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  school  nurse,  early  in  March,  Miss  Erickson, 
nutritionist,  under  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  gave  an  illus- 
trated lecture  on  the  “Correlation  of  Nutrition  and  Posture”  before  the 
teachers  of  the  Sanford  Street  School  to  which  other  teachers  and  moth- 
ers were  invited. 

In  June  at  the  same  school  the  weighing  of  the  pupils  showed  only 
10  per  cent,  were  underweight,  as  against  26  per  cent,  at  the  opening  of 
school  the  previous  September.  This  remarkable  gain  in  weight  may 
be  attributed  to  three  things:  The  interest  shown  by  the  teachers,  the 

desire  on  the  part  of  the  underweight  to  take  home  a monthly  report 
showing  gain,  and  the  drinking  of  milk  in  the  school  at  10  A.  M. 

'Twenty-six  children  entered  the  Bristol  County  Camp  at  the  close  of 
school  for  a four  weeks  period.  Previous  to  their  entering  camp,  all 
defective  tonsils,  adenoids  and  teeth  were  taken  care  of,  ten  dentists 
contributing  their  services. 

At  the  Continuation  School,  Baby  Hygiene  was  taught  to  four  classes 
during  the  year,  certificates  being  given  to  each  pupil  who  satisfactorily 
completed  the  course.  A demonstration  of  the  work  was  given  at  the 
school  November  22nd  and  received  much  favorable  comment. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  local  Health  Department,  a diphtheria 
clinic  was  held  in  the  various  schools  at  which  the  school  physician 
and  the  school  nurse  assisted. 

The  school  nurse  has  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  get  the  Chil- 
drens’ Hospital  in  Boston  to  co-operate  in  the  cases  of  children  who  need 
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special  treatment.  At  the  present  time  there  are  two  cases  under  treat- 
ment there.  One,  a case  of  infantile  paralysis,  has  responded  so  well 
that  the  child,  who  previously  was  able  to  walk  only  with  the  greatest 
difficulty,  is  now  nearly  normal. 

The  work  of  the  school  nurse  continues  to  grow  in  volume  and  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  give  the  proper  amount  of  attention  to  the  neces- 
sary follow-up  work  in  the  homes  which  is  of  greatest  importance. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  co-operation  afforded  by 
the  local  dentists,  physicians,  Health  Department,  Family  Welfare  Asso- 
ciation and  the  South  Attleboro  Mothers’  Club.  I wish  especially  to 
thank  Dr.  Conro  for  service  rendered  to  children  both  at  his  office  and 
at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.

Other  work  of  a miscellaneous  nature,  such  as  the  general  repair  of 
the  heating  and  plumbing  systems,  refinishing  of  desks  and  chairs,  and 
repairs  to  steps  and  piazzas,  would  take  a great  deal  of  space  to  itemize 
but  amount  to  several  hundred  dollars  has  been  done  in  the  usual  way. 

There  is  a great  deal  more  work  that  should  have  been  done  for 
which  money  was  not  available.  The  wooden  buildings  should  be  painted 
every  three  years.  In  1929,  the  following  buildings  should  be  painted: 
Sanford  Street  middle  building  and  office,  Briggs  Corner,  Bank  Street, 
Hebronville  and  the  outside  woodwork  at  the  High  and  Washington 
Schools.  Half  of  the  rooms  at  the  High  School  should  be  re-calcimined 
and  the  burlap  in  the  corridors  painted.  The  Pleasant  Street  School 
should  be  shingled.  Concrete  aprons  should  be  placed  around  the  Pleas- 
ant Street  and  Carpenter  Street  Schools.  New  walks  should  be  put  in 
at  Sanford  Street,  Farmers,  Carpenter  Street,  Capron  and  Washington 
Schools.  Many  rooms  need  to  be  re-calcimined,  the  woodwork  varnished, 
and  the  pupils  desks  refinished.  Chimneys  need  to  be  retopped  at  Pleas- 
ant Street  and  Capron  Schools.  Some  of  the  furnaces  are  in  bad  condi- 
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lion  and  new  parts  will  be  required  at  Bank  Street  and  Pleasant  Street 
Schools. 

In  order  to  keep  the  buildings  in  proper  repair,  considerably  more 
than  the  amount  usually  allowed  for  that  purpose  will  be  needed  next 
year.
